Plan Improvement 
Association For Wd. 1 

Win. Sprout Chosen Chairman At 
Meeting of Residents 


About 25 residents of Ward 1, in- 
terested in having Boyd Park, Jack- 
son road and other sections of that 
Ward improved, assembled in Bay 
State Hall on Thursday evening, Oc- 
tober 23rd, and took preliminary steps 
to organize an improvement associa- 
tion. William Sprout. of Thornton 
street was chosen temporary chairman 
of the organization and A. Charles 
Dunn of Pearl street was elected tem- 
porary secretary. The chairman was 
authorized to appoint a committee of 
five who will draw up a constitution 
and by-laws. A committee will also 
be appointed to canvass various 
streets in the Ward and obtain mem- 
bers for the association. 

Invitations had been sent to the 
three aldermen from the Ward to 
attend the meeting. Alderman Wil- 
liam E. Earle was on a business trip 
to the western part of the State but 
sent a letter in which he stated that 
he had not decided whether he will 
he a candidate again for Alderman or 
a candidate for Mayor, but should he 
run for either office and be elected, 
he will use Ills influence to have Boyd 
Park improved and the brook along 
Jackson road covered. 

Alderman Powers told of the re- 
quests which have been made for a 
number of years by people in Ward 1 
to have the brook through Boyd Park 
covered so that the playground there 
can be properly improved and the 
place made safe for children. A num- 
ber of little ones have had narrow 
escapes from drowning and mothers 
are afraid to allow small children to go 
to this playground. The remainder of 
Laundry Brook, from Bullough’s Pond 
to Jackson road has been covered, ex- 
tensive improvements have been made 
on brooks and playgrounds in other 
parts of the city, but nothing has been 
done to relieve the unsightly, unsani- 
tary and dangerous situation caused 
by the open brook along Jackson road 
and through Boyd Park. Improvement 
associations and clubs in other sec- 
tions of the city have powerful in 
fluence when they make requests on 
the City Government, and a strong 
organization formed by Ward 1 citi- 
zens should be a potent factor in pro- 
curing proper consideration for these 
long needed improvements in that 
section. 

Miss Julia M. Enegess of Fayette 
street referred to the many futile re- 
quests which have been made to have 
the approaches to Boyd Park made 
safe and the park Itself properly cared 
for. Miss Margaret H. McDonald of 
Gardner street told of the children not 
being allowed to coast in the park 
winters because of the open brook 
there. Mrs. Katherine Tobin of Jack- 
son road called attention to the 
danger the open brook brings to small 
children when it is flooded after heavy 
rains, to the fact that the brook has 
not been properly cleaned in recent 
years, or the grass on its banks kept 
mowed. 

James P. Aikins, Jr., of Lewis street, 
candidate for Alderman-at-Large from 
Ward 1 was introduced and assured 
those present that if elected, he will 
do all in his power to have the de- 
sired improvements made at Boyd 
Park and Jackson road. 

George Safford of Boyd St. stressed 
the need of improving Jewett 
street between Gardner and Boyd 
streets. Joseph Campbell told of the 
filthy condition of Laundry Brook at 
Boyd Park playground. 

Walter Jenkins and Charles Dunn 
spoke of the condition of the north 
sidewalk on Pearl street, between 
Jewett and Gardner street. Others 
who discussed conditions in the dis- 
trict were Miss Martha Lovely, Mich- 
ael J. Keating. Joseph Gildea, Joseph

Aldermen Vote Increase In Mayor’s 
Salary To $5000 At Special Session 


To Take Effect Jan. 1st — Twelve to Nine in Favor- 
Leaves Chair to Oppose Passage 


President Weeks 


Hold First Of Series Alderman W. E. Earle 

Of Banking Lectures Announces Candidacy 

— 

Investment Talk By Olfl Colony f'tiairiiian of Public Works Commlt- 
Vlcr-Prcsident tee To Run For Mayor 


Following a long discussion by the 
Finance Committee and a lengthy dis- 
cussion by all the members of the 
Board as a committee of the 
whole, the Newton Aldermen on Mon- 
day night voted to accept the recom- 
mendation made by Mayor Childs that 
"the salary of the Mayor of Newton 
he increased from $3000 to $5000; tills 
Increase to take effect January 1, 1930.” 
A communication from Mayor Childs 
making this recommendation was read 
at the last regular meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen on October 21. 
According to the City Charter a rec- 
ommendation to increase the Mayor’s 
salary can he made only in October of 
odd years. Action on such a recom- 
mendation by the Board of Aldermen 
must occur before October 31. As the 
Finance Committee did not wish to 
take action on such an important mat- 
ter at the same meeting at which the 
recommendation was received, a spe- 
cial meeting was called for last Mon- 
day night. 

When the meeting opened Vice-Presi- 
dent Ball took the chair. Alderman 
Collins, chalrmnn of the Finance Com- 
mittee reported that this committee 
recommended increasing the Mayor’s 
salary from $3000 to $5000; Alderman 
Weeks dissenting. Mr. Collins said, 
‘‘In order to amend the ordinance this 
matter will have to be voted upon to- 
night. I, therefore, move suspension 
of the rules, that this matter may he 
acted on.” 

Alderman Weeks took the floor and 
said 

"I am strongly opposed to this in- 
crease now, as I was several years 
ago when It came before the Finance 
Committee for discussion. In the first 
place it is neither usual, nor perhaps 
desirable for the salaries attaching 
to elective public office to be entirely 
commensurate with the services ren- 
dered. The honor of holding office 
and the opportunity for service thus 
afforded are generally considered as 
being at least part compensation to the 
office holder. In Newton we have the 
example of members of the Board of 
Aldermen and of the various Boards 
and Commissions giving freely of their 
time and ability without a cent of com- 
pensation. I believe the office of 
Mayor should he regarded in somewhat 
the same light, at least to the extent 
of making the salary more nominal 
than otherwise. As a matter of fact, 
you are not correcting the situation 
by ;i raise of from $3000 to $5000. be- 
cause the position from a dollar and 
cent standpoint is worth considerably 
more than the $5000 figure here under 1 
discussion. 

Above all things, I should greatly 1 
dislike seeing the salary of Mayor 
fixed at a figure where the salary itself 
would become an inducement for any 
man to seek the office. If this should 
come about, it seems to me that the 
city would not in the future benefit 
from the same high type of public 
service which has been rendered by 
our Mayors in the past. 

“From the personal standpoint, I 
am obliged to say that the situation 
is somewhat embarrassing to me be- 
cause of the fact, as you know, that I 
am a candidate for mayor. I want to 
make it clear now, therefore, that if 
tiie Board adopts this increase, and 
if I am elected Mayor, that I shall 
make every effort to have the in- 
crease, as it would apply to my salary, 
returned to the City Treasury. I 
make this statement because, if 
elected, I could not, under any cir- 
cumstances, accept an increase grant-

ed bv the Board of Aldermen of which 
I am a member and President." 

Alderman Collins, replying to Mr. 
WeekB, said, “This question of the in- 
crease in the salary of our Mayor is 
one which your Finance Committee 
has given considerable thought and 
has been a matter which has been hard 
for it to decide for clearly there are 
two sides to the question. 

"I appreciate fully the position of 
the President of the Board, for as 
candidate for the office of Mayor, he 
is In a delicate position and I wish 
to testify here that his remarks are 
not made simply as the result of his 
present position but his sincerity can 
not be doubted for, as the only one 
who was a member of the Finance 
Committee with him some five years 
ago, I can state that when this same 
question was discussed at that time in 
he committee, he was strongly opposed 
to an increase in the salary of the 
Mayor. 

“While your committee was very re- 
luctant about doing any thing which 
would he embarrasing to the Presi- 
dent, yet at the same time we felt 
that this matter should be looked at 
broadly and decided solely on the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the Mayor 
of this city should he paid a larger 
salary, regardless of who held the 
office. 

“Some 15 or 20 years ago, this office 
paid $2500 and In view of the increased 
cost of living and salary increases 
since that time, the $5000 which your 
committee now recommends amounts 
to about the same as the $2500 did 15 
or 20 years ago. In addition to that, 
this city has grown tremendously in 
the past 20 years and the duties and 
responsibilities of this office have in- 
creased in proportion and, while we 
do not feel that $5000 is a full com- 
pensation for the service rendered, yet 
at the same time we do not feel that 
it is right for us to ask a man to 
carry these duties and great responsi- 
bilities for a less sum than $5000. 
Your committee has found out the sal- 
aries paid to Mayors in cities corres- 
ponding in size with Newton and the 
salary now paid in Newton is less than 
in other cities having similar popu- 
lations and expenditures. 

“There are other phases of this 
question which I think other mem- 
bers of the board wish to present to 
you.” 

| Alderman Gnllagher, advocating the 
increase said, “If we do not increase 
this salary we will keep away any 
good man who might want to run for 
I Mayor in the future. I would like 
to be in a position, so would many 
1 more of us, to turn down $2000. It is 
a hard place to put him (Weeks) and 
we cannot help but sympathize with 
him. But, we feel that if we do not 
vote this increase it would keep away 
a good man in the future. A man 
might not feel that he could afford to 
give up so much time to the office of 
Mayor if the salary is too small. The 
present Mayor of the city is retiring 
with less than half the money he had 
sixteen years ago, which does not 
speak very well for the dignity of 
tills city. Even though it is embarrass- 
ing for the President of the Board, I 
see no reason why this city should not 
pay its Mayor $5000. People make 
slurring remarks and say, ‘Only $3000 
for the salary of Mayor. There must 
be some other way he gets his money.’ 
I 11 other words, they insinuate graft.” 

Alderman Smith said, “I think the 
time has passed when we look upon 
the office of Mayor simply as a politi- 
cal office. This city has grown quite 
rapidly and the work cast upon the 


Mayor increases all the time. That 
is my reason for believing that until 
such time as the job of Mayor be- 
comes a mere figurehead, the city 
should pay $5000.” 

Alderman Grebenstein moved sus- 
pension of the rules to permit the 
matter being acted upon and Aider- 
man Gordon seconded the motion. 

Alderman Holbrook, opposing the 
increase, said, 

“Newton has a government of ex- 
cellent standing. It has a high repu 
tation throughout the State, both for 
the character of its works and the 
character of the mten who manage its 
affairs. That reputation is of long 
duration; indeed it has held from the 
beginning of our City Government. 
The City has been served by men of 
capacity who were willing to give of 
their time and efforts without any 
remuneration. There are now many 
men who are working on the various 
City Boards who receive no compen 
sation in money. They get their re- 
ward in the knowledge that they are 
serving their home city, and are ful- 
filling their civic duties. The present 
incumbent of the office of Mayor is to 
lie reckoned in that class, for it is 
apparent that the salary does not fully 
pay him for his work; he finds his real 
pay in the way I have outlined. 

“There is, I believe, a danger to 
the City in the proposal to put the 
salary at five thousand dollars — danger 
that we shall lower our standard, and 
make service to the City a thing to be 
paid by money rather than by the 
high rewards I have mentioned. In 
every city there are men who would 
he attracted by a salary of that size; 
men of only moderate capacity, un- 
able to earn that amount in their reg- 
ular pursuits or in the Mayor's chair 
and who would look upon five thousand 
dollars a year as a lure to the Mayor- 
alty. They would consider the money 
rather than the service they could 
give. 

"There are men of that sort who 
have some political following, and it 
is quite conceivable that one might 
he elected to the Newton Mayoralty 
What would our service be then? 
Newton might suffer grievously in the 
conduct of its affairs, and the whole 
standard might be lowered.” 

“It cannot be denied that the pres- 
ent salary is small: hut to raise the 
amount sufficiently to make it attrac- 
tive financially is, for the reasons 
given, to jeopardize the cleanness and 
efficiency of our City Government. 
Such changes have come about in oth- 
er cities. We should guard against 
it 

Alderman Harte of Ward 6 also op- 
posed the increase. He gave the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

"The Mayor of Newton holds a pos- 
ition of high honor. Like many politi- 
cal offices in the country, services rend- 
ered are not adequately rewarded in 
dollars. The mayor’s position has al- 
ways been looked upon, I am told, as 
a partly honorary office, the holder of 
which has never been expected to de- 
vote his entire time to the work. 

"There has been a discussion to- 
night on the advisability of increasing 
the mayor’s salary. If this increase 
meant that the position of mayor would 
be changed from a part time to a full 
time job, I would vote in favor of the 
increase. In a majority of cases the 
mayor whom we elect cannot cut him- 
self off from his former business. He 
may hold oflice for only two years. 
Consequently, he must continue his 
former work in part, and continue in 
touch with the affairs he has left,

For the convenience of women de- 
positors living on the north side of 
the city, the second series of lectures, 
arranged by the Newton Trust Com- 
pany and the First National Bank of 
Newton at West Newton, is being held 
at Temple Hall, Newtonville. 

Mrs. S. Hardy Mitchell presided at 
the first meeting held Wednesday 
morning at 10.30. She stated that if 
the demands were sufficient the banks 
would run another series of lectures 
after Christmas at the Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club. 

The speaker of the morning was T. 
Raymond Pierce, assistant vice-presi- 
dent of the Old Colony Trust Company. 
His subject was “Investments." 

Mr. Pierce prefaced his talks by al- 
luding to the cataclysm in Wall street, 
where, during the past week, the 
hrinkage in money values has equalled 
the national debt. He likened the 
havoc there to the conditions which 
prevailed in New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont after last year's flood. A wild 
desire to get money without work or 
care has brought many investors to a 
sad state. It is a time when those 
who have been preaching conserva- 
tive investments feel justified. If the 
average woman would take finances 
as seriously as she does her domestic 
and social responsibilities conditions 
would be improved. 

The investment status of any secur- 
ity may be influenced by research, new 
inventions, fashions, legislation and 
competition. 

Endeavor to obtain security of prin 
cipal with continuity of income. It 
is never safe to buy for speculation 
any security in which you would not 
care to invest. Aim for diversification 
of securities. Invest only in leading 
companies and in those known to be 
under reliable management. It is es- 
sential that your earnings be stable. 
Have your list verified once a year. 
Consult your local banker often. These 
were some of the bright-lights of Mr. 
Pierce’s talk. 

The Newton Banks have established 
a Security Investment Service and an 
Investment Trust Department for the 
benefit of their depositors. 

Mr. Frank L. Richardson, executive 
vice-president of the Newton Trust 
Company, asked for an informal ex- 
pression of opinion as to the desirabil- 
ity of the bank’s engaging a personal 
service adviser who would direct in- 
quirers to the proper authorities to 
give information desired. This might 
lead later to the establishing of a 
travel bureau. The suggestion seemed 
to meet with the approval of those 
present. 

Mr. Pierce and Mrs. Richardson an- 
swered questions for half an hour. At 
noon a delightful light lunch was 
served to those women depositors who 
found it convenient to remain. This 
was an added expression of the real 
desire of the bank officials to serve 
their patrons. 

The next lecture will he held in the 
same place on Thursday morning, No- 
vember 7 at 10:30, when Mr. John T. 
Tufts will speak on “What the Subur- 
ban Bank Can Do for Women.”

SOMERVILLE SCORES 

IN FINAL PERIOD 

Newton high’s Suburban longue 
hopes went glimmering In the final 
period of the game with Somerville 
at Dll boy field last Saturday when 
the Dlekerman coached outfit scored 
twice In the final session of the 
locals' third league encounter. Eddie 
Martins, Somerville ace kicked two 
points after the touchdowns to set 
the score at 14 to 0. Martins also 
was the outstanding player in the 
game, he scored one of the touch- 
downs, aided materially in the scor- 
ing of the other, and time after time 
made substnntinl gains, either alone 
or in combination with Francis Escott 
on lateral passes. Escott tallied the 
second touchdown on a 25-yard romp 
through the Newton tackle when his 
line opened up a hole for him and 
he cleverly evaded the Newton sec- 
ondaries. The sole bright spot in the 
Newton eleven was the defensive play 
of the line until late in the game 
when it wearied of its efforts and 
Somerville had the stufT to crash 
through. The Newton backfleld tried 
valiantly but accomplished little 
either on the offense or the defense. 
On the ofTense the interfering backs 
failed to carry out their assignments 
in taking out the Somerville tacklers 
and consequently the ball carrier was 
often nailed before he could get go- 
ing. On the defense the Somerville 
ball carriers would carry the Newton 
backs along with them for several 
extra yard gains. 

First Period 

Newton chose to receive the ball 
with Somerville kicking off in the face 
of a strong wind. Hamilton, starting 
at fullback for Newton, ran the kick- 
off back 15 yards to his 30-yard line. 
On fourth down Elrod kicked with 
Linberg downing the ball at the Som- 
erville 35. Wells fumbled but recov- 
ered for an eight yard loss and on 
the next play ran the end for 14 yards. 
Ho then kicked to the Newton 37- 
yard line. On the second play Litch- 
field fumbled and Wells recovered on 
the Newton 40-yard stripe. Somer- 
ville failed to gain and Litchfield in- 
tercepted Wells’ pass on the Newton 
25-yard line. Elrod and Hamilton, the 
latter carrying twice, made a first 
down. The drive failed to keep mov- 
ing and Elrod kicked to Martins on 
the Somerville 32-yard line. Martins 
ran the end for a nineteen yard gain 
until Elrod pushed him outside. A la- 
teral from Escott to Martins was good 
for another 19-yards and a second 
first down on the Newton 30-yard mark 
as the period ended. 

Second Period 

Somerville relied on Martins who 
carried three times at the Newton 
tackles for a net gain of seven yards. 
Martins pass to Moran, who relieved 
Wells, was incomplete and Newton 
took the ball on downs on their 25- 
ynrd mark, averting a score. An off- 
side penalty set the orange and black 
further back and Hamilton’s end run 
lost two yards more. Elrod's kick 
against the wind was short and Es- 
cott took it on the Newton 30-yard 
mark. Linberg and Hamilton held 
Escott to four yards in two rushes 
at tackle and two incomplete passes 
gave Newton the ball again. Elrod 
kicked to midfield where Martins fum- 
bled. Frechette grabbed for the ball 
but fumbled it also and Martins final- 
ly recovered It. On the second play 
Martins started an end run and when 
Bankart missed the tackle for a re- 
versed his field and came around the 
other end for an apparent flrr.t down, 
but Somerville had been holding and 
the ball was brought back with the 
offenders drawing a 15-yard penalty. 
Moran kicked to the Newton flve-ynrd 
line where Strombom picked it up as 
it did r. '♦ roll further and ran it back 
to his la/ard stripe. Newton could 
not gain and Elrod kicked to midfield. 
A lateral from Martins to Jeremiah, 
who had replaced Escott, was good 
for eighteen yards. Jeremiah failed 
to gain and Elrod grounded a pass to 
end the half. 

Third Pericfd 

Elrod kicked off to Martins who ran 
t lie ball back 25-yards to his 40-yard 
mark. Escott and Martins made a 
i first down in three rushes. Another 
j first down was at hand when Somer- 
ville drew another holding penalty 
and Escott kicked over the Newton 
goal. Again Newton could not gain 
and Elrod kicked to midfield. Moore 
got in two pretty tackles to hold 
Somerville and Martina pass, hurried 
by the Newton line, was incompleted 
to end the period. 

Fourth Period t 

Shorten intercepted Martins pass to 
Escott on the Newton 25-yanl mark. 
Elrod made three yards at right tackle 
and Hamilton two at the same spot. 
A lateral pass from Litchfield to El- 
rod was knocked down by Parker, 
Somerville right end, and he recov- 
ered it on the Newton 15-yml line to 
give Somerville its best chance.

In Mar8ters Wake 

Arlington A1 Marsters received con- 
siderably more publicity in the ac- 
counts of the 34 to 7 Dartmouth vic- 
tory over Harvard last Saturday than 
any other player ou either eleven. 
Doubtless he deserved every bit as 
did others who were mentioned. 
Among the latter were several youths 
well-known for their activities a few 
years ago while wearing the colors of 
Newton high. It Is interesting to note 
the oustandlng bits of their play. 

Clark a Big Help 

Len Clark of Newton Highlands was 
a big aid to Marsters In the Green 
backfleld. It was Clark who "cleaned” 
out for Marsters on many of his long 
runs. Clark added Ills bit to the point 
scoring by kicking four goals after 
touchdowns in four attempts. The 
fifth Hanover touchdown came when 
Clark was out of the game late in the 
final period. Just prior to Dartmouth’s 
fourth score from the Harvard 40- 
yard line Marsters made gains of 11 
and 15 yards with a five-yard crash by 
Clark In between to bring the ball to 
the Harvard seven-yard line. As Geo. 
Carens of the Transcript says — 
Clark’s blocking Is a delight to watch. 

Andres One of Best 

Dartmouth presented a strong line 
with one of its most important cogs in 
Harold Andres of Newtonville. An- 
dres made many fine tackles and was 
Johnny-on-the-spot when it came to 
recovering fumbles. On the first 
Dartmouth touchdown by Sutton in 
the initial period the Green fullback 
fumbled the ball after he had crossed 
the goalline. Under the rules play was 
dead when Sutton crossed the line and 
It mattered not whether he fumbled or 
not, or whether n Dartmouth or a Har- 
vard player recovered. Carens differs 
ns he says that Sutton did not have 
complete control of the ball at any 
time and that the referee would have 
called it a touchback had Harvard re- 
covered. It so happened that Andres 
covered the ball. In the second period 
the tide turned in Harvard’s direction. 
Andres passed the ball to Booma on 
an attempted field goal. These were 
the only two Dartmouth players to 
touch the ball until after Harvard had 
tied the score. Booma’s kick was low 
and Tlcknor caught on his twenty- 
yard line and ran it back 20 yards 
more. This was the beginning of Har- 
vard’s march toward its only score. 
In the third period Harvard seemed in 
a fair way to score again. It was a 
first down for Harvard with the hall 
on the Dartmouth seven-yard line. 
The Green forwards had been pene- 
trated once in four and a half games — 
could It be done again. Booma stop- 
ped the first rush dead. Then Harvard 
tried a lateral with Putnam carrying. 
He broke away from a hunch of Dart- 
mouth men and ran Into the referee. 
Before he could get started again 
Andres nailed him. A forward failed 
and a field goal failed and Harvard 
was denied a second score. Then 
came the fireworks as Masters went 
into action. On one of his plays he 
dropped the hull as he was tackled 
and it was Andres who saved the day 
for Dartmouth. But still the touch- 
down did not come. Harvard taking 
the ball on downs as Andres’ pass 
hack hit a running guard on fourth 
down. Potter’s kick was short and 
Dartmouth seized this chance to score. 
In summing up the good points of the 
Green regulars Carens says, "Andres 
had two bad passes at the goal line 
but he was groat at other times; the 
manner in which he was in and out of 
tho lino showed that he had the Har- 
vard plays diagnosed perfectly.” 

Johnson’s Touchdown Taken Away 

Henry Johnson of Waban got Into 
the game as Sutton’s substitute. It was 
late in the fourth period when John- 
son got his chance. He crashed 
through the Harvard tackle and side- 
stepped Ids way over 35 yards over 
tin* goal line. It would have meant a 
sixtli touchdown for tho Green hut a 
Dartmouth substitute coming onto tho 
field had talked and the referee had 
to call the ball back again. 

Gilligan for Harvard 

Tommy Gilligan wus Newton’s prod- 
uct on the Harvard team. He played 
most of the first period before being 
replaced by Mays. He was back again 
at Hie star! of tho second half to make 


(lie next play Escott went through 
tackle, found himself free and sid •- 
stopping Hie Newton secondary raced 
across tlie goal-line standing up. Mur- 
tins again kicked u placement for tho 
point. Linberg took tho kickoff and 
run it buck to tho Newton 45-yurd 
line. Elrod’s puss to Shorten wus 
good for 13 yards and Newton’s sec- 
ond first down. Two more pusses 
wore incompleted and Newton penal- 
ized five yards. Tho next puss was 
intercepted by Martins as tho gumu 
ended. 


MILTON EDGES 

COUNTRY DAY, 7-0 

Country Day’s hopes for an undefeat- 
ed and unscored-on season were shat- 
tered when Milton Acndemy scored 
seven points In the second period of 
tho game last Saturday at Milton, and 
eventually won by that margin. Mil- 
ton capitalized on the only break In a 
hard-fought and otherwise errorless 
contest. Captain Bottomley won the 
toss for Country Day and elected to 
receive. Wincliell, left end, took tho 
ball and ran seventeen yards to the 
thirty-six yard-line. The first period 
was marked entirely by a long ex- 
change of kicks. Hardly ever was one 
team in the other’s territory. Both 
lines stopped almost all running plays. 
The defensive line play of Robert 
Vose, giant Country Day tackle, was 
outstanding, as he stopped Milton’s 
plays time and time again during this 
period. The kicking of Frantls Glea- 
son, Country Day great triple-threat 
back, was spectacular; one punt In 
particular going from his twenty yard- 
line, and downed on Milton’s eight 
yard-line. 

At the start of the second period, 
a fourth down on its own twenty-six 
yard-lino forced Country Day to kick. 
The pass from center to Gleason was 
very low, and hobbled along the 
ground. Although Gleason recovered, 
It was too late for him to attempt a 
kick, and the ball was given to Mil- 
ton. (It having been fourth down.! 
With a first down on the Country 
Day’s eighteen yard-line, Milton pro- 
ceeded to hammer its way to a touch- 
down, although forced to use its full 
quota of eight plays, and helped by a 
five yard offside penalty. A first down 
saw the ball on the eight yard-line, 
and then on fourth down, with an inch 
or two to go, Wood, Milton quarter- 
back, squeezed over the line, bring- 
ing victory to Milton, and being the 
first to score on the Country Day 
eleven this year. The point after 
touchdown was made by Ware, on a 
nicely executed lateral pass. The re- 
mainder of the second period, all of 
Hie third, and most of the fourth, saw 
Milton playing strniglit, hard football 


a beautiful runback of the kickoff, 
sweeping behind his interference to 
the 25-yard line and then breaking 
loose for 15 yards more before he was 
forced outside. Later in the session 
Harvard reached Dartmouth’s 17-yard 
line. Gilligan, on a triple pass with 
Putnam and Devens, gained five yards 
after Devens had lost three on the 
previous rush. Then Gilligan gained 
six more to the nine-yard line taking 
a forward pass from Putnam over the 
Hue of scrimmage. With a yard to go 
Devens made a first down. Here was 
a Crimson chance — the chances If it 
proved productive of changing the en- 
tire complexion of the game and with 
a great possibility of rousing the Har- 
vard team to renewed efforts that 
might have staved off the over- 
whelming play of Dartmouth later on. 
It was detailed above exeept for the 
part that Gilligan played In the for- 
ward pass. Accounts disagree of these 
plays. The running story of the game 
states that Clark grounded the pass 
before Gilligan reached it. George 
Owen’s story of the game says th&t if 
Gilligan had been able to hang onto 
the pass Harvard would probably have 
scored. Then Putnam’s try at a field 
goal miscarried. Eye witnesses say 
that Gilligun looked around to locate 
the pass and then could not quite get 
hold of it as It slipped through his 
hands, enabling Clark to ground it. 

In the fourth period when Bromberg, 
Dartmouth guard, blocked Potter’s 
kick and scooped it up to run for the 
Green’s third score. Gilligan made the 
tackle but to no avail. Bromberg was 
crossing the line as Gilligan hauled 
him down. The former Newton star 
and captain was in the game until 
Dartmouth scored again when White 
relieved him and Mays took Devens’ 
place. 

Another Bump * 

Tom Gilligan got another bump on 
t lie head in tho game with Dartmouth. 
In the Army game he and Bowman of 
the West Point team crashed head-on 
and the blow took a lot out of the 
Newton lad and completely floored 
Bowman. Against Dartmouth Gillignn 
crashed Into the hoards of the Dart- 
mouth aide of the field and had to take 
time out to gather himself together 
again. 

An Interested Spectator 

One of the interested spectators at 
the Syracuse-Brown game at Provi- 
dence last Saturday which the New 
Yorkers won 6 to 0, was "Jeff” Jones, 
assistant Newton high coach. His 
biggest thrill came when Quarterback 
Henry Frank of Syracuse piloted his 
team to the winning score. 

Frank was quarterback of tho Fal- 
mouth High school team a few years 
ago which won the championship of 
the Cape Cod league at the time Jones 
was head football coach thero. I-Iap- 
good, former Newton high linesmun 
played left guard for Brown the major 
part of the contest. 

Stone Scores for Bowdoin 

Bowdoin bowed to Colby last Satur- 
day in a Maine State championship 
gamo, 19 to (». Tho solo Bowdoin 
score was made by Stuurt Stone of 
West Newton in tho final period. His 
touchdown was made possible by sev- 
eral passes in which the oilier Pofar 
Bear backs figured. One of theso 
bucks was "Bob” Thayer, formerly of 
Waban. George Souther of Waban 
played loft end for Bowdoin through- 
out the game. 

Bankart Scouts Yale

and clinging sturdily to their slight 
lead, while Country Day put on a 
furious passing attack, which netted 
a good many yards. It might be in- 
teresting to note that during the con- 
test Country Day completed success- 
fully seven out of fourteen passes for 
a net gain of 123 yards, while Milton 
tried only three passes, two of which 
were completed and gained twenty- 
seven yards. The second pass which 
Country Day attempted, from Gleason 
to Roger Greene, resulted In a gain oi 
over thirty yards. This occurred in 
tho second period. A moment later, 
another similar pass to the same right 
end, would have resulted in a certain 
touchdown had not Clark, Milton half- 
back, deflected its course. 

In the last two minutes of the fourth 
quarter, Country Day staged a truly 
sensational rally, which just failed to 
tie the score up by inches. With the 
ball on the Country Day nineteen yard- 
line, Glenson threw a spectacular pass 
to Eddie Downes, substitute halfback. 
The Winchester boy, brother of the 
first team left guard, gathered It In, 
and by an amazing exhibition of dodg- 
ing and broken field running, raced up 
the field for a fifty-four yard gain. He 
was nailed on the Milton twenty-six 
yard stripe with a great tackle by 
Clark. Eddie Downes certainly played 
the game of his life last Saturday. In 
addition to his running, his tackling 
was vicious and decisive, and his 
blocking all that could be desired, be- 
ing particularly effective while he was 
protecting Gleason on passes. 

A first down brought the ball to the 
Milton twelve yard-line. On the third 
down with a yard to go, the Country 
Day line gave way, and the ball car- 
rier was nailed for a two yard loss on 
a tackle play. As there was hardly 
a half a minute left to play, the next 
play would undoubtedly be Country 
Day’s last. It was fourth down and 
three yards to go for a first down on 
the two yard-line. Captain Bottomley 
decided to try a short pass over the 
line to Greene. Gleason, tlie passer, 
was pressed, and his pass fell at the 
foet of Greene, as he straddled the 
goal-line, absolutely uncovered. It was 
a sad blow to Country Day’s hopes, 
for had the pass been a little higher, 
and the point after touchdown made, 
the gume would have resulted in a tie 
instead of a defeat. 

Milton should be credited with a 
steady heads-up game, and a lot of 
praise should go to Captain Beale, 
Wood, Clarke, and Ware, who played 
a fine game in tlie Milton backfleld. 
Tlie Country Day line should come in 
for its share of praise, for it was the 
line’s aggressiveness which allowed 
the Newton backfleld to make nine 
first downs to Milton’s eight. 

Today the Country Day first team 
rests, while the second team takes on 
Derby Academy’s first team. The sec- 
ond team line-up, according to Coach 
Wiles, will contain only those hoys 
available for next year’s team. The 
game is to he played at Newton, and 
will start at 3:00 p. m.

ho that when his term of service In 
completed, he can go back to IiIh old 
occupation. We are not correcting 

thlH situation by uddilig $2,000 to the 
mayor’s salary. II HcemH inevitable 
that the mayor’s position will still re 
main a half time Job. 

"Being the executive hend of New- 
ton Is a substantial undertnklnR. The 
requirements of a larRe and rapidly 
growing city are too great for an exe- 
cutive to make It a half time position. 
Newton should have, and deserves, a 
Tull time executive. Few businesses 
have prospered whose executives have 
been on half time. There is little doubt 
that those that have would have done 
still better had they received the exe- 
cutive’s full attention. 

"We should give serious consider- 
ation to this matter. If the only feasi- 
ble way to obtain a full time execu- 
tive to administer the affairs of the 
City is for Newton to employ a city 
manager, I am In favor of that action. 
The position of the mayor should re- 
main honorary, for only in rare cases 
can ho devote one hundred per cent, 
of his time to the City’s affairs. He 
should he a citizen who has been out- 
standingly successful in his chosen 
field. He should be the executive re- 
sponsible for the general policies of 
the City. The active executive should 
be a well-paid, well-trained adminis- 
trator of municipal affairs who devotes 
his entire time, attention and energy 
to the welfare of Newton.” 

A vote was then taken on the question 
and it was carried. Those voting in the 
atllrmative were Aldermen Bail, Col- 
lins. Earle, Gallagher, Gordon, Gre ben- 
stein, Jamieson, Powers, Pratt, Smith, 
Temperley, Woodcock. The Aldermen 
voting in the negative were — Bowen, 
Floyd, Harte, Hawkins, Holbrook, Mur- 
ray, Prior, Weeks and Worth. Aider- 
man Temperley then moved for re- 
consideration, hoping his motion would 
not prevail. The motion to reconsider 
was lost.

HARD STRUGGLE 

The Newton high school football 
team will tackle one of the strongest 
teams on its schedule tomorrow when 
Medford high, one of the remaining 
unbeaten schoolboy teams, visits Claf- 
lin Field. In past years the orange 
and black i It vena that have beon 
slow to s a l have put on a real spurt 
the first of November that has some- 
times carried them to greater heights 
than un t ied. Despite the somewhat 
drab showing of the team this year 
there is considerable offensive and de- 
tersive strength in the local outfit. 
< nee that offence gets going it will 
be hard to stop and it is the hope of 
the local supporters that the urge to 
win and to put on a sustained drive 
will be displayed by the Newton 
eleven tomorrow. 

Handicapped from the start by lack 
of veteran material, much depleted by 
the passing of the so-called "three- 
year” rule, and still further limited hi 
loss of several good prospects through 
injury the local coaches have had a 
most difficult time. Following the re 
versal at the hands of Somerville last 
week when the ends and hacks dis- 
played weakness on both the offence 
and defence Coaches Sullivan and Con- 
sodine have put in a great amount of 
work with them. 

.Henry Furden, Newton’s best line- 
plunging back, is still relegated to 
the sidelines with a weak ankle and 
will probably not be able to take the 
field against Medford. Warren Nor- 
ton having recovered from a nock 
strain lias regained his halfback posi- 
tion. He is the best interfering back 
Newton has got and his presence last 
Saturday would have strengthened the 
local team much. Had both Norton 
and Furden been available last week 
the story might have been much dif- 
ferent. As it looks at present the 
Newton lino will start as in previous 
games with Kenslea at left tacklo be- 
ing the only change from a week igo 
when Middaugh, now on probation, 
was given his chance. The balance of 
the line Bankart and McCarthy, ends; 
Linhcrg, tackle; Boughan and Moore, 
guards; and Scipper, centre is with- 
out doubt the strongest available. The 
back field will probably start with 
Strombom at quarterback, Elrod and 
Norton, halfbucks, and Litchfield at 
fullback. 

Before the game is over local fans 
will probably got u glimpse of Walter 
Blackler, one of the best looking back- 
field cundldutes on the squad. He is 
in IiIh first yeur at the high school, 
having come up from Junior high, ami 
will bo eligible for two years. He hut 
been ineligible until the present time, 
having entered high school on condi- 
tion which he passed. His eligihilUv 
will be but for one game only as he 
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failed to pass a subject during the 
past marking period and goes back on 
probation Monday. Blackler may be 
given the chance to show what he 
can do against Medford if the oppor- 
tunity presents itself as Coach Sulli- 
van wants a line on what he can cio 
under pressure. 

Philip Layton, Norman Appleyard.

IN HARVARD MEET 


Coach Donald Enoch of the Newton 
high school track teams has put in 
considerable time this fall training 
and coaching a group of athletes in 
cross-country running. The orange 
and black lias not been represented 
in tills sport for fifteen or twenty 
years. A week ago yesterday a team 
was selected to run against Arlington 
high, losers of but three dual meets 
in sixteen years and never having 
trailed a Mass, public school in an iti- 
lerscholastic test. Four of the New- 
ton team finished within the first seven 
and had the local mentor a fifth man 
to stay with them the victory would 
have come Newton’s way instead of 
going to Arlington, 28 to 35. 

Encouraged by the faithfulness and 
promise shown by the Newton lads 
Coach Enoch has entered a team of 
seven runners in the annual Harvard 
interscholastic cross-country run over 
a 2 Ms mile course tomorrow. Schen- 
ectady High of New York, noted 
throughout the country for its cross- 
country teams, is expected to win the 
individual and team prizes. Arlington 
high is regarded as the second pluce 
winner with Newton having high 
liopos of at least a third. 

The personnel of the Newton team 
is made up of four outstanding run- 
ners in Charles Hall, Vincent and 
Augustus Signore, and William Young. 
Gordon Sidebotham and Clifford Benoit 
are certain starters while the seventh 
selection will be either John Crossette 
or Leroy Benoit. Hall is a senior and 
was a prominent member of the in- 
door track team last winter and oil 
the tennis team in the spring. He 
took first place in the meet with Ar- 
lington and is expected to finish well 
in tlio meet tomorrow. The Signore 
brothers, 17 year old twins from 
Newton Centre, are also well-known 
locally. Both wore on the track team 
last year. Their specialty Is ten-mile 
road races with Vincent running for 
the Dorchester Club during the sum- 
mer mouths and Augustus coni pet lug 
for the St. Rose Club of Chelsea. 
Prizes are nothing new to them as 
they consistently finish among the first 


ten in these races and frenuently well 
up, both having won the Waltham 
Chamber of Commerce road race with- 
in the last few years. They will be 
eligible to compete for Newton an- 
other year. William Young, like Hall, 
is a senior. He was forced to put on 
a fast finish to place ahead of an Ar- 
lington runner last week, showing that 
he has the stuff and if he can hold a 
little faster pace tomorrow he will he 
in the running to the finish. 

In tomorrow’s meeting the first five 
runners of each team figure in the 
point scoring. Gordon Sidebotham, 
who is a member of the junior varsity 
football team as well, did not run 
against Arlington. He is expected to 
provide the balance to the Newton 
team that will give it five runners 
finishing fairly well bunched, the nec- 
essary factor in a cross-countrv team 
race.

WORLDS LONGEST NEWSPAPER 
ROUTE 


Believe it or not — 

Tlie world’s longest newspaper 
route is in Yellowstone Park, 1 b 160 
miles long and absorbs between 600 
and 800 pounds of newspapers daily 
between June nud September. 

It is a full day’s work that confronts 
the driver. Bird Newell, when lie 
steps on the starter of his Chevrolet 
Coupe, and sets about tlie day’s busi- 
ness. Fast driving and knowledge of 
short cuts are necessary to complete 
tin* task before dusk. 

Newell’s subscribers number several 
hundred persons who reside each sum- 
mer in the isolated camps and resort 
hotels of America’s greatest natural 
park. Until 1928 these vacationists 
lmd no means of getting their home 
town newspapers. Since the route 
opened the Chevrolet coupe has been 
in constant service, never missing a 
day. 

The car has already travelled 42,000 
miles and has never undergone any 
major repairs. Thus far the total cost 
of servicing the car has been only 
$58.50. 

Newell receives his papers at tho 
Gardiner entrance each day at 10:20 
a. m. He makes four stops, about 45 
minutes each, at the major camps, and 
returns to the bunk house at Mom- 
moth Lodge at 6:20 p. m. To do this 
In* must average 32 miles to the hour. 
Mis actual driving time is five hours. 

I. K. Flint . publicity drcctor of tin* 
park recently invited a reporter to 
accompany Newell over the route. It 
afforded the writer a splendid view of 
Hie park from trails forbidden the 
average tourist. 

When the reporter got hack to his 
office lie wrote an enthusiastic des- 
cription of the enchanting vistas that 
hud been revealed to him.

Prof. Kirtley F. Mather spoke on 
“The# Use of Leisure” last Sunday 
morning at the regular weekly meet- 
ing of the Mather Class at the Newton 
Centre Woman’s Club House. 

This was the first lecture In the 
series, entitled, “Christianizing the 
State.” This series is practical, as 
distinguished from the more theoret- 
ical lectures on religion and science. 
13y Christianizing the State, it is not 
intended to increase Church member- 
ship, establish a State religion, or 
even get more people to go to church. 
It does mean to put into the lives of 
individuals and institutions the spirit 
of Christ. 

Fi^st, we must inquire what was 
the spirit of Christ. Then, having dis- 
covered his thoughts, the problem is 
to add to the values of the past what 
has been newly discovered. 

“'hie Use of Leisure” is now under 
discussion. The test of the quality of 
any civilization is the quality of 
the people’s leisure. What counts is 
not what they do when they have to 
do it, but what they do when they are 
able to do as they please. 

When you learn what a man turns 
to spontaneously for joy, then you 
knowjiow to rate that man. Ameri- 
can civilization is severely criticised 
because of the things that people look 
to for real enjoyment. A foreigner 
visited Coney Island and remarked 
how unhappy a people must be to go 
to such a place for happiness. 

The pleasures of America are me- 
chanical. We must have noise and do 
many things and be very busy. Our 
enjoyments are standardized. It is 
hard to get any individualized type of 
enjoyment. We do not lack time, but 
we do luck leisure. We do not know 
how to use it. 

The rest of the world has a leisure 
class, with plenty of time and a will- 
ingness to put off until tomorrow 
many things. Here wo have too many 
things that must be done right away. 
We should have a lot more time than 
anybody olso on earth, because our 
mochanical devices aro largely time- 
saving, and wo surely have a tre- 
mendous quantity of them. Further- 
more, wo have enormously multiplied 
the efficiency of individuals. How- 
ever, leisure is not a matter of time 
hut of*Bpirit. It is not a chronological 
occurrence but a spiritual state. It is 
an absorption in things and actions 
for their own snke. 

Wo either onjoy leisure or perform 
work. If what wo are doing is for an 
end in the future, if it is a step which 
must he tukeu in order to get some- 
where, if we think primarily of the

distant goal, that is business. That 
is work. If it is valuable for itself 
alone, that is leisure. 

Europe has time to do what it en- 
joys doing. They have the tradition 
of a leisure class. We have the tradi- 
tion of a working class. An American 
is a little bit ashamed to retire from 
business life to a life of leisure. He 
feels he ought to be carrying on a use- 
ful activity. His primary function is 
to be busy. Hence we often find peo- 
ple who appear busier than they really 
are. In no other country is idleness 
such a deadly sin. It indicates 
calamity forced on a man or a weak- 
ness of moral fibre. We desire suc- 
cess. We want to make a name for our- 
selves. We see others all about us at 
work. We simply have not discovered 
the values of idleness. We do not know 
how to use the time that is not needed 
for a livelihood, except for a melo- 
dramatic escape from labor. The men 
go to the musical comedy and the 
night club. The women go to the 
bridge club. Escape from work re- 
quires a lot of excitement. 

Our enjoyment is manufactured. 
The danger that our work and educa- 
tion may be mechanized is not nearly 
so alarming as the mechanizing of 
our leisure. We make whoopee, some- 
thing lqud and boisterous and ex- 
tremely full of movement, or else we 
go to the other extreme and indulge 
in a moralistic flight into self-improve- 
ment. This may be an attempt to be- 
come a captain of industry by a cor- 
respondence course of twenty lessons; 
or it may be a Woman’s Club seeking 
a short cut to culture by listening to 
a lecture for one hour and five min- 
utes, no more, no less, in which a 
College Professor is expected to tell 
all ho knows about some subject. 
Spontaneity is gone and culture is im- 
possible because it must be deliberate 
to bo successful. Between the foolish 
night club and the funereal culture 
short-cut we seem to have found no 
middle course. 

The saving sense of leisure is lost. 
Tills is the sense of doing some lovely 
thing for its own lovable sake, and of 
appreciating its lovelinoss while wo 
are doing it. Successful use of leisure 
requires long, quiet waves of time. 
All great leaders of thought have re- 
quired long periods of time in which 
to be alone by themselves. 

There was no more important time 
in Christ’s life than that which fol- 
lowed the climacteric experience of His 
baptism. He did not go to the wilder- 
ness to bo tempted but to bo alone to 
think in quiet. That period of soli- 
tude was valuable In itself and for its 
valuuble consequences. There was 
struggle as well, and the world nat- 
urally emphasizes His contest with the 
Devil. 

After Paul had his experience on 
the road to Damascus, lie withdrew to 
lie alone. Meditation begins in rovery. 
You must withdraw into yourself to 
commune with the finest things in life. 

There is u now trend in America, 
caused by a hunger for qiflet, un- 
hurried living. We are learning the 
failure of our curlier attempt to got 
real enjoyment from mechunicul pleus-

Mrs. Curtiss then introduced the 
speaker of the afternoon, Professor 
Robert Emmons Rogers, who spoke 
on the Modern Novel and Drama. He 
called attention to the fact that liter- 
ature of the present day has been 
greatly affected by modern science. 
The present-day writer creates human 
beings who are surrounded by many 
contending forces, and the characters 
either cannot control their destinies, 
or else they struggle to survive them. 
This growing sense of tragedy in lit- 
erature is even greater in present day 
Drama. This is a period in which the 
artists are almost as one man en- 
gaged in showing a civilization that his, 
for the moment, laid aside its ideals, 
either because they are inadequate or 
because they don’t work. In plays 
there is realism carried to the extreme. 
In recent years there has been a 
growth of the spirit of high comedy, 
which is best to be found in women 
writers, who seem peculiarly adapted 
to present a cool, comic attitude 
towards life. This quality in Ameri- 
can Literature Is tending to balance 
the growing sense of tragedy. Be- 
cause of the present-day tendencies, it 
has been found very difficult to award 
the Pulitzer prize to the author of thi 
best book which shows an idealistic 
atmosphere of American Life. In- 
stead the judges have had to go on 
the assumption that they will try to 
give the prize to the best work, wheth- 
er it be idealistic or materialistic. 

Following the address, tea was 
served, with Mrs. Burdette Mansfield 
and Mrs. John W. Crowley pouring. 

Christian Era S/udy Club

Selloy of Grove street, who died the 
week previous, after a lingering Ill- 
ness of nearly a year. 

Auburndale Review Club 


The inevitableness of the interna- 
tional mind was most forcefully 
brought home to all members and 
guests of the Review Club, who lis- 
tened last Tuesday morning to Miss 
Harriet Whittier’s most inspiring pres- 
entation of that subject. Herself well 
qualified to speak of such matters, 
from 18 months of war service in 
France, from 4 summers at Williams- 
town, and from 3 in Geneva attending 
annual sessions of the Council, she 
gave first, graphically and vividly, the 
historical background of the growth 
of organization. From caveman fam- 
ilies through tribes, towns, cities and 
states, the nations in 1920 knew, 
taught by the horrors of the World 
War, that the next inevitable step was 
the world group, for civilization to 
exist. The smaller group must give 
up part of its sovereign rights, killing 
must be given up as an instrument of 
growth, and law and order must be 
the substitute. The 19th century, 
synonymous witli nationalism, must be 
replaced by the 20th, signifying co- 
operation. And the founding of the 
League of Nations, 42 sovereign peo- 
ples putting enough of their own 
rights in their pockets to form such a 
group, is an historical event compar- 
able to that which put A. D. on the cal- 
endar. 

How does our nntion stand in the 
light of such growth and development? 
Do we, as a people, realize how inter- 
national we are in every respect, our 
inventions, our necessities, our luxu- 
ries, coming from nil parts of the 
world? And ns those parts suffer, so 
we, also, suffer? Therefore, plain 
common sense, as well as Christianity, 
demands co-operation. We cannot do 
away with war, hut we must see that 
what was the virtue of the 19th cen- 
tury is become the vice of the 20th, 
and so. to realize that the slogan of 
civilization must be the giving up of 
sovereign rights. The Kellogg pact is 
| a good start, it remains now to de- 
velop that international mind until we 
are no longer outside. 

A glowing tribute to Stresenmnn 
and his work showed what that larger 
mind can do to rehabilitate a defeated 
and crushed people. Emphasising that 
the greatest patriotism means the 
country’s greatest welfare, that de- 
pendent In turn on other nations' wel 
fare, she urged all. as Club women, to 
I bring all possible pressure to bear 


on our Senators, by avalanches of 
letters, to help them get this larger 
vision in this most critical time. 

At the close of her address, Miss 
Whittier answered questions from 
Club members, nnd was given a rising 
vote of thanks. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
the Club enjoyed greatly a piano duet 
played by two Club members, Mrs. Nel- 
son Freeman, nnd Mth. Franklin E. 
Leland.

‘‘An Auburndallte” has written sug- 
gesting that oh a traffic observer 
might find something of interest for 
my readers in the transportation situ- 
ation nt Lake street. I confess that 
1 have never had occasion to use the 
facilities there nt an hour when one 
might well expect to find things more 
ot less complicated. It seems to me 
i hat as far as descriptive powers are 
concerned "An Auburndallte" has 
done the matter full justice and be- 
cause I am sure that I could not do 
a better job of writing myself I am 
printing the letter herewith: 

“My dear Mr. Bentley — I have long 
been an interested render of your 
weekly column In the Graphic and 
have enjoyed your witty discussion 
j relative to conditions at Nonantum 
square and the Elevated cars. Now 
there is another transfer point that 
I have been waiting for several years 
for you to write on, hut evidently you 
don’t commute via Lake street, or I 
know it would receive your attention. 

"If you have any spare time, say 
around 5:30 — 6 p. in., and feel in the 
mood, park yourself at Lake street 
and see what you see! Or better, 
try to cross the southerly side of 
Commonwealth avenue without a hop, 
skip and jump! 

“Last week I had the misfortune to 
wait twenty minutes for a car. Dur- 
ing that time a woman was struck by 
an auto and removed to the hospital. 
I was told it was a weekly occurence. 

"As you will notice, provided you 
get there, there are no lights on the 
avenue where the road curves in 
front the Reservoir (only those on the 
island where the car line ends) and 
the autos race across the few feet 
of the only platform on which the 
Middlesex & Boston passengers have 
to stand. The only alternative Is the 
band-box waiting room which is 
either too hot or two dirty to stay in. 

"Seems as though a light at the in- 
tersection of the aforementioned 
streets would help. But nothing but 
a traffic officer would stop the trucks 
and autos speeding down the hill and 
across the boarding platform." 


Here, in my opinion, is sound rea- 
soning. It is plainly somebody’s duty 
to remedy conditions. Not all of us 
are automobile owners. If we were 
there would be no need of electric 
cars and motor busses. I speak of 
this because at the present time the 
tendency is to stress the control of 
automobile traffic. That is quite as 
it should be hut at the same time the 
fate of pedestrians should be consid- 
ered. 

The fact that I have referred more 
than once to Nonantum square proves 
that Newton residents are apt to 
dwell upon that which most directly 
concerns them. No doubt, as “An 
Auburndalite” suggests, if I were a 
commuter on the South side of our 
city I would have given attention to 
the problems existing at Lake street. 

It should not be demanded of cit- 
izens that they endeavor to bring to 
the attention of the proper authorities 
conditions which need study and im- 
provement. We have city officials 
elected for that very purpose. How- 
ever, it is usually public opinion that 
arouses municipal authorities for if 
we wait in silence we have nothing to 
show for it. 

It was the great Abraham Lincoln 
who said, "Whoever can change 
public opinion can change the Govern- 
ment practically so much. Public 
opinion, on any subject, always has a 
central idea from which all its minor 
thoughts radiate”. 

This being true let us form a public 
opinion that will so impress those in 
authority that they will take steps to 
solve all traffic problems. I believe 
that these matters could be taken up, 
one by one, and adjusted to the satis- 
faction of everybody and particularly 
for public welfare and convenience. I 
am skeptical of sweeping reforms. 
Far more effective is the gruduul pro- 
cess by which conditions are remedied 
here and there. 

The responsibility for a situation 
such as the writer from Auburndale 
has described cannot he laid at one 
door. There are several elements, the 
street railway, the police control of 
traffic, the official in charge of light- 
ing, etc. It is easy enough to pass 
the buck and naturally that is fre- 
quently done. Sometime, though, this 
whole business has got to be faced 
squarely by the governing head or 
heads of our city. It they continue 
, to side-step serious trouble will oc- 
cur and then failure to have acted 
will, as the country people say, 
“come back to plague them.” 


It was interesting to meet Capt. 
Richmond Pearson Hobson, one of the 
country's greatest Spanish War he- 
toes, and to learn that he remembered 
having given a lecture in Newton 
not long after the Spanish War. "Yes. 
as I recall, I spoke in the High School 
at Newtonville”, said he. Jle then 
went on to tell how well he was re- 
ceived by Newton people and t he 
warn reception tendered him. 

How many Newton people remem- 
ber the occasion? It was important 
because the young naval captain who 
sank the Merrimac at the entrance 
of Santiago harbor and thus achieved 
one of biggest feats of the war, was 
seen and heard by a large crowd of 
our fellow townsmen. I leave it to 
those who were there to picture in 
their memories t lie tall, straight and 
typically American young cuptain as 
lie modestly told of his experiences. 

lie is still tall and straight and dis- 
tinguished looking. Ills eyes are 
sharp hut friendly. A hit bald and a 
trilie gray it is evident that he is 
rotddh a gedu Nt vt 1 1 heless bis gait is 
-mart and snappy, showing that lie 
lias taken the best of care of himself. 

"By the way," l asked, "It’s still 
‘Captain’, isn’t it?” 

He laughed. "After I resigned from 
the Navy and entered Congress I 
suppose I was no longer Captain. But 
it sounds natural, so go ahead." 

His home, lie told me, is in Los 
Angeles and he travels a great deal 
as the president of a national organiza- 
tion to put down illngul drug traffic. 
"We seek to do It though education", 
lie said, rather emphatically, Imply- 
ing, I thought, that he didn’t want me 
to think him u crunk or a wild-eyed 
j reformer. 


1 can believe that his efforts aro 
not wasted, either In ‘putting down 
the drug evil or furthering the cause 
of prohibition, another thing in which 
he is actively engaged. He has a 
strong character and plenty of per- 
sonal magnetism which is hound to 
count. 


All this talk about raising the salary 
of the Mayor of Newton makes me 
think of wlmt the Job really means. 
We know that there is a lot of city 
business for him to attend to and that 
he must decide numerous vital ques- 
tions and many which may seem tri- 
vial hut which are part of the city’s 
business. I know he is obliged daily 
to discuss this and that with heads of 
departments and members of the 
Board of Aldermen and others di- 
rectly concerned. But what he is 
forced to do that really Is not of con 
sequence in city management would, 
as I see it, call for a salary much 
larger than has yet been suggested 
or that will ever be paid. 

Think of having to go around speak- 
ing every night, sometimes two or 
three places? Just imagine the fun 
of spending an evening, which ought 
to be devoted to rest and comfort at 
home, eating a caterer’s feed and 
then trying to talk while the waiters 
are removing the empty plates and 
picking up the soiled napkins and 
rattling the knives and forks. And 
nil this amid a dense fog of tobacco 
smoke. Sometimes there is no smok- 
ing. Often there is no eating. But 
it’s one kind of a meeting or other 
and the Mayor’s presence is expected 
to give it a finishing touch in ordev 
that it may be called a success. 

You might say that a Mayor who 
accepts invitations and gets tired out 
in so doing brings it all on himself. 
That is hardly fair, however. Each 
invitation is almost invariably put up 
to him in such a way that he cannot 
refuse. "Won’t you make an excep- 
tion in this case?”, he is urged. "We 
need you very much and everybody’s 
counting on you're coining." What, 
I ask you, is a Mayor to do under such 
pressure? 

A Mayor may plan to accomplish 
much official business at his desk, but 
often there are things that come up 
which he must leave and attend. If 
'only you could spend a little time 
watching how it is done you would 
sympathize with the man who is chief 
executive. More than likely you 
would come away saying, "I wouldn’t 
take the job for anything”. 


Let a good dutiful Mayor get seated 
at his desk and he will find a string 
of callers. Mr. Blank will assure the 
secretary that he wants "only two 
minutes” of the Mayor’s time and 
when permitted to enter he multi- 
plies the two by ten or 15 while the 
Mayor has to listen to the need of 
cutting down the overhanging limbs 
of a tree that shut off the rays of an 
electric light at some relatively unim- 
portant corner. 

It may he a man who wants a job. 
The Mayor of any municipality can 
count on from one to 20 Job-hunters 
every day. Some want to fill a tem- 
porarily vacant city position. Usually 
the string of candidates for such a 
place is longer than the voting list 
because there are those who have the

& Telegraph Company authorized the 
expenditure of $S325 to cover the cost 
of additional underground and aerial 
cables and conduits in the West New- ' 
ton and Wellesley exchanges. 

The work includes the placing of 
1720 feet of underground cables con 
.tabling from 102 to 1818 wires, 960 
feet of aerial cables containing from 
308 to 606 wires. 2520 feet of multiple 


tile duct, and 447 feet of wood duct 

There will be removed 2013 feet of 
underground cables containing from 
30 to 1818 wires, 860 feet of aerial 
cables containing from 308 to 606 
wires, 1263 feet of wood duct and 510 
feet of conduit. 

The work is necessary at this time 
because the State of Massachusetts 
has ordered the removal of the wooden 
bridge on Washington street, over 
the Charles River at. the Newton- 
Wellesley line, and the replacing of 
it with a new stone arch structure, to 
be owned and maintained by the City 
of Newton and the Town of Wellesley. 

This bridge carries the Boston- 
Worcester toil cables and the Newton 
and Wellesley trunk cables, which 
were removed temporarily and new 
rabies suspended over head, to permit 
the replacement of the bridge. 

The new structure is nearing com- 
pletion, and the temporary cables will 
be replaced by permanent cables In 
a new conduit line to be built in the 
sidewalk of the new bridge.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


(Continued from Page 11) 

— Hold that “knowing we wero com- 
ing to the Shoo City, we would have 
wnlked here, if It had been impossible 
for us to get hero by other ways, 
knowing full well that if we wore 
our shoes out, the best shoes in the 
world would he available here. 

“My heart comes in my throat as 
I look about on this splendid gath- 
ering of earnest Clubwomen. You 
are tho elect, and hero you may 
obtain fresh glimpses and inspiration 
to clarify your vision. You are the 
true leaven of womanhood and you 
must he a new kind of leaven which 
will work in the souls of indiffer- 
ent women and inspire them to ac- 
tivity and enthusiasm. And for this 
club year I am going to leave this 
thought with you: to work, not for 
more activities in the line of Club 
work, but for more workers in the 
various activities.” 

“Colorful Chapters of the Biennial”, 
planned and personally presented by 
Mrs. Potter as mistress of ceremonies, 
given by various chairmen in charge 
of activities at that time, many of 
them told with humor that was de- 
lightful, proved a most entertaining 
report of that event. 

Typical of problems, and one of the 
cleverest, was Mrs. George A. Mellen’s 
of Lawrence, who said: 

“Questions to the right of us, ques- 
tions to the left of us, volleyed and 
thundered around the table of the In- 
formation Bureau at the Biennial 
Council at Swampscott. During the 
time of the scheduled meeting of the 
Convention, there was a lull in the 
bombardment, only to he Increased to 
such proportions at the close of the 
sessions that the undivilled attention 
of tho entire force was needed to 
meet requirements. Quite futile ap- 
peared tlie efforts of the members of 
the Information Bureau to acquire 
thoroughly up-to-the-minute intellig- 
ence of the activities and accomplish- 
ments of tlie State Federation in pre- 
paration for the questions of vital im- 
portance that had been anticipated 
but. wero never asked. 

Three burning questions assailed us 
again and again in varying accents 
and tones of inquiry. The first few 
days the question that confronted us 
was naturally regarding credentials. 
One particularly clever woman 
assured those about the table that it 
was quite possible to enter Conven- 
tion Hall without vouchers. She 
knew it was because she had done it 
that very morning. The next vexed 
question was regarding the validation 
of the tickets for the return home. It 
seemed difficult for the railroad offi- 
cial to realize that his services would 
be more valuable between. tlie sessions 
than during the time that the meet- 
ings were in progress. However, the 
most anxious question of all was the 
third and came Inter in the week. So 
late, indeed, that even yet I hear it 
ringing in my ears. It was hurled at 
us from all sides,— the question of 
baggage! Could it be taken to Boston? 
And how could tlie baggage he ob- 
tained if it were taken to Boston? 

At the close of the Council many 
seemed to have lost their power to 
] read. They would visit the bulletin 
board at tlie right of our table, seem 
to read what w’as written thereon, 
and come and ask needless questions. 
They were tired, and tlie ear sense 
had been apparently over-developed 
to the detriment temporarily of the 
eye sense. 

We were aware once that we were 
slumped. We could not find a map of 
Georgia. It was greatly needed, but 
we never knew why.” 

Mrs. Arthur J. Crockett, chairman 
of the exhibit Committee caused great 
amusement when she said: 

“This is a guaranteed, certified and 
sworn-to statement of the necessary 
make-up and duties of an Exhibit 
Committee: I. A well-trained private 
secretary, to begin in January to 
send letters to the four corners of 
the U. S.; To tabulate replies to same 
in order of receipt; To send out the 
clearest possible instructions as to 
shipping, etc. in March to each chair- 
man, and To spend the rest of the 
time repeating these very same in- 
structions, with the best grace possi- 
ble, to the self-same chairmen, who, 
like Massachusetts chairmen, often 
read without “absorbing”.

All these people are necessary. We 
had them on our committee, only we 
didn’t know it until the emergencies 
developed them! 

Another clever account was that of 
Mrs. Boyd F. Bowles, time keeper. 

“The time keeper at a Convention 
might well he compared to one’s own 
watch. How often when a watch in- 
dirates a certain hour, it just seems 
unbelievable, and we shake the watch 
to see if if is still keeping time. The 
difference is that we feel like shaking 
• lie time keeper because she is keeping 
time! The task of keeping time at 
the General Federation Council meet- 
ing was a very pleasant one. The one 
meeting that was most interesting and 
amusing was the State Director Night. 
Each director had two minutes in 
which i" <*peak of some outstanding 
achievement of her Club. Some of 
the directors used the two minutes in 
introductory and explanatory remarks, 
and just could not believe the time was 
up when they saw the red light. Others 
took but a minute and a half and 
brought some very worthwhile mes-| 
sages.

I should like to leave with you this I 
tidbit from General Federation News. 
“Make your meaning plain. Express' 
it 

So we'll know, not merely guess it! 
Then, my friend, ere you address it, 
Boil it down! 

Skim it well, then skim the skimintngs

A Changing Culture and the 
Changing Education” was the subject 
of the address given by Dr. Robert 1).

And in view of this fact, we may prop- 
erly emphusize that tlie opportunities 
for progressive intelligent leadership 
in the groat cultural fields of human 
activity are greater for women than 
ever before. Politics, scientific investi- 
gation, literature uud the fine arts 
form spheres where women have u 
brilliant future, hut their contribution 


will he directly dependent on the 
thoroughness and breadth of their in- 
tellectual preparation.” 

Three Resolutions were adopted by 
the Convention: a message of sym- 
pathy to Mrs. Calvin Coolidge on the 
deatli of her mother Mrs. Lemira 
Goodhue; endorsement of Mrs. Grace 
Morrison Poole for re-election as first 
vice-president of the General Feder- 
ation; and one offered by Mrs. Daniel 
M. Good ridge, chairman of Conserva- 
tion, memorializing the government to 
maintain its high standard in choice of 
locations for National Parks, these 
having in the past been decided upon 
by men of experience and knowledge 
for their place scenically. historically, 
or such other outstanding reason of 
value. 

The Convention was. altogether, one 
of tlie most notable and interesting for 
years.

The Camp Director 
had the candidates for the Junior Hike 
Leaders’ Training Course there over- 
night. They were Scouts John Ser- 
gersinger, Edward Offut, Robert Cram 
and Vincent Estabrook, of Troop 9, 
Waban; Gordon MacMillan of Troop 
2. Auburndale; Walter Amesbury and 
Vincent Cook of Troop 15, Auburn- 
dale. If approved by their respective 
Scoutmasters and Council officers they 
will he allowed to take a specified 
number of Scouts to Nobscot Reserva- 
tion for day hikes, since the training 
includes making of menus, grub lists 
programming hikes, leadership and 
so on. 

Representative Visits Nobscot 

On Saturday afternoon last Major 
Mnotague Mawer, representative of 
the Chief Scout of the World, Lord 
Robert Baden-Pow'ell of Gilwell, the 
founder of the Boy Scout Movement, 
with Mrs. Mawer and Robert S. Hale, 
Chairman of the Region L (New Eng- 
land) Roy Scout Camp Committee, 
visited the Nobscot Reservation and 
hiked around it. All three were most 
enthusiastic about the Reservation and 
ommented on its beauty and suitabil- 
ity for fine outdoor Scouting.

A TRIP TO NIAGARA FALLS 


Niagara Falls, the goal of countless 
honeymooners, the Mecca of millions of 
tourists, the foremost scenic wonder 
of the North American continent, has 
within the past few years been made 
accessible to almost anyone in Massa- 
chusetts who cares to view this mar- 
vel of Nature. During this period the 
Boston & Albany Railroad has at fre- 
quent intervals conducted excursions 
from Boston to Niagara Falls and re- 
turn, charging for the trip hut $10, 
about quarter the regular fure. 

Many millions of persons have been 
thrilled by the great spectacle afford- 
ed to those who view the falls at Ni- 
agara. Other millions have wished to 
see Niagara, hut lack of time or the 
matter of expense have prevented tlii3 
privilege. The popular priced excur- 
sions inaugurated by . the Boston & 
Albany removed these obstacles. Tho 
trips to Niagara and hack are usually 
conducted when a holiday falls on a 
week end, or on a Monday. Tho ex- 
cursions sturt from Boston on a Fri- 
day or Saturday evening, arrive at Ni- 
agara Falls early the following morn- 
ing, giving the excursionists the en- 
tire day for sight seeing. Thirty-six 
hours after leaving Boston, the excur- 
sion train has returned its passengers. 

Several years ago the writer went 
on a popular priced excursion, travel- 
ling all night in a day coach, and re- 
turned two nights lator, travelling in 
a day coach. Following which experi- 
ence the resolution was made — “Nevor 
Again." Never having seen Niagara 
Falls, we planned for several yenrs to 
motor there on our annual vacation. 
But, when one 1ms a fortnight for rec- 
reation each year, one feels more 
disposed to spend It at the seashore 
or In tho country recuperuting, rather 
than operating an automobile 200 
miles daily for n week. So, the motor 
trip to Niagara was postponed sev- 
eral times. 

A couple of months ago a Newtoa 
professional man of our ncquulntuuco 
Informed iih that ho lmd, in company 
with other members of his family 
gone on one of the Boston & Albany 
excursions t> Niagara Falls. He was 
so pleased with the trip that we de- 
cided to forget our resolution, espe- 
cially when our friend guvo tho infor- 


mation that each passenger on the 
Boston &. Albany excursions has a 
seat all to himself or herself. 

So, when tho Niagara Falls excur- 
sion trains arrived at the Newtonville 
railroad station on the evening of Oc- 
tober 11 tli the writer was waiting to 
hoard it. There were five all steel 
coaches and a smoker on the train 
which was drawn by a locomotivo of 
the same type as used on the crack 
express trains of the B. & A. As evi- 
dence of the attention paid to these 
excursions by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad is the fact that on the train 
we met W. G. Graham, General Pas- 
senger Agent and Thomas T. Bald- 
win, Trainmaster. Both these officials 
were making the trip to see that noth- 
ing would he left undone to provide a 
comfortable journey for the excursion- 
ists. Mr. Graham gave the informa- 
tion that although each coach will seat 
84 passengers, only about 40 persons 
are allotted to each car. At Worcester 
two additional coaches were added 
to the train, and at Springfield another 
coach was coupled on. Thus, passen- 
gers boarding the train at the stops 
made after leaving Boston were as- 
sured seats. The total number of pas- 
sengers on the trip was 365. 

Included among the passengers 
were young folks, middle aged per- 
sons and elderly men and women. 
While they differed as to age, they 
were alike in one respect. All on 
hoard the train appeared to be quiet, 
well behaved people. There was no 
evidence of rowdyism. There was no 
picnic atmosphere. The great major- 
ity of those making the trip were 
hound for Niagara, but many were 
taking advantage of the low fare to 
visit friends in or near Buffalo. We 
conversed with a theological student 
on route to Ohio, and with a youth who 
was returning to an agricultural col- 
lege In Western New York. 

During the earlier hours of the 
night a couple of train merchants 
passed through the train vending hot 
coffee, sandwiches and other refresh- 
ments. 

Pittsfield was reached at 11 o’clock, 
and here the brakeman displayed his 
interest in the comfort of the passen- 
gers by taking off his coat and dissem- 
bling the seats to re-arrange them in 
couch form. No person in that coach 
had to sit up the remainder of the 
journey. The improvised berths, while 
not as comfortable as Pullmans, per- 
mitted the passengers to stretch out 
and sleep. The coach lights were 
dimmed and sufficient quiet prevailed 
to allow anyone to slumber who 
wished to do so. 

There were three children in the 
coach, all of whom, with their moth- 
ers, alighted from the train when it 
reached Buffalo the next morning. One 
was a little chap of five, accustomed 
to travel and as quiet as a mouse. An- 
other, a rugged, well mannered little 
fellow of two, had the misfortune to 
drop liis milk bottle as tho train was 
en-route from Pittsfield to Albany. 
His mother telegraphed from Albany 
to Syracuse for another milk bottle, 
and when the train stopped at Syra- 
cuse to shift engines, a Western Un- 
ion messenger hoy was waiting at the 
station with the bottle. 


During the early morning hours the 
train sped swiftly across central New 
York maintaining a schedule compar- 
able with that of the regular express 
trains. No stop was mado between 
Syracuse and Buffalo and Niagara 
Falls was reached about 8:30. The 
marvelous spectacle afforded by the 
water coming from the four Great 
Lakes as it tumbles 1G0 feet into Ni- 
agara Gorge on its way to Lake On- 
tario an\j|ly compensated for the jour- 
ney. In addition one can, at small 
cost take the trip along Niagara 
Gorge in electric cars and view the 
awe inspiring rapids and the whirl- 
pool. Plenty of time is available to 
view these and the other attractions 
at and near the Falls, before the ex- 
cursion train returns at 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon.

James P. Gallagher, Mr. Gallagher be- 
ing a Past Grand Knight of Newton 
Council and Past. District Deputy. 

The other winners of the three 
prizes were nil seniors at the Church 
of Our Lady High School. Miss Kath- 
erine Curran, 42 Auburndale avenue. 
West Newton, won second prize of 
$25: Miss Mildred Cronin. Adams 
street. Newton, won third prize of $15 
and Edward F. Gough. Beech street, 
Newton, won fourth prize of $10. Mr. 
Gough was among the winners In last 
year’s essny contest. 

The judges of the essavs, namely, 
George Tracv. Chairman. Oeor>rn Gra- 
ham Ross, Little. Brown Publishing 
Co., and Rev. Terrance Connolley. 
S.J.. Boston College, of the English 
dennrtment were unanimous In their 
praise of the work of the nubile and 
parochial high school pupils, all de- 
claring the educational activity of 
Newton Council, K. of C. was worthy 
of the attention of every high school 
pupil In Newton. 

The subject, “The voyage of Co- 
lumbus Inspired by the Christian Ideal 
of service” was selected by State 
Deputy ami Supreme Director John E. 
Swift of Milford. 

The essav written hy Miss Gallag- 
her Is as follows: 

The atorv of Columbus is a familiar 
one. What he accomplished need not 
be told here. Let us search for that 
powerful stimulus which urged him on. 
made him a great figure In history and 
gave to him unsought a world’s ac- 
claim. 

Of humble birth, of modest means, 
without influence, his distinguishing 
virtues, courage and modesty, he wns 
of the stuff of which great men are 
made. 

His studies satisfied him that the 
earth was a sphere, not then a popu- 
lar doctrine, but he courageously held 
to it.. He planned his voyage over un- 
known seas, not merely to demon- 
strate the soundness of his theory, 
not to cater to his own pride of opin- 
ion but rather to apply his knowledge 
to the service of God and of fellow 
man. 

The most profitable commerce of 
Europe In his day wns with the East. 
The trade routes overland were in 
the hands of the Turk. Murder and 
robbery were the ordinary incidents of 
travel over these routes. 

The Christian nations of Europe had 
vainly tried to wrest the Holy Sepul- 
chre from the hands of the unbeliever. 
Many lives and much treasure had 
been spent in the attempts. The 
profitable trade with the Orient being 
denied to Europe because of the dif- 
ficulties and danger of land travel op- 
erated to postpone the day when 
Christendom might finance a success- 
ful Crusade. 

Columbus, deeply religious, sought 
the western route to India that com- 
merce with the East might be main- 
tained and that the resultant wealth 
might be used to further the purpose 
dear to every Christian heart, the re- 


covery of the holy places. He hoped 
to carry the gospel to distant lands. 
His objective wns the honor and glory 
of God. Is there any other ideal of 
Christian service? 

The lifo story of Columbus presents 
many evidences of faith, his zeal for 
the salvation of souls, and his hu- 
mility. He embarked upon his voy- 
age with a prayer on his lips. He 
landed on San Salvador with the cross 
in his hand. His courageous spirit 
left his body at Vallodolid as his 
lips commended Into the hands of his 
Creator. 

The path Columbus trod was not a 
pleasant one. The obstacles that con- 
fronted him and the difficulties he en- 
countered could have been conquered 
only by an heroic soul. 

The heart breaking quest for finan- 
cial support, the mutiny of his crew, 
the seeming infidelity of the compass, 
tlie envy of his contemporaries, the 
ingratitude of his sovereign, what bit- 
terness and sorrow they must have 
brought him. 

His faith in God, his loyalty to the 
ideal of Christian service sustained 
him. He did not reach Cathay but he 
added to the world a continent where 
freedom is enshrined. He brought to 
Christendom not the wealth of the 
Indies but souls without number, who 
responded to the preaching of the 
Spanish and French missionaries who 
followed him and he gave to humanity 
for all time an exemplification of the 
motto emblazoned on his shield 
“Faith, Hope and Charity” the perfect 
practice of which constitutes the true 
ideal of Christian service. 

There were 31 entrants in the es- 
sny contest.

The intruder who puts 
$200,000 in the hotel safe and arranges 
with the Mayor of the nearby city for 
a meeting at nine the next morning 
lias tlie second key. The newspaper 
reporter who hears of Magee's wager 
and knows of an attempt to bribe the 
mayor in return for a railway fran- 
chise has the third. Peters, the her- 
mit and the “ghost,” lias the next. 
The fifth is in the possession of Myra 
Thornhill, the girl crook who poses 
as the railway president's wife. 
Mayor Cargan and his henchman lias 
the next key. Max, the henchman is 
planning with the girl crook to double 
cross the Mayor while the girl crook 
planning to double cross both has 
the sixth. 

The first act builds up the plot to 
tlie point where Magee has the crooks 
lined up at the point of gun waiting 
for news from the reporter that she 
lias succeeded in reaching the news- 
paper office with the bribe money. 
Tlie second act reveals that she loses 
the money before reaching town. Max 
shoots the girl who tried to double 
cross him and the entire company of 
crooks plan to save themselves by 
planting the murder on the hero. 
Meanwhile tlie police have been at- 
tracted to the scene and they fall to 
find tlie body which tlie hermit lias 
secreted. Tlie heroine returns to the 
scene and the chief of police traces 
the money. It had been stolen from 
the reporter by her companion, a 
widow, who was engaged to marry tlie 
mayor. She deposited it in tlie safe 
at tlie hotel in town. Tlie police head 
instructs the hotel clerk to send tin* 
money up to Baldpate Inn and then 
phones ids wife to get ready to go 
to Canada. The crooks rush the po- 
lice chief, each attempting to get the 
money. The “murdered” girl comes 
hack to life. The hermit succeeds and 
throws the money in the fireplace. In 
walks tlie hotel owner by means of 
tlie seventh key and it comes out that 
the entire thing is a farce. The 
crooks, reporters, hermit and poli- 
ticians nre nil members of a theatrical 
company engaged by the owner of the 
inn to give tlie hero some excitement.

GEORGE HANNAUER 

George Hntftiauer of 137 Monadnock 
road. Chestnut Hill. President of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad, died sud- 
denly on Saturday at New Haven 
where he was % the guest ;\t tlie foot- 
ball game of President Hopkins of 
Dartmouth. He was born in Saint 
Louis. Missouri, and had resided in 
this city for three years. His funeral 
service was held Tuesday morning in 
the Chapel at Mount Auburn Ceme- 
tery. Rev. Edward T. Sullivan offi- 
ciated. Mr. Hannauer is survived hy 
his widow and two sons, and tlie 
eulogy was (Kdivored hy President 
Hopkins of Dartmouth College. The 
large gathering of distinguished per- 
sons and employes of the Boston A: 
Maine showed the esteem in which 
the deceased was held by all classes. 


On the evening of Monday, Novem- 
ber 4, Mrs. H. H. Powers opened 
her hospitable house for the Fall Meet- 
ing of the Membership of the Newton 
Y. W. C. A. Notices of the meeting 
read “To consider the advisability of 
a merger with the Boston Association” 
and interest was naturally keen to 
know what was proposed. 

Mrs. Powers, presiding, asked Miss 
Leathers to lead the devotional exer- 
cises and it was an inspiration to hear 
her fine familiar voice leading in 
Scripture reading and prayer. 

Mrs. Powers then called upon Mrs. 
Henry I. Harriman who gave a resume 
of tlie factors which have created the 
present situation, mentioning the un- 
expected resignation of Miss Leath- 
ers in June as making necessary a re- 
survey of our own work and our field 
of operations in Newton, and, the op- 
portunities now for the first time of- 
fered by the splendid new building in 
Boston, as it was discovered that 
Clarendon street in Boston was more 
easily reached from the city at large 
of Newton than Nonantum square. 

The secretary, Mrs. Braman, then 
read the propositions made to the 
Board of Directors of the Boston As- 
sociation by the Board of Directors 
of the Newton Association and unani- 
mously approved by them at a meeting, 
on September 26, as follows: 

I. That the Newton Business Girls’ 
Club he immediately given a place of 
meeting in Boston and opportunity to 
share in all activities without loss of 
identity as a group. 

II. That after January 1, the Bos- 
ton Association assume all responsi- 
bility for all extension work in New- 
ton, especially Girl Reserves and for 
the Newton Association's contract 
with Miss Phyllis Brown. Girl Re- 
serve Secretary. 

III. That after January 1, the New- 
ton Board retain, in part at least, 
the personnel of its Board of Direc- 
tors as an Extension Committee of 
the Boston Association and have repre- 
sentation on the Boston Board and 
Committees. 

IV. The Newton Board of Directors 
suggests the appointment of a joint 
committee composed of an equal num- 
ber of members from each Board 
which would be empowered to make 
definite arrangements for a merger of 
tlie two Associations. After such mer- 
ger has been accepted by the Boston 
and Newton Boards it must, of neces- 
sity. he accepted by the membership 
of the Newton Association. 

V. The Newton Board makes these 
requests to the Boston Board believ- 
ing that thereby the young women 
of the whole city of Newton will be 
better served by making available to 
them the splendid and easily acces- 
sible resources of Boston's new build- 
ing. The Newton Board feels that in 
nearly ten years of existence, the 
Newton Association has laid a founda- 
tion of work in the community which 
will not be lost by this proposed mer- 
ger. While the Newton Board can 
make no definite promises of financial 
aid. it would faithfully endeavor to 
have its loyal members and subscrib- 
ers transfer their support to the whole 
work of the Boston Association." 

The Boston Board considered these 
propositions at a meeting on October 
10 and accepted them in principle, ap- 
pointing a committe*' of four, Mrs. 
Dodge. Mrs. Mercer, Miss Wilkins and 
Mrs. Wolfe to meet with the Newtor. 
committee. Mrs. Powers. Mrs. Hatri- 
man. Mrs. Decatur and Mrs. Braman. 
This joint committee has held several 
meetings working together most har- 
moniously and the proposals now to be 
presented to the Membership are the 
result of this committee’s delibera- 
tions. 

Mrs. Powers then presented Mrs. 
Dodge. President of the Boston Asso- 
ciation who welcomed those present 
as members of the whole Young Wo 
men’s Christian Association. She said 
tlie Boston Association drew its mem- 


bers from 127 different towns and 
would welcome Newton most heartily. 
Miss Hewitt, Boston’s Education Sec- 
retary. took her listeners on an inter- 
esting imaginary trip through the new 
building from the bowling alleys in 
the basement to the little chapel on an 
upper floor and gave a summary of a 
few of the 93 separate classes, from 
how to be interesting through con- 
versation. contract bridge and dress- 
making to Jesus in the life of today 
and Old Testament personalities. 
Miss Hewitt mentioned also the 
Friendly Frolics where lonely girls 
have opportunity to get acquainted. 
Mrs. Mercer described the work for 
younger girls saying that there are 
42 clubs under the supervision of the 
Boston Association, situated from Wel- 
lesley to Beverly and composed of 
girls too young to go regularly into 
the city but who all meet together oc- 
casionally in the friendly rivalry of 
Inter Triangle Days and Friendship 
Banquets. 

Mrs. Powers then called for ques- 
tions and discussion from the floor. 
Mrs. Newton Merritt thought it would 
be a wise move as the Boston building 
is so accessible from all part** of New- 
ton. Miss Mabel Riley, generous and 
long time friend of the Association, 
said she was heartily in favor of the 
proposed merger. Mrs. Arthur Mans- 
field emphasized the fine spirit of the 
personnel in Boston as she had be- 
come acquainted with it while doing 
substitute work at the Information 
Desk during the summer vacation. 
Mrs. Vernon Swett thought there was 
everything to gain and nothing to 
lose. Miss Margaret Bowers, Presi- 
dent of the Newton Business Girls 
said that her club was in favor of 
the change and was to have its first 
meeting in Boston on November 18 
in rooms which had been specially as- 
signed to them. 

Miss Phyllis Brown, who is the new 
Acitvities Secretary, and who will con- 
tinue her work but with headquarters 
in Boston, showed how scattered are 
the groups of younger girls, one group 
working in Upper Falls but living 
over the line in Needham, one of Ital- 
ian girls in Thompsonville to whom 
the use of the Bowen School has just 
been given, one meeting in the base- 
ment of a church in Watertown. Three 
gToups come to the Y. W. C. A. rooms 
but plans are under way to find suit- 
able places of meeting for them if the 
rooms are given up. 

A call for a special meeting, Mon- 
day, December 2, was then read to 
vote on the following propositions 
which are recommended by unanimous 
vote of the Board of Directors: 

1. To authorize the President to 
merge the Newton Y. W. C. A. with 
the Boston Y. W. C. A. upon the com- 
pletion of such arrangements for the 
continuance of Newton activities as 
shall be judged by her to be satisfac- 
tory. 

2. To authorize the President and 
Treasurer to turn over to the Young 
Women's Association of Boston the 
sum of $4,000.00 to be added to the 
Endowment Fund of said Boston Y. 
W. C. A. and to be called the Susan 
H. Miller Fund, the income to be used 
for Newton Extension Work. 

3. To authorize the Treasurer to 
dispose of all assets of the Y. W. C. 
A. of Newton and to pay all of its 
bills and to pay all of the net bal- 
ance remaining after provision for the 
special fund of $4,00«\00 to the Y. W. 
•\ A. of Boston. 

4. To authorize the President and 
Treasurer to dissolve the Young Wom- 
en’s Christian Association of Newton. 
Massachusetts. Incorporated by noti- 
fying the Secretary of State that said 
corporation has no assets or liabili- 
ties and to request that its name 
be put on the list of corporations to 
be dissolved by Act of Legislature or 
to dissolve said Corporation by any 
other method said President and 
Treasurer may deem best.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS

MEDFORD KEEPS 

ITS SLATE CLEAN 


Medford high kept its senson rec- 
ord clear by annexing its seventh con- 
secutive victory of the season at the 
expense of the Newton High eleven, 
20 to 0 last Saturday at Claflin Field. 
Captain Spellman of Medford was tho 
outstanding player, scoring all three 
of the visitors’ touchdowns and aiding 
materially in bottling up the local at- 
tack. The orange nnd black team was 
not outplayed as completely as the 
score indicates. In fact they showed 
better offensive play than in any game 
this season. Perry Elrod was particu- 
larly brilliant In the latter part of 
the game and with a little more luck 
would have gotten free for a score on 
several occasions. An unfortunate 
Newton fumble which Medford recov- 
ered and quickly turned into Its first 
touchdown before the game was two 
minutes old was a big factor in New- 
ton’s defeat. Had that not occurred 
the entire story might have been quite 
different. Medford made seven first 
downs to five for Newton. All of 
Newton’s came in the second half 
while Medford made two in each of 
the first three periods and one in 
the fourth. 

First Period 

Newton won the toss and chose to 
receive the ball while Medford elected 
to defend the north goal. Strombom 
took Spellman’s kickoff on his ten- 
yard line and ran It back ten yards. 
The strategy of throwing a forward 
pass on the first play failed when 
Strombom missed the pass from Lay- 
ton. Layton was starting at quarter- 
back and Strombom in Elrod’s place 
at left half. Norton fumbled the ball 
on a criss-cross play and McLucas re- 
covered it for Medford on Newton’s 
fifteen-yard mark. Stagliano and Jan- 
janian of Medford made it first down 
on the Newton five-yard line in three 
plays, the latter carrying twice Spell- 
man crashed through the Newton, left 
tackle for the score. Janjanian kicked 
the goal. Norton ran Spellman’s kick- 
off back to the Newton 35-yard line 
but the Newton attack failed to get 
going and Schipper kicked. With El- 
rod not in the game the Newton cap- 
tain had to come back out of the line 
to punt. Kinsella, Medford right end 
who played a great game all the way, 
blocked the kick and it was Medford’s 
ball on downs on the Newton 25-yard 
stripe. On the first play Medford was 
holding and penalized 15 yards, pre- 
venting another score. A forward 
pass from Stagliano to Spellman made 
up 20 yards of the distance but Butler 
blocked the next pass to give Newton 
the ball on downs. An offside penalty 
against Newton forced Schipper to 
kick again with McCarthy nailing 
Stagliano before he could take a 
step. Medford started a march which 
carried the ball from the 45-yard line 
to the Newton 30-yard stripe where 
Newton took the ball on downs just 
before the period ended. 

Second Period 

On fourth down the pass from 
centre was low and Schipper, hack to 
punt, fell on the ball. Luckily for 
Newton, teams were offside which 
gave them another chance. Norton 
kicked this time, the ball going out- 
side on the Newton 40-yard line. Med- 
ford failed to gain and Spellman 
kicked to the 10-yard line. Elrod had 
come into the game a few plays previ- 
ous and on third down he kicked to 
midfield. Medford started another 
march which led to its second score. 
The chief factor in the advance was a 
20-yard forward pass from Stagliano 
to Spellman with Elrod getting the 
tackle to save a touchdown run. Fol- 
lowing the pass Spellman and Stag- 
liano made a first down on the New- 
ton ten-yard line. Four plays later 
Spellman went over through the New- 
ton right tackle for six yards and the 
score. Mountiford, who had relieved 
Janjanian. failed to kick the goal. 
Following the kickoff Blackler took 
Elrod’s place. On third down his kick 
was blocked and Medford recovered 
on the Newton two-yard line. The first 
rush failed and Mountiford fumbled 
on the next. Newton recovered the 
fumble to end the half. Score, Med- 
ford 13, Newton 0. 

Third Period 

Elrod kicked off to Spellman with 
the latter running back to his 35-yard 
line. On second down Spellman kick- 
ed to the Newton 15-yard line where 
the Medford ends downed the ball. 
An exchange of kicks gave Medford 
the ball on the Newton 35-yard line. 
Spellman got around his right end for 
a 15-yard gain before Hamilton, sub- 
stituting for Bouglian, brought him 
down. On the next play McCully made 
another 15-yard gain through tackle 
and cutting back prettily. Strombon 
pulled him down before he could score. 
Two more plays and Spellman went 
over for the third time. Janjanian 
kicked the goal to make it twenty 
points ami end the scoring. Strom- 
bom ran buck the kickoff thirty yards 
to his 35-yard stripe, where Debeni- 
dictus brought him down. Elrod 
tossed a pass to McCarthy for eight 
yards and Newton made five more In 
two rushes for Newton’s initial first 
down of the day. Newton drew a 
penalty for offside play but Elrod got 
through tackle for sixteen yards and 
another first down. Medford piled on 
and drew fifteen yards penalty to give 
Newton the Imll on the Medford 
25-yard line. Elrod was stopped on 
t lie scrimmage line. Elrod's pass to 
Strombon was incomplete. Elrod's 
next pass was intercepted by Spell- 
man who raced hack 35 yards before 
Elrod stopped him with a clean tackle. 
Had the fleet Medford captain got 
away from Elrod lie would have scored 
again us there was no one else who 
had a chance. Three rushes put tho 
bull on Newton's 38-yard line where 
the period ended. 

Fourth Period 

SpoUmun kicked over the Newton 
goal. Elrod made six yards at 'right 
tackle from punt formation. Newton 
made four at centre for another first

James M. Curley urging his 
election so that he can make "(’.renter 
Boston" a reality, might fall for the 
"blarney" handed out by James hut 
for the opportunities they had, while 
the "orator" was Mayor of Boston, to 
observe the condition of streets in 
suburban sections of that city and the 
desultory collection of ashes and gar- 
bage. Most citizens of Newton would 
not want this city annexed to Boston 
even though they might have as chief 
executive of the greater city the 
modest, self effacing Mr. Curley. 


CITY HALL NEWS 

Some months ago a petition was 
received by the Board of Aldermen 
from a newly organized Post of "Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars” in this city 
asking that $100 be appropriated to 
pay rental for quarters. The Finance 
Committee of the Aldermen recom- 
mends that this organization meet in 
the City Hall Annex at West Newton. 

The land at the north-west corner 
of Washington street and Common- 
wealth avenue, Auburndale will re- 
main in a single residence zone in- 
stead of being placed in a business 
zone as petitioned by Mary Mc- 
Donough and Gertrude Saucier. The 
Committee on Claims and Rules gave

A number of Newtonians were 
prominent in the recent Boston Horse 
Show, Louis K. Liggett was president 
of the organization which was res- 
ponsible for this very successful 
event; Frank B. Hopewell, Edwin S. 
Webster and George S. West were 
directors. Among the exhibitors at 
the show were Arthur L. Lewis of 
Oak Hill, Frank B. Hopewell of New- 
ton. Louis K. Liggett of Chestnut Hill, 
Alexander Pratt of Newton.

The 
latter has one of the best stables of 
hunters in New England, and his 
horses, snperbly ridden by daring 
Danny Shea won over the interna- 
tionally famous mounts of the United 
States and Irish Free State armies.

Elder- 
ly and middle aged persons attending 
the horse show harkened back to the 
days of yore before the automobile 
era and visualized the old “Mill Dam" 
and the other rendezvous of horse 
lovers. Young folks were afforded an 
opportunity to realize why their elders 
regret the passing of the horse from 
ordinary use. And the ladies who 
went to the Horse Show feasted their 
eyes on gowns, on wraps, on jewelry 
that made some of them almost forget 
the horses. 

One can display a certain amount 
of skill in operating an automobile. 
But there is no comparison between 
the proficiency which the most expert 
chauffeur can display and the tech-

O’Connell. "Paddy" is a super-coach- 
man who held the "ribbons" over 
some of the entries of P. J. Lawlor 
of Philadelphia at the horse show.

Yesterday the Graphic received 
from W. E. Glover, a former old New- 
ton resident, a newspaper clipping 
referring to the Boston conflagration 
of 1872 which caused damages esti- 
mated at $70,000,000. Accompanying 
the clipping was the following very 
interesting letter: — 

"To the Editor of the Newton Graphic, 
Dear Sir: — 

“After reading the above article 
taken from the Saturday Eventing 
Traveler’ my mind went back to 
what was the cause of that event 
which happened 57 years ago. At that 
time I was a member of Engine 1 of 
the Town of Newton Fire Department. 
Our pleasures, outside of going to and 
working at fires, consisted of playing 
jokes and spinning yarns. So, to add 
a little out of the ordinary, we hired 
a piano, there being then no such 
things as a telephone, graphophone,

ney. Mr. Boyd claimed that this 
property cannot be used for residen- 
tial purposes and that it should be 
zoned for business purposes. He 
stated his clients would not ask for a 
filling station permit. 

Henry J. O’Meara of 59 Stuart road, 
Newton Centre favored the change. 
He argued that stores are needed to 
promote the development of all prop- 
erties in the section nearby and un- 
less stores are permitted on the site 
in question, proper development of the 
district will he retarded. Mr. O’Meara 
was active in the sub-dividing of the 
Converse and Towle estates at New- 
ton. Seward J. Brighton, owner of a 
house located next to the land of the 
petitioners, protested against the 
change. He contended that owners 
of nearby properties should be pro- 
tected against intrusion of business 
in this neighborhood after having built 
attractive residences on the supposed 
assurance offered by the Zoning Ord- 
inance. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
recommended that the petition he not 
granted and the Board of Aldermen 
accepted the recommendation of the 
committee. 

Another petition, seeking to rezone 
a residential district into a business 
district, that met with failure was that 
of Thomas and Sara Burns of 939 
Washington street, and Mrs. Ida 
Swartz of Faxon street asking that 
land on Washington street, Newton- 
ville between Lowell avenue and 
Brooks avenue he placed in a business 
zone. James P. Gallagher, attorney 
for the petitioners, argued that event- 
ually all land on Washington street 
will he used for business purposes 
and that the? new site of the Newton- 
ville post-office will cause business 
to move westerly along Washington 
street. Answering the objections 
against the chungc in zone because it 
would affect residential properties on 
Lowell and Brooks avenues, Mr. 
Gallagher contended that in this res- 
pect these properties will be no differ- 
rent th :iii side

ante that day and in the evening w 
were having a jolly time when an 
alarm came in from Newtonville, our 
only means of knowing there was a 
lire anywhere being the old hell 
alarm. When we arrived at Newton- 
ville and found out what caused the 
alarm, the Engineer decided it was 
too far away, so ordered us back to 
quarters." 

"On getting back again, we resumed 
our singing, when shortly after an ex- 
member of Engine 1 came in and in- 
formed us that Boston was all ablaze. 
Several of us took the next train for 
Boston, and as our Engineer had been 
a former member of the Boston Fire 
Department, on seeing District Chief 
Lewis, asked if we could he of any 
service? His answer was, ‘If you can 
put on a drop of water come in at 
once.’ We immediately returned to 
Newton, called our District Engineers 
and informed them of the situation. 
It was finally decided that Engineer 
Leavitt go with the company, pro- 
vided tlu* horses could stand the run. 
As they had been carefully taken care 
of during the epidemic, it was decided 
to run the risk, and before 12 o'clock 
that night we were at work from the 
reservoir at the corner of Avon anil 
Washington streets." 

“During the night we had drawn 
out all the water from this reservoir, 
and not being able to get the key 
to let it fill again, we were obliged to 
make up the hose und relay our line 
from Bedford street to the Codman 
Building on Chuuncy street, working 
there until 9:30 Sunday morning. In 
i lie meantime, Engine 2 from West 
Newton had come in over the railroad 
and was located on Bromfleld street.” 

“We were then ordered to make up 
and go down to t he corner of Milk 
ami India streets, the engine und reel 
being drawn by hand. We worked 
there until about 3.30 p. in. when we 
were relieved und permitted to go 
home." 

“Fifty-seven years is quite a long 
time, us you look aheud, hut in look- 
ing bark, many times I feel thut it i 
cannot be possible. At thut time I 


was personally acquainted with every 
member of the two companies (En- 
gine 1 and Engine 2), and when I 
look back, and in my miud recognize 
them, I ask myself, ‘Where are they?' 
GONE!" 

“As near as I can recall, the num- 
ber of men representing the two com- 
panies at that time was about 40. 
And now only two, both members of 
Engine 1, living. Charles A. Hill of 
Belgrade Lakes, Maiue, and William 
E. Glover of Dedham, a former citi- 
zen of Newton for 54 years." 

"Respectfully yours. 

William E. Glover, 

13 Youngs road, Dedham." 

The letter from Mr. Glover will be 
of interest to old residents of New- 
ton, and even of greater interest to 
younger residents of the city. It 
shows the great changes which have 
taken place during the past half cen- 
tury. Today, should a threatening fire 
occur in Boston, or any other neighbor- 
ing city, the Newton Fire Department 
would respond automatically. The lire 
departments of this, and nearby cities 
have their alarm signal systems so 
connected that they hasten to each 
other’s assistance when multiple alarm 
fires occur. In addition to the fire 
alarm signals, aid could be instantly 
called by using the telephone or the 
radio. 

In his letter, Mr. Glover stated that 
the hofties used on Engine 1, had been 
carefully cared for during the epidem- 
ic. The epidemic he refers to was the 
terrible scourge of epizootic, or influ- 
enza, which had killed thousands of 
horses in New England just before 
the Boston fire occurred in 1872. A 
large percentage of the horses around 
Boston had died at this time and most 
of those which survived were lying 
helpless in their stalls as u result of 
the disease. This fact was a contrib- 
uting cause to the spread of the fire 
because the Boston fire engines, 
through lack of horses, were delayed 
in responding, and engi.ies from nearby 
towns and cities either had to wait 
until they could be transported on 
railroud cars, or were laboriously 
pulled into Boston by hand. 

Instead of the elaborate systems of 
water mains and fire hydrants which 
protect cities today, in 1872, as Mr. 
Glover relates, small reservoirs were 
located underground at different 
places, and should one of these be 
pumped empty, that ended the fire 
fighting. Such a reservoir in years 
past was located at Nouautum square, 
Newton Corner. 

With a touch of sadness, Mr. Glover 
refers to the passing of all his former 
comrades, with one exception. Like 
all young folks he thought, when lie 
looked ahead, that 57 years was a long 
time, and like all old folks who have 
seen the friends and the comrades 
of their youth pass into eternity, he 
realizes that for most people, life is 
of quite short duration.

i Colonel Richardson first gave a his- 
torical background for his lecture by 
outlining the origin of West Point, 
the planning of the military academy 
by Kosciusko, the building of the forts 
during the Revolution and the opening 
of the academy in 1802. He traced 
the development of the military acad- 
emy from its founding through the war 
of 1812, the Indian Wars, the Civil 
War, the Spanish War and the World 
War. 

Character building, development of 
men who may becomo leaders in 
national emergency and the living in 
a real democracy where all men are 
on the parity were the important 
points emphasized by Col. Richardson. 
From the time the “plebes" arrive in 
July, through their summer camp 
training, their first year, as yearlings, 
in their second year, as upper class- 
men heading the various drills, fac- 
ings, manoeuvres and finally gradua- 
tion, Col. Richardson traced the de- 
velopment of the cadet’s life at West 
Point.

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ABOUT TOWN

Major Manton C. Mitchell of the 
General Staff of the United States 
Army died on October 26th at the 
Walter Reed General Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Few persons in Newton 
were acquainted with Major Mitchell, 
but those who did know him had the 
privilege of the friendship of a val- 
iant soldier and a Christian gentle- 
man. 

He was born at Providence, Rhode 
Island, November 30, 1887, entered 
West Point in 1905, was commissioned 
2nd Lieutenant of Infantry in 1909 and 
was made a major of the National Ar- 
my on June 7, 1918. On August 5, 
1918, the 39th Infantry, part of the 
Fourth Division, was one of the units 
engaged in the battle along the Vesle 
River in France. Major Mitchell was 
in command of the supporting battal- 
ion of the 39th at St. Thibault. When 
the attacking battalion of the regi- 
ment wms halted in its attempt to 
cross the river by the terrific machine- 
gun fire of the opposing German 
forces, Mitchell went forward through 
the hail of deadly bullets, encouraged 
the men of the attacking force and 
wms one of their leaders in gaining 
the objective across the Vesle. While 
engaged in the attacks he was severe- 
ly wounded in the right leg, but he 
refused to be evacuated until the eve- 
ning of that day, when the 39th had 
succeeded in repulsing the Germans. 
For this act of heroism he wms award- 
ed the Distinguished Service Cross 
and the Croix de Guerre. 

Returning to his regiment after 
many weeks in hospitals, he went into 
Germany with the Army of Occupa- 
tion and for meritorious work there 
was promoted to Lieut. Colonel on 
May 6, 1919. Returning to the United 
States he was made a major in the 
regular army in 1920. While in the 
Army of Occupation, Major Mitchell 
was as charitable to the vanquished 
Germans as he hud been courageous 
against them in battle. He was par- 
ticularly solicitous about the under- 
nourished, anaemic little children; 
“Innocent victims of the w’ar,” he 
termed them. 

Overzealoua in the performance of 
his duties, overseas, he refused leaves 
of absence to which he was well en- 
titled. His intense loyalty to service 
had been constantly evidenced since 
the conclusion of the war and undoubt- 
edly over-application to his w’ork con- 
tributed to his untimely death. He 
was buried with full military honors 
on October 29th in the National Ceme- 
tery at Arlington.

She w’as the daughter of 
the late Thomas and Mary Leary Bel- 
ger and had been employed for a num- 
ber of years in the accounting depart- 
ment of the Dennison Mfg.

Burial W’as in 
St. Mary’s Cemetery, Needham. She 
is survived by five Histers, Misses 
Mary A.. Elizabeth A., Helen G. and 
Julia A. Belger, and Mrs. D. Fred Ear- 
ly, and two brothers, Thomas and 
John II. Belger.

MOVING PICTURES. It Ih unde- 
niable that motion pictures aro the 
most tangible means of recreation to- 
day, and statistics Indicate that one 
hundred million people attend motion 
picture theatres each week; the in- 
fluence of the kind of picture shown, 
therefore. Is almost appalling to con- 
sider. Newton Clubwomen who Will 
recall the effort made in 192:i by the 
Legislative chairman for the Newton 
Federation and for the Newton Com- 
munity Club — Miss Emma I). Coolidge 
— to make the so-called bloc system il- 
legal in Massachusetts; an effort that 
while it failed in itself was a decided 
factor in the establishment of the pol- 
icy of The Open Door, by Will Hays, 
through which Clubwomen could make 
their opinions and suggestions known; 
will he glad to learn that the General 
Federation has taken up in real ear- 
nest an effort to improve conditions 
and to support pictures that are wor- 
thy support. 

Something over a year ago the Uni- 
ted States Supreme Court rendered a 
decision that the bloc system was un- 
constitutional, and one of the large 
producers was enjoined and fined for 
forcing it upon exhibitors. This was 
Miss Coolidge’s contention before the 
Massachusetts Committee in 1923. 

At a recent four days’ conference In 
New York City where over 68 organi- 
zations were represented Mrs. Thomas 
G. Winter of Pasadena (past presi- 
dent of the General Federation ) was 
appointed to represent the public at 
Hollywood from the organized worn*

The State Federation, 
in turn, lias appointed District Ad- 
visors as to motion pictures to work 
with the local Clubs for betterment 
of pictures, and for support of the 
good ones— that is, Clubwomen are 
. asked to attend the showings of pic- 
tures that are advocated as good, and 
to refuse to attend, or to allow their 
children to attend, pictures that 
should not lie financially encouraged. 
By this method influence will result 
in better pictures being made, for. it 
is only too true, that money is the 
criterion by which production Is mea- 
sured. 

The State Motion picture chairman 
is Mrs. Oscar A. Blaisdell, of 126 
Grand View avenue, Wollaston. Her 
branch of work comes under the 
broader head of Community Service, 
of which Department Mrs. Fred B. 
Cross is State chairman. Of the local 
advisors for Massachusetts the 
Twelfth District advisor is Mrs. Ern- 
est F. Drew, of Auburndale, a mem- 
iter of the State Community Service 
committee, and chairman of the Com- 
munity Service Committee of the Au- 
hurndule Woman’s Club.

: Drew and with Mrs. Blaisdell through 
j the Civics chairman, Mrs. Richard M.

WOMAN'S ASSOCIATION MEETS 


The monthly all day meeting of the 
Woman's Association of Central 
Church, was held on Wednesday. No- 
vember 6. Handwork began at 10 
o'clock with Mrs. Fred W. Rust as 
chairman of the work committee. Mrs. 
G. E. Fisher directed the sewing and 
Mrs. A. E. Yose the surgical dressings. 

Luncheon was served at one o'clock 
with Mrs. Francis Flagg, chairman of 
tlie serving committee. Tables were 
decorated with plants and orange col- 
oring, making a very attractive ap- 
pearance. 

Miss Louise Sherman, chairman of 
the Ways and Means committee, spoke 
of the Shawl Pageant and suggested 
the wearing of shawls by the audience. 
Tills entertainment is lor the benefit 1 
of tlie building fund. 

Mrs. G. W. Auryansou introduced 
the speaker. Miss Mary Garner of the 
Pleasant Hill School, Tennessee, to , 
which the association has frequently 
contributed. The story of this school 
was told in a vivid way. In this re- 
mote region of Tennessee roads are 
well nigh impassable and the condi- 
tions that confront young persons are , 
almost as difiicult. The “challenge of 
life” is hard to meet successfully un- 
der favoring conditions but how much 
more difficult where extreme poverty 
and tlie ignorance of generations are 
tin* background! The public school . 
supported by tlie county, are poorly 
equipped and often irregular and inac- 
cessible. Hence the need of a board- 
ing school like Pleasant Hill. 

Miss Garner referred to the excel- 
lent work done there as teacher by a 
former Newton boy who had gone to 
the Mount Hermon school, Mr. Alex- 
ander Boyce. He had contributed 
much to the success of tlie institution. 

Material improvement is one of the 
fundamental objects, and careful in- 
struction is given in agriculture, mod- 
ern scientific methods including co- 
operative marketing being encouraged. 
Yields in potatoes have been greatly 
increased, the soil being second only 
to that of Maine in its productiveness 
where it lias been properly fertilized. 
Boys also acquire a working knowl- 
edge of machinery through their la- 
bors connected with tlie school as they 
have charge of the steam laundry, elec- 
trical plant and heating system. 

Girls are taught home making arts 
and learn to make use of tlie ma- 
terial at hand such as burlap, sack- 
ing and other things within tlielr 
reach. The art of hand weaving is 
encouraged, a return to the crafts of 
their elders, which they tend to dis- 
card unless they are made to see the 
value in preserving this form of skill. 
The prevalence of tuberculosis, ty- 
phoid and hook worm makes it im- 
portant that the girls learn something 
about nursing and its preventive mea- 
sures, so instruction is given in the 
rudiments of that profession. 

The deplorable bigotry, which re- 
sorts to terrorizing and to the hostil- 

n\ ,ii denominations Is replaced bj 

higher conceptions of religion which 
emphasizes the spirit of service. 

These young people make good and 
sltow the possibilities within their na- 
ture when opportunities are given 
them. Their academic attainments are 
considerable and they frequently pass 
on to other Institutions of learning. 
Their pictures were shown and sam- 
ples of their weaving were exhibited. |

"The History of the Pentateuch” was 
the subject of Prof. Kirtley F. 
Mather’s lecture last Sunday morning 
at the regular meeting of the Mather 
Class at the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club House. 

This was the second lecture In the 
series on Bihicnl Scholarship. 

The Pentateuch was centuries In 
the making and represented severnl 
epochs In the nationnl life of the poo 
pie. It shows the growth of ideas 
about the nature of God. 

In those early times the nomadic 
tribes were made up of large families, 
which consisted of the patriarch, Ills 
wives and children, and the slaves 
and live stock. The need for pastur- 
age for the cattle caused them to be 
forever traveling, when they were 
not fighting or fleeing from more pow- 
erful foes. They had to gain strength 
before they could drive out the people 
who held the rich, fertile lands where 
they could settle down and build a 
nation. 

During the nomadic period, there 
was not much writing done, because 
tablets of stone or baked clay were 
too clumsy and heavy to cart around 
where they were always on the move, 
Then again the people were too un- 
couth and untutored. 

The nation became fused Into a 
single unit when David drove out the 
last of the enemies and established 
a great commonwealth. Solomon car- 
ried on the work of unifying the peo- 
ple. This was the Golden Age of He- 
brew literature. When people cease to 
tight, they begin to write. Literature 
regularly reaches a high point after 
a great war. There is an epic to re- 
cord. Heroes are to be honored and 
victories celebrated. 

About all the Hebrews had was the 
Book of the Covenant, the Decalogue, 
and a miscellaneous collection of 
stories and traditions. David was as- 
sembling this material at the same 
time that Homer was gathering to- 
gether the traditions of the Greeks, 
and the Assyrians and Babylonians 
were making their permanent records. 

Few people could read and write. 
Anyone who could was respected 
more than learned men now. There 
was a recorder In David’s Cabinet. 
Certain priests in Solomon’s Temple 
were set aside as scribes. Patriotism 
was developed, but on a different 
plane from their neighbors. Homer’s 
theme was war. David’s was relig- 
ious. The ancestors of the Hebrews 
had been guided through serious dif- 
ficulties by their God. Therefore the 
relations of God, or Yalnveh, to the 
chosen people were the important 
things to chronicle. The scribes were 
the learned men and had to answer 
all sorts of scientific questions. How 
did man get here? The second chapter 
of Genesis was the answer. Sin and 
righteousness and the part played by 
the snake in the Garden of Eden 
were but parts of the whole story. 
It was not original with the scribes, 
not altogether so, any more than in 
the case of college professors today. 
They had precedents. Every creation 
tradition of a primitive people is sub- 
stantially the same. There was first 
the primitive stillness, then creation, 
witli motion, light, evil, the deluge, 
and finally, out of the ruins of the old 
world, the formation of a new world. 
In many traditions the snake brings 
evil. The Tower of Babel explained 
the multitude of languages. The 
rainbow was God’s symbol of promise. 

Monotheism, the worship of one 
God, did not take hold till the 7th 
century B. C. Before that there was 
monolatry, the worship of one God 
among many, who had selected this 
particular people. They recognized 
the gods of their enemies. Yalnveh 
was very human in the way He walked 
in the Garden, wrestled with Jacob, 
and discussed the possibility that 
Sodom might not really be so had. 
Everything was on a natural plane. 
An East wind blew in a plague of 
locusts and then a West wind blew 
them out. An East wind blew all 
night and provided a dry passage of 
the Red Sea. The wonder was that 
Moses was able to predict when these 
things were to happen. 

After Solomon came a lot of weak 
kings for a century, when civil war 
broke out. The northern part of the 
country won the war and seceded. 
Then it took another century for this 
section to develop a feeling of na- 
tional solidarity and produce its own 
literature. It was not sure that 
Yahweh could take care of two na- 
tions at once, so there was a new 
name, Elohim. These people went 
over the whole story and wrote their 
own history in accordance with their 
own beliefs. They made another rec- 
ord of creation. Where the Yahweh 
writers said Israel the Elohim ones 
said Jacob. We thus find two names 
for the same man and two names 
for the same place. There was a dis- 
tinct tinge of the supernatural about 
Elohim. He communicated with Jacob 
by a dream, and there was a ladder 
from man’s low plane to God’s high 
plane. God was above and beyond 
the earth. 

Then came the Dark Ages of He- 
brew history and the moral collapse 
m He- time "i Manasseh. Corrupt 
practices crept in from adjaceut peo- 
ples. 

The reformation of Josiuh ended 
this period of moral decay. The good 
people had been living us outcusts in 
caves, but they lmd preserved the old 
traditions and had formulated a set 
of regulations. To get a hearing they 
had to make a spectacular move, so, 
when the Temple wus being repaired, 
they "found’’ a lost document, which 
had been carefully concealed a few 
days before This was Deuteronomy. 
Of course they had got a lot of pub- 
licity. It wus hailed us another writ- 
ing of Moses because ho wus the hero 
of both kingdoms, where David wus 
I lie hero of the South alone. A code 
of law was laid down, und It was just 
■ he "i i "i elaboration "i tht Deco 
login- which, it wus believed, Mojes 
would have sanctioned. In 400 B. C. 

I In* l’i4itateuch wus put together In Us 
present from. The historians put in 
two uccounts of utmost everything 
that happened. Five hooks were mudo 
for convenience, so the rolls of papy- 
rus would not he too big to bundle.

You, no doubt, have been reading In 
the dailies from time to time various 
prophecies as to the kind of Winter 
we may expect. It seems that there 
are a number of old men who special- 
ize in forecasting. They are not 
trained in the science of meteorology 
hut appear to have gathered through 
their long and useful lives a lot of 
information or data — if there Is a 
distinction between data and informa- 
tion I am unaware of it — hut they get 
the "dope" together and then proceed 
to "Agger it out”.

Ten 
nis will take the place of ice hockey 
and swimming will he substituted for 
skating. He doesn’t mention the pos- 
sibility of sunstrokes interfering with 
the New Year's or Washington’s Birth- 
day celebrations hut I assume he 
merely overlooked it. 

But the printed word is not the on- 
ly recourse of the prophets. The 
other day a friend of mine told me 
how lie had visited Cape Cod and been 
credibly informed by the natives that 
it would be the mildest Winter in 
many years. “The folks down there 
told me we would have to have two 
mouths rain before we could have 
t old weather of any particular bitter- 
ness," said my friend. "And. he said, 
you know how dry it has been.”

Banking Lectures 


Problems Ih 
C onsidered 


.Subject 


The third In the series of Hanking 
Lectures arranged by the Newton 
Trust Company and the First Na- 
tional Hank of Newton, West New- 
ton for their women depositors 
brought out a large number of In- 
tensely interested listeners. One 
hundred and eighty women gathered 
at Temple Hall, Newtonville Thurs- 
day morning at 10.30 to hear and take 
part in a frank discussion on the 
"Problems of Families Who Have 
Joint Incomes of $3,000 to $10,000. 

The II rat speaker was Mrs. Albert 
F. Hutchinson, who gave a very able 
and concrete talk on possible budgets 
for a family of two adults and two 
children, showing how the varying in- 
comes should be divided under the 
classifications of savings, shelter, 
food, clothing, operation and develop- 
ment. 

After saying that “real thrift is 
wise spending as well as saving," Mrs. 
Hutchinson made the point clear that 
each family must be sure of Its sav- 
ing and then can shift the various 
other expenses to suit its peculiar 
needs and wants. It is most import- 
ant to keep accounts, or at least to 
jot down expenses, for without such 
data, it is impossible to save or spend 
wisely. 

Mr. Earl 0. Manning a life insurance 
expert, was the second speaker. By 
show of hands Mr. Manning found 
that only about one-third of the wo- 
men present kept a budget while more 
than two-thirds kept automobiles. He 
felt that a family should really have 
an income of $5,000 before having a 
car and put the automobile down as 
one of the “leaks” in the financial 
management of the average family. 
Other leaks were undue buying on the 
installment plan; insufficient knowl- 
edge of what it should cost to run a 
house; a lack of distinction between 
wants and needs: and the failure of 
the family to have any real objective. 
A man should endeavor to have a 
$25,000 estate, if while he was alive his 
• family had had an income of from 
$3,000 to $5,000. If his salary had been 
from $8,000 to $12,000 he should have 
$50,000 at death in order thnt they 
might be assured of the same scale 
of living. 

Mr. Manning felt that a man should 
provide for the future welfare of his 
family before saving for the education 
of his children. If the family income 
is small the average child or young 
person would be benefited by work- 
ing to help pay for his schooling. 

Mr. Richardson presided at the 
Round Table where there was a very 
general and lively discussion. The 
matter of owning and operating au- 
tomobiles on small incomes and the 
durability of owning a home instead 
of renting it proved fruitful topics for 
conversation. Discussion of these 
interesting subjects was continued 
over the coffee cups. 

At the last meeting of this series, 
to be held in Temple Hall, next 
Thursday at 10.30, Mr. F. Winchester 
Denis will speak on “Settling a Typi- 
cal Estate."

Fred Lawler, a wayward 
kin. was played by Philip Stonemetz, 
who gave a splendid portrayal of this 
part. Lottie Pringle, a neighbor, was 
played by Miss Barbara Crossley, 
while Tony, a friend to Gideon, 
played by Mr. Lorenz Mother, Jr. 
came in and saved the day in a most 
pleasant and satisfactory way.

“Unemployment” Is 
Subject Of Conference 

Newton Central Council Has Month- 
ly Luncheon nt Y. M. C. A. 


The monthly Welfare Luncheon 
Conference was held on Wednesday, 
November 13, at the Newton Y. M. C. 
A. The subject of the conference was 
"Unemployment". 

After an informal luncheon, a short 
business meeting was held, In which 
Mrs. Louis Marshall was re-elected 
chnirman of the luncheon conferences 
for the current, yenr. Mrs. Stephen E. 
Wright was elected Secretary. Mrs. 
Drowne, chairman of the Women’s 
Auxiliary of the Y. M. C. A., spoke of 
the work which they arc doing to fur- 
ther the program of the Y. M. C. A., 
and urged the women who are inter- 
ested Join their membership. 

Mrs. Marshall announced that the 
fall meeting of the Newton Central 
Council will be given over to the 
Newton Tercentenary Committee, and 
will he held on Thursday. Dec. 12, at 8 
p. m„ at the Newton Centre Woman's 
Club. The speaker will be the Hon- 
orable Herbert Parker, Chairman of 
the Governor’s Committee, Mr. Ed- 
ward Whiting, author of Whiting’s 
Column, and editor of Tercentenary 
News, and Mr. Rice, chairman of New- 
ton Tercentenary Committee. Mrs. 
Marshall called upon Mrs. Ellis Spear. 
President of Council, who announced 
that the council project for this year 
will he the study of the unemploy- 
ment situation, as it affects the social 
welfare of Newton. Newton agencies 
will be asked to aid In this study. 

Mrs. Spear then Introduced the 
speaker of the day, Mr. Stockton Ray- 
mond, General Secretary of the Fam- 
ily Welfare Society of Boston. Mr. 
Raymond asked that his hearers think 
of him as here to stimulate rather 
than to dogmatize. He told of the 
beginning of his career in a shoe fac- 
tory, where he received the wages of 
$7.00 a week, as assistant to the re- 
ceiving clerk. Very soon, however, 
because he was by reason of educa 
tion and physique better equipped, he 
was given the job of receiving clerk 
without an assistant, and his superior 
was fired. He was then required to 
do the work of two with but very little 
more in wages than he had received 
before. Later on. when he was a 
student at Columbia, he learned that 
this was the basis of much of the in- 
dustrial trouble in the United States, 
and the same situation holds true even 
to tlie present day. The big difficulty 
is that there are many groups, each 
with different ideas as to the best 
solution of the problem of unemploy- 
ment. These groups need to get to- 
gether to find practical means and 
then to do It. * 

It is true that in spite of our general 
prosperity, there are thousands out of 
a job today through no fault of their 
own. There are three reasons for 
tills: 1. Seasonal variation. 2. Cyclical 
variation. 3. The general downward 
trend. For seasonal unemployment. 
Mr. Raymond gave the case of the 
master painter who employs 9 men 
during the spring and summer, and 
has to discharge 8 of them when win- 
ter arrives. By cyclical variation he 
means good years and bad years in 
industry and lie spoke of the terrible 
years of 1914 and 1922, when the un- 
employment situation was such a 
serious problem everywhere. The 
downward trend, economists agree, is 
general, and is apt to increase because 
of constantly improving machinery

Aldermen Seek To More Candidates For 
Amend Excise Tax Aldermanic Seats 

Will Go To Legislature With Bill to Contest Loom* In Ward 5 For 
Change Law Vacancy on Hoard 


At the last meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen a matter which has 
caused great indignation to many res- 
idents of Massachusetts was given at 
tention. Alderman Powers referred to 
the so-called excise tax on automo- 
biles which has been so operated as to 
cause a large percentage of owners of 
automobiles in this Commonwealth to 
be taxed doubly and even more this 
year. He presented a motion instruct- 
ing the Committee on Legislation of 
the Aldermen to confer with the City 
Solicitor and Newton’s representatives 
in the Legislature in an effort to have 
the present law amended so that the 
unfairness it has caused will be elim- 
inated in the future and that some ac- 
tion will be taken by the Legislature 
to have a retroactive law enacted that 
will compel rebates to be granted to 
owners of automobiles who were the 
victims of overtaxation this year. The 
Board passed this motion and the mat- 
ter was referred to the Committee on 
Legislation which is comprised of Al- 
detman Worth, chairman: Aldermen 
Earle. Gordon. Grebenstein. Jamieson. 
Temperley and Weeks. 

Alderman Prior of Ward 3 has sub- 
mitted for consideration the following 
amendment to the faculty section In 
the so-called excise tax on automo- 
biles:— 

Amending Certain Provisions of the 
So-Called Excise Tax on Registered 
Motor Vehicles 

Section 1. Section one of Chapter 
60-A of the General Laws as enacted 
by Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, 
is hereby amended by striking out in 
Die second last paragraph the words. 
"Nor shall the change of ownership 
or re-registration of a motor vehicle 
in any year, impose any additional tax 
hereunder on any motor vehicle al- 
ready taxable in that year - and by 
striking out all the last paragraph and 
inserting the following: 

“If a motor vehicle is registered af- 
ter the last day of March and before 
the first day of July of the calendar 
year, the tax hereinbefore established 
shall be reduced by one-quarter, or 
if registered after the last day of 
June and before the first day of Oc- 
tober of the calendar year, the tax 
hereinbefore established shall be re- 
duced by one-half: or if registered af- 
ter the last day of September of the 
calendar year, the tax hereinbefore es- 
tablished shall be reduced by three- 
quarters. 

"If the ownership of any motor ve- 
hicle taxable hereunder is changed 
during the calendar year, the first ow- 
er therein as to such change, shall be 
entitled to an abatement of such tax 
as hereinafter provided, prorated to 
the unexpired portion of the calendar 
year as computed from the first day 
of the month following such change of 
ownership.” 

so that Section 1 will read as follows: 

Section 1. Except as hereinafter 
provided, there shall be assessed and 
levied in each calendar year on each 
motor vehicle registered under the 
provisions of chapter ninety and cus- 
tomarily kept within the common- 
wealth. for the privilege of operating 
such motor vehicle upon the highways 


At the requests of citizens of Wa- 
ban, James R. Chandler of 25 Ridge 
road has consented to become a can- 
didate for the office of Ward Aider- 
man from Ward 5.

He graduated from Dart- 
mouth in 1898 and from Harvard Law 
School in 1901. He is engaged in the 
insurance business, being associated 
with the firm of Gilmour, Rothery A 
Company of Boston. He is a past 
president of the Waban Neighborhood 
Club and of the Dartmouth Alumni 
Association of Boston, and served as 
secretary of his class at Dartmouth, 
Scoutmaster of Troop 10, Boy Scouts 
at Waban. and Major in the Newton 
Constabulary during the war years. 
He is an active member of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, chairman 
of the Membership Committee of the 
University Club of Boston, is a mem- 
ber of the Waban Library Committee 
and for many years has been promi- 
nent in civic affairs in this city. His 
six children have all attended the 
Newton public schools. 

Others who have taken out papers 
for Ward Alderman from Ward 5 are 
Major Edwin H. Cooper, retired from 
the service as former official pho- 
tographer of the 26th Division.

Newton Upper Falls, has taken 
out nomination papers for the office 
of Alderman-at-Large from Ward 5. 
Mr. Moran is also engaged in the 
trucking business.

not in excess of the following percent- 
ages of the list price established by 
the manufacturer for the year of man- 
ufacture. namely. — 

In the year of manufacture. 90%: 
In the second year. 60% : In the third 
year. 40%: In the fourth year. 25%: 
In the fifth and succeeding years. 
10 %.

Before the largest crowd that ever 
witnessed a Private Day School 
League conflict, Country Day’s power- 
ful eleven defeated its Roxbury Latin 
rivals, 13-6.

Newton High suffered its third 
straight defeat last Saturday nt the 
hands of Rindge Technical school in 
ft Suburban league game at Cam- 
bridge.

THE ECONOMICAL CHEVROLET 


Paying high tribute to the economy 
and performance of the low-priced 
automobile, especially as a means of 
long distance travel, the Rev. G. W. 
Gasque, Rector of the Episcopal 
Church of the Incarnation, of Atlanta, 
Georgia, today recited some of tlie ac- 
omplishments of his new six cylinder 
Chevrolet coach on a recent 10.61S 
mile loop tour of the western half of 
the United States, during which he 
averaged 22.3 miles to the gallon of 
gas. 

The long trip was made on sched- 
ule time so that the minister could fill 
speaking engagements in prominent 
Episcopal churches along the way. 
The route led from Atlanta to Chicago, 
by way of Nashville, Evansville, and 
Indiunapoiis, thence across tlie north- 
western states to Seattle, down the 
Pacific Coast through Portland, San 
>uncisco and Los Angeles and back 
home across the desert country of 
Arizona and New Mexico. 

A highlight was the climb of Pike’s 
Peak over a tortuous roadway that 
stretches 13 miles along the mountain 
side. Dr. Gasque reports that tlie car 
arried its party to tlie summit with- 
out faltering and without heating the 
motor. Many other cars attempting 
the climb were* forced to halt along 
the roadway to cool off before contin- 
uing, lie suid. 

Dr. Gasque kept nil expense book of 
the trip, which discloses interesting 
facts about tlie performance of the 
car. Having beeii newly purchased 
when the trip began, the car was not 
extended during the first 500 miles of 
driving. During this period it aver- 
aged 18 miles to the gallon, the book 
showed. 

When tlie car was broken in, how- 
ever, the gas mileage wuh greatly Im- 
proved. For tho entire 10,618 miles, 
which included driving in cities anil 
in open country, the Chevrolet con- 
sumed 476 gallons of fuel, an average 
of 22.3 miles to the gallon. Tlie gas 
hill on the trip wuh $107.18. Sixteen 
and one half gullons of lubricant were 
used, costing $22.25. The minister's 
hook showed no expenditures for nie- 
chuuicul repairs.

which accomplishes the same amount 
in less time, and uses fewer men. 

There are many solutions suggested 
for these difficulties, Mr. Dennison, 
Mr. Filene, and Mr. Henry Ford are 
pioneers in solving some of them, and 
other manufacturers are trying also. 
They are isolated examples, however, 
and what industry needs is more ef- 
fort on the part of manufacturers and 
the community generally. Unem- 
ployment means discouragement, and 
as a result, trouble in family relation- 
ships. For this reason, it should be 
the concern of the whole community, 
just as much as health or recreational 
work. 

Mr. Raymond suggested several 
remedies which might be worked out 
through more general community in- 
terest and consequent legislation; 1. 
Get the facts by giving Federal and 
State Departments of Labor and In- 
dustry more authority to investigate; 
2. Establish a system of unemployment 
exchanges with real service through 
tlie schools, and also through public 
exchanges, paid for by taxes; 3. 
Stabilize seasonal employment by dis- 
counts to customers buying ahead, 
and by dovetailing employments; 4. 
Educate employees to their obliga- 
tions in helping to establish the young 
and in caring for the old employee; 
5. Prosperity reserve for the purpose 
of keeping the employment reserve 
even. This means that public building 
should only go on when private indus- 
try is at a standstill; 6. Unemploy- 
ment insurance; 7. Old age relief. 

Mr. Raymond ended by saying that 
the question needs much study and 
the hacking of the people in the Com- 
munity before any general solution 
can be established.

HIGH SCHOOL 

FACULTY PLAY 

The annual faculty piny of Newton 
High School was presented in the 
assembly hall at the school on No- 
vember 1 and 2. The offering this 
year wan the three act comedy by 
Arthur Goodrich "So This Is London”. 
It proved an excellent vehicle to dis- 
play the talent of the teachers who 
were in the cast and the audiences on 
both nights thoroughly enjoyed the 
performances. 

The comedy depicts the superiority 
complex with which the English are 
afflicted, according to popular Ameri- 
can belief, and the crudity of Ameri- 
cans as many of the English see them. 
These mutual misconceptions are dis- 
pelled when the son of a blunt Ameri- 
can millionaire and the daughter of 
a titled, conservative Englishman mut- 
ually fall in love with one another and 
break down the prejudices of their 
parents. 

Edward N. Tisdale took the lead in 
the character of "Hiram Draper, Jr.,” 
son of the gruff American shoe mag- 
nate who travels to London to pur- 
chase a leading British shoe factory. 
There was nothing amateurish in Mr. 
Tisdale’s acting. He interpreted his 
part in the comedy witli self posses- 
sion and verve, and well deserved tlie 
hearty applause he received. Miss 
Helen B. Lee, as "Elinor Beauchamp,” 
whose charms infatuate young Mr. 
Draper, gave an intelligent imper- 
sonation of a delightful young English 
girl. Edith E. Newcomb as “Lady 
Amy Ducksworth”, an American wo- 
man who married an English noble- 
man, was excellent in the role of the 
tactful intermediary who smooths the 
path of the two lovers and conciliates 
their unfriendly elders. 

Carl L. Swan, as "Hiram Draper, 
Sr.’’, the outspoken American captain 
of industry, was one of the hits of 
the play. The naturalness, the spont- 
aneity of Mr. Swan’s performance, 
made it difficult for those who ad- 
mired it to believe that this was his 
first experience in dramatics. Helen 
E. Nute as “Mrs. Hiram Draper” and 
Alma A. Thomas as “Lady Beau- 
champ”, the fond mothers of the in- 
fatuated couple, evidenced unusual 
capability in these characters. 

Charles H. Mergendahl as “Sir Per- 
cy Beauchamp”, the erstwhile com- 
moner evolved into a class conscious 
aristocrat, gave a realistic represen- 
tation of this type. He was letter 
perfect in the rendition of his lines 
and an important factor in the suc- 
cess of the performance. Raymond A. 
Green as “Alfred Honeycutt”, Beau- 
champ’s obsequious employee, again 
showed the dramatic ability he had 
manifested in previous faculty plays. 
Minor characters were well taken by 
George E. Hardy, Daniel F. Koughan 
and Abner H. Bailey. The latter’s ap- 
pearance in the guise of a frozen 
faced butler, evoked a shout of glee 
from the high school pupils in the 
audience. This popular teacher 
garbed as a flunky tickled the risibil- 
ities of the high school boys and girls. 

The High School Orchestra under 
the direction of Charles R. Spaulding 
provided music before the perform- 
ance and between the acts and won 
well merited applause. One selection, 
the “Whistler and His Dog”, proved 
that the girls in the orchestra are 
quite adept at whistling as they were 
equally as good in this accomplish- 
ment as the boy members of the or- 
chestra.

RED CROSS CAMPAIGN 

Have you done your duty? The annual campaign of the 
National Red Cross is now on.

A DIFFERENCE IN TEACHING 

Parents of children in the Newtonville grade schools have 
had a wonderful opportunity given them and we hope that 
all of them have taken advantage of it. During the week 
mothers have been urged to visit the classrooms and witness 
the actual methods of teaching. Next week* although the 
children will not be present, both the fathers and mothers 
have been invited to attend gatherings in their children’s class- 
rooms at a designated time. This is part of an effort to acquaint 
the parents with methods of teaching now used in order that 
they may be better understood at home. Too often the parent, 
and in most cases it is the father and not the mother, fails to 
show that interest in his son’s or daughter’s training that can 
be of great value to the youth in later years. In this day and 
age many people do not realize that changes in educational 
systems have taken place as well as*in practically every other 
phase of life. Instead of teaching the alphabet by each indi- 
vidual letter the system used teaches the youthful mind how to 
spell and pronounce by the association of letters as words. A 
new method of arithmetic has supplanted that taught a decade 
or more ago. The same result is accomplished but by a more 
direct and simpler route. 


THE AUTO EXCISE TAX 

The action of the Newton board of aldermen in seeking to 
correct the injustice caused by a “double” and “triple” automo- 
bile excise tax will meet with the approval of many citizens. 
These citizens who traded in their cars registered before April 
1st for other cars that were registered later than that date 
received a second excise tax bill. A sixty day limit was al- 
lowed for application for abatement but most of those “stung” 
did not realize that this applied to an exchange of cars. 


ADDITIONAL TRAFFIC OFFICERS 

Last year officers of the Norumbega Council of Boy Scouts 
and the Newton Chief of Police co-operated on the idea and 
put into effect the plan of having members of the various scout 
troops act as traffic officers at street crossings near the schools 
prior to and immediately after the school sessions. A police 
officer was detailed to take charge of the group of scouts and 
instruct them in handling traffic. Results were more than 
satisfactory. This year the squad of scouts has been increased 
to about forty and they are rendering an important service. 
One of the arguments used by opponents of the idea at the 
time the plan was inaugurated was that the immature judg- 
ment of the boys would be against it. This has been dis- 
proved emphatically. Evidence that the drivers of automobiles 
are co-operating with the scouts in attempting to prevent ac- 
cidents is seen in the fact that an almost negligible number of 
cases of failure to obey the scouts have been reported. 


Nothing in the foregoing provisions 
shall be construed to prevent the local 
assessors from granting an abatement 
in any case In which the valuation 
aforesnid is In their opinion excessive. 

The tax imposed by this section 
shall not apply to motor vehicles 
owned and registered by the Com 
monwealth or any political subdivi 
sion thereof, or registered by the 
manufacturers, dealers or repairmen 
under section five of said chapter 
ninety, or to motor vehicles owned 
ami registered by any corporation 
other than a domestic business, for- 
eign or public service corporation, 
bv an association whose personal 
property is exempt from taxation un- 
der section five of chapter fifty-nine 
If a motor vehicle is registered 
after the last day of March and be 
fore the first day of July of the cal- 
endar year, the tax hereinbefore estab- 
lished shall be reduced by one-quar- 
ter; or if registered after the last day 
of June and before the first day of 
October of the calendar year, the tax 
hereinbefore established shall be re- 
duced by one-half; or if registered 
after the last day of September of 
the calendar year, the tax hereinbe- 
fore established shall be reduced by 
three-quarters. 

If the ownership of any motor ve- 
hicle taxnble hereunder is changed 
during the calendar year, the first 
owner therein, as to such change, 
shall be entitled to an abatement of 
such tax as hereinafter provided, pro- 
rated to the unexpired portion of the 
calendar year as computed from the 
first day of the month following such 
change of ownership. 

Section 2. Section two of said 
Chapter 60-A of the General Laws is 
hereby amended by striking out the 
words, “The owner may within sixty 
days of notice of assessment, apply to 
the local assessors for an abatement 
and from their decision upon such 
application, an appeal may be taken 
to the County Commissioners or the 
Superior Court all in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 64 and 68- A 
of chapter fifty-nine” and substitute 
therefor the following: 

“The owner may on or before the 
first day of October of the calendar 
year or thereafter within sixty days 
of notice of assessment, applv to the 
local assessors for an abatement and 
from their decision upon such appli- 
cation, an appeal may be taken to 
the County Commissioners or the Su- 
perior Court in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 64 and 6S-A of 
chapter fifty-nine.” 
so as to read as follows: 

Section 2. The local board of as- 
sessors shall assess the tax imposed 
by section one and commit the same 
to the collector of taxes with their 
warrant for the collection thereof. 
The tax shall be assessed to the owner 
of the motor vehicle registering the 
same, and the registrar of motor ve- 
hicles shall promptly transmit to the 
commissioner a notice of each regis- 
tration of a motor vehicle subject 
to this tax, giving the name and home 
address of the owner, if an individual, 
or the name and principal place of 
business in this commonwealth if a 
corporation, partnership or voluntary 
association, the municipality in which 
the vehicle is customarily to be kept, 
tile name of the maker, the year of 
manufacture and the model and type 
of vehicle. The commissioner may 
require from the owner such further 
information ns may be necessary for 
urn purpose of this chapter.

The local tax 
collector shall notify the owner of the 
tax assessed and the due date, hut 
failure to receive notice shall not af- 
fect the validity of the tax. The 
owner may on or before the first day 
of October of the calendar year or 
thereafter within sixty days of notice 
of assessment, apply to the local as- 
sessors for an abatement and from 
their decision upon such application 
an appeal may be taken to the County 
Commissioners or the Superior Court 
in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 64 and 68-A of chapter fifty- 
nine. If an abatement is granted, any 
overpayment with interest thereon 
at the rate of six per cent per annum 
from iht* date of payment shall be re- 
funded by tiie city or town without 
any appropriation therefor by the 
municipality. Owners who neglect to 
pay taxes assessed under this chapter 
shall pay interest at the rate of six 
per cent per annum from the time 
when such taxes were payable until 
Paid, and if such payment is made be- 
fore the commencement of proceed- 
ings for recovery thereof, and twelve 
per cent, if made after commence- 
ment thereof.

WHAT A JAPANESE BOY LEARNED 
FROM HIS GRANDFATHER 


Joseph Hardy Neesima, a Japanese 
boy who came to New England to 
learn about God sixty-five years ago 
and then returned to Japan as a mis 
sionary, told this story:

If your evil inclinations spoil you as 
a slight pressure of snow might easily 
break down the tender shoot, liow sad 
I should he, my dear. Do you suppose 
I am unkind?’ 

“I remained speechless hut knew his 
kind intention and was ashamed of 
my naughtiness.’’

Auburndale Review Club 


Middle-nineteenth century interna- 
tional affairs formed the topic of study 
for the Review Club meeting last 
Tuesday morning, at the home of Mrs. 
Nelson Freeman. Mrs. Eugene Uf- 
ford, as chairman for the morning, 
introduced first Mrs. Graham, who, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Franklin Leland, 
sang delightfully two songs, the first 
by Grieg, the second by LaFarge. Next 
Mrs. Ufford gave a clear outline of 
the Alaskan question, from the eight- 
eenth century, through its purchase in 
1867. In contrast to other colonies, 
this was developed eastward by a 
European power, Russia through Si- 
beria seeking to extend its fur trade. 
After Behrings exploration in 1733, 
colonization began in 1799, and a Rus- 
sian-Aiuerican fur company was 
formed. Meeting the eastward trend, 
Boston men, seeking lumber, went 
west, and John Jacob Astor founded 
his family's wealth by trading posts 
from the Great Lakes to the Pacific. 
The final purchase in 18G7 for $7,200,- 
000, the extru $200,000 meaning with- 
out encumbrance, took place the same 
year that Nebraska was admitted to 
the Union, but Alaska was seven and 
a half limes us large. 

Two Mexican songs, sung by Mrs. 
Graham, gave the proper setting for 
Mrs. W. H. Blood’s history of the Mex- 
ican War. Its four definite causes, 
its brief and well-munuged campaign, 
especially the brilliancy of General 
Taylor; the attitudes or European 
powers, and the peace of 1848 were 
graphically told. The puzzling ques- 
tion "Was this a war or conquest?” 
was answered at least by a stronger 
and better Mexico, welded into u na- 
tion. 

As concluding paper, the Club en- 
joyed Mrs. Charles S. Grover’s account 
of the French and Maximilian in Mex- 
ico, from 18G1 to 18G7. Why did he 
accept .and why did he rail so soon? 
Urged by Napoleon 111, who wished to 
counterbalance England's recent 
gains; prodded by an ambitious wire; 
and influenced by no ignoble motives, 
us his 27 rules of life read daily 
proved; yet met by an apostate cler- 
gy, hard internal problems, an un- 
friendly United States, Maximilian 
fought bravely against a Republican 
army, and met bravely a death im- 
posed by his own decree ufcuiuBt 
rebels. 

As interesting side issue in inter- 
national relationships, the Club, at its 
business meeting, voted to send to 
Washington its vote for the reduction 
of tariff on fish, to help relationships 
with Cunudu; and on sugar, to help 
our Southern neighbor, Cuba. 

General Federation 

MOVING PICTURES. Continuing 
the list of pictures pre viewed by the 
General Federation Committee of Re- 
view, as explained in last week's 
| Column, Newton Clubwomen muy be 


enabled to decide wbat pictures suit 
tbelr tastes, are worth spending tbelr 
time to see, and what pictures they 
should permit their children to at- 
tend. 

Such a list as Is being given by the 
General Federation should be of great 
value to all who enjoy moving pic- 
tures but are disappointed with the 
theme or development of many of 
them. The list in full, as printed, 
gives a more detailed synopsis than 
there is space to give here, so that 
those who would like to know the de- 
tails may do bo by requesting copies 
of Mrs. Ambrose M. Diehl, 5400 Ho- 
bart street, Pittsburgh, Penn. Addi- 
tional information may be secured 
from Mrs. Ernest Drew, 324 Central 
street, Auburndule, who is Twelfth 
District adviser in this work, or from 
Mrs. O. A. Blalsdell, 12G Grand View 
avenue, Wollaston, chairman of the 
Motion Picture Division of the Com- 
munity Service Department of the 
State Federation, which is co-operat- 
ing with the General Federation and 
urges Clubwomen to support finan- 
cially the pictures sponsored, while 
refusing to patronize the poor ones. 

Of the 14 pictures reviewed In this 
Issue of the Review it is arresting to 
note that only four are mentioned as 
"for the whole family". The first, a 
"good comedy" and "amusing", is 
“Wise Girls” a M-G-M picture, story 
of a plumber who is sent to a home 
to repair some faulty plumbing but 
becomes very much involved in the 
affairs of the family. 

The second is "a good western that 
sustains interest” "The Long, Long 
Trail”, a Universal, story of a girl-shy 
cowboy, who, for the fun of it, earns 
himself a bad reputation. The third 
is "Love, Live and Laugh”, a Fox, 
story of a young Italian separated 
from his American sweetheart when 
he has to return to Italy, of his going 
to war where he is blinded, and his 
return to New York, where his sight 
is restored and he regains his sweet- 
heart. The fourth is “A Song of 
Kentucky”, a Fox, musical comedy of 
a song writer and a wealthy girl 
whose love affair does not run 
smoothly. 

The less satisfying comment of 
"harmless for children”, is applied to 
“The Big Jewel Case”, an Educational, 
story of wealthy people who disguise 
themselves to test the courage and 
trustworthiness of their servants, to 
whom they have entrusted jewels, 
after deciding to go on a vacation. 
"A fairly good comedy.” In the same 
category, with the comment, “all 
right for children”, there is "The 
Golden Bridle", a Universal, western 
melodrama, "very good in parts”. 

Frankly "unsuitable for children”, 
is the comment on "The Delightful 
Rogue”, an RKO; “The Locked Door", 
a United Artist; "The Racketeer”, a 
Pathe; and "Saturday Night Kid”, a 
Paramount. Almost as convincing in 
being unsuitable, although the com- 
ment is "all right for adults and 
youth”, or "older children”, are "Girl 
in the Show", a M-G-M.: "Rich Peo- 
ple”, a Pathe; and "Three Live 
Ghosts”, a United Artist. One that is 
stated as "amusing for adults, a 
rather sophisticated comedy for 
adults”, implies that it is not for chil- 
dren — "He Did His Best”, a Para- 
mount. 

An idea is given in brief of these 
stories, in order that adults may de- 
cide whether or not they would find 
them interesting to see. “The Delight- 
ful Rogue” is a story of a daring 
young pirate, wanted by the police, in 
love with an island dancer. "The 
Locked Door” is a story of a woman 
forced to choose between saving her 
t ister from an unscrupulous man and 
i tcriflcing her own happiness. Trag- 
f ily, until the end brings happiness. 

‘ The Racketeer" disguises himself as 
a wealthy society man. and the girl he 
v.oos finds out the truth only in time. 
‘ Saturday Night Kid” is a story of an 
ungrateful, selfish girl who tries to 
win the love of her sister’s sweet- 
heart, and gambles with funds en- 
trusted to her sister. 

"Girl in the Show” is a story of a 
stranded "Uncle Tom’s Cabin” stock 
company. “Rich People" is a story of 
a bored wealthy girl who seeks relief 
in a mild affair with a man of little 
money. "Three Live Ghosts", is a 
story of three soldiers who return to 
London to find themselves reported 
dead. “Very amusing." 

"He Did His Best” story of a hus- 
band who asks his wife to spend an 
evening with a bachelor friend while 
he (the husband) attends a meeting.

Prof. Klrtley F. Mather delivered 
the second of his series of lectures on 
the trend of modern science at the 
regular weekly meeting of the Mather 
Cluss last Sunday morning at the 
Newton Centre Woman’s Club House. 

His subject was “The Nature of 
Energy.” 

In the changing current of modern 
thought the purpose of this series of 
lectures is to review the results of 
modern scientific investigation. The 
lectures themselves, at the rate of one 
a month, will not have a definitely 
religious significance except as every- 
thing in the world has religious sig- 
nificance and we want to discover the 
tacts on which to establish a firm 
I basis for our religious faith. 

In the lecture last month it was 
seen that matter is not ultimate 
reality, but the product of something 
that went before. It is an efTect and 
not a cause. It is not eternal. It can 
be created and it can be destroyed or 
so modified that It can no longer be 
called matter. 

It should be carefully borne in mind 
that the conclusions of science are far 
form being certainties. They are 
merely highly probable. 

Matter is an expression of energy. 
We do not understand the real ess- 
ence of energy. We know more or 
less about it and can describe what it 
does. We want to know as much as 
we can find out about it. 

We have the energy of electricity. 
Press a button and the room is flooded 
with light. 

There is mechanical energy, illus- 
trated by the coiled spring of the 
alarm clock, able to do work. 

The energy of the raised weight is 
shown in the grandfather’s clock. 
This is the energy of position. 

Chemical energy appears in gun- 
powder, coal, and oil. 

Energy of motion is exemplified by 
the rifle bullet and the moving auto- 
mobile. 

Heat is a source of energy. When 
analyzed, heat appears but a form of 
the energy of motion. A bullet strikes, 
is flattened, and becomes fused by the 
resultant heat. Molecules in free air 
are moving at high velocity. 500 yards 
per second. They move only a short 
distance before they collide with one 
another. Heat increases their veloc- 
ity. As they cool off. they move slower 
and have less frequent impacts. When 
they go so slow that they merely 
slide past one another and squirm 
around, we call the substance a liquid 
instead of a gas. It is a solid when 
the molecules become stationary. It 
is merely a difference in the velocities 
of the molecules that makes the cold 
solid, the warm liquid, and the hot 
gas. 

Energy suggests movement. One 
type of motion runs through all na- 
ture. Toss a pebble into a pool. The 
energy of impact is determined by the 
velocity and mass of the moving ob- 
ject. The ripples radiate outward. 
This is radiant energy, and all energy 
is, in its essence, radiant. The ripples 
are the mechanism that distributes the 
energy. A cork on the surface will rise 
and fall. The water does not move 
outward but only up and down. The 
cork will not drift with the ripples. 
It is merely a disturbance, and the 
water returns to its former place. It 
is the same with the ripples in a 
waving field, of grain. Waves are sim- 
ply a means of distributing energy. 

Light waves distribute energy at 
the rate of 186,320 miles per second. 
Each color has a different wave 
length, but they all move with the 
same velocity. The red wave is longer 
than the violet wave. Being longer, 
fewer red waves pass a given point in 
a given unit of time. Frequency of 
waves indicates the number of waves 
that pass a given point in a second 
400 million million red waves per 
second is their frequency. The violet 
waves are half as long, so 800 million 
million of them pass a point in a sec- 
ond. The shorter the length the 
greater the frequency. The ultra 
violet is too short and the infra red 
too long for our eyes to see. Likewise 
there are sounds which humans can- 
not hear, but animals can hear them. 
Our senses are sharply limited. 

There is no known gap between 
radio waves and waves of light. The 
only difference is in wave length. The 
longest radio waves are over a mile. 
Their frequency is thus 1S6.320, be- 
cause they travel with the speed of 
light. The ordinary light ray is one 
ten-millionth of an inch long, with a 
frequency of 800,000,000 per second. 

Radio active substances sponta- 
neously decompose, and, in so doing, 
emit radiation and lose weight. Thus 
energy means weight. Three different 
emissions are shot out from a radio 
active compound, Alpha, Beta, and 
Gamma rays. 

The Alpha rays are particles of 
matter, the nuclei of helium atoms. 
They move with enormous speed, de- 
pending on the nature of the sub- 
stance. but at lqpst 30.000 times as 
fast as the molecules of the air. They 
may shoot through a molecule and 
punch a hole in it, or they may de- 
flect the molecule from its path. 

The Beta particles are electrons. 
The atom has a nucleus of closely 
packed electrons and protons, around 
which other electrons move freely. 
These latter are the Beta particles in 
radio active substances. They are the 
free electrons. They restore the 
balance of the atom. An Alpha part- 
icle shoots out and upsets the balance, 
then a Beta (negative charged elec- 
tron) shoots out to balance things. 
The Beta particles are slower than 
light, from 150.000 to LGO.OOO miles 
per second. They are very tiny and 
are deflected by the molecule. They 
can be made to do work. 

The Gamma rays are not particles 
at all. but they are shorter than ultra 
violet rays. They are the shortest 
rays we knew until recently. They 
are 1/1000 as long us a light ray. 
They measure one ten-billionth of an 
inch in length. Their speed is 10 
times 12 (inches in a foot) times 
5280 (feet in a mile) times 1 86,320, 
and that is their speed in miles per 
second, extremely rapid transit. 

Radiation is a means or method of 
distributing energy and it has weight. 
The little whlligig In the jeweler’s 
window has u black and a gilded disk. 
The black one absorbs light rays. The 


gilded one throws back the light rays 
and moves away from the source of 
the light. The apparatus revolves be- 
cause of the weight of the impact of 
the light rays. The pressure is not 
heavy. If a 50-horsepower search 
light blazed a century, its total ra- 
diation would weigh 1 20 of an ounce. 
If you bought electric energy by the 
pound, one pound of electricity would 
cost $500,000,000. The unit is too big 
and the weights too small for com- 
merce. Gamma rays are not particles. 
They do weigh something, but not 
much. 

Uranium has the highest atomic 
number and is our most compex sub- 
stance. An ounce of uranium will 
decompose into S/10 oz. lead, over 
1/10 oz. helium, and 2/10,000 oz. 
Gamma rays, which are the electro- 
magnetic energy or mortar that holds 
the electrons and protons together, 
and keeps matter from flying to 
pieces. Uranium thus transmutes it- 
self into something else. A Japanese 
thinks he can change mercury into 


gold, but it costs 10,000 times as much 
as the gold is worth. It is a doubtful 
proposition, because man cannot hast- 
en or retard nature's spontaneous de- 
composition of a radioactive com* 
pound.* !: works intermittently toy 
jerks. By the quantum theory, each 
supply or quantum of energy does cer- 
tain things and those alone. A red 
light will not fog a photo film no mat- 
ter how long exposed, but an instant 
of ultra violet light will fog it. Each 
bit of energy does its own work, and 
no amount of other energy will an- 
swer as a substitute. 

The cosmic ray is our newest ray. 
It penetrates 16 feet of lead. The 
Gamma ray will penetrate 1 16 inch. 
The cosmic ray is the shortest ray. 
and can smash the atom. This liber- 
ates the electrons and releases crea- 
tive power.

In vuln linve I studied the lists of 
those who are candidates for Mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen at the city 
election next month for the name of 
some member of the fair sex with an 
ambition to rule or assist in ruling 
the city. Are they shy? Or what is 
the trouble? Certainly nobody can 
say they are not competent. Thut 
would be a ridiculous statement. 
Prof. Rogers, he of "snob" fame, tells 
us politics is distasteful to women or 
something like that. Maybe he knows 
but I am not satisfied with that ex 
planation. I have the pleasure of talk 
lug witli women who enjoyed political 
discussions and whose views were not 
only sound but illuminating. So far 
as mental resources are concerned 
wouldn’t say they were not qualified 
to hold public office. Rather I should 
say that many of them had superior 
Qualities for the job. 

As a matter of fact the more I 
ponder over this the more I am con- 
vinced that there are subjects that 
come before the city fathers which 
the city mothers could handle not only 
as well but perhaps better.

The president of the Massachusetts 
Senate. Hon. Oaspar O. Baron, told lh»* 
women voters before whom he spoke 
last Tuesday that Improper lobbying 
must be stopped “so far as It is car- 
ried on in the State House over which 
we have jurisdiction.” i can under- 
stand why the Senator wishes to have 
those who resort to unscrupulous 
methods prevented from seeking to 
influence legislation. He Implies that 
he is not going to put up wit It it at 
the coming session. 

Perhaps the readers of this column 
will forgive a personal allusion. I 
nHk them to indulge me, for the rea- 
son that Senator Bacon said what I 
iiave several times in this space tried 
to set forth. His words I would re- 
peat: 

“The buttonholing of members in 
the hails often reacts against the ar- 
dent- solicitor and does more harm 
than good. .No man likes to he 
coerced. Full opportunity to present 
all sides of every question will always 
be given by committees. The mails 
can be and are used for the dissemi- 
nation of propaganda.” 

Apparently the president of the 
upper branch of the Legislature is 
convinced that something is wrong. 

I am sure that he is sincere. Further- 
more I believe that he is entitled to 
assistance. By the latter I mean that 
every voter should weigh what the 
Senator says and observe it. I hope 
they may. 

Now my reason for urging all voters 
to do their lobbying like ladies and 
gentlemen is that it will remove any 
charge by legislators that the public 
make their jobs hard for them. The 
members of the General Court are 
frequently criticised and not often 
without just cause. However, it is 
true that they are pulled and hauled 
in a way that is not legitimate by per- 
sons who are high-minded but ob- 
sessed with a belief that the cause 
which they espouse warrants any kind 
of tactics. 

In telling us what the members of 
tlie General Court are compelled to 
face in the way of importuning. Sen- 
ator Bacon is perhaps coming back 
at those outside of the Legislature 
who publicly and privately condemn 
thut whole body without sound reason. 
If the people are at fault in this re- 
gard — I mean this promoting or ob- 
structing of legislation which Senator 
Bacon condemns — let those on the; 
outside do their part by refraining 
from such practices as he deplores. 
By keeping our own slate clean we 
give the legislators no comeback to 
our criticism of them.

AMERICAN LEGION AUXILIARY 


Renewal of membership in the Red 
Cross, is one of the pleasant duties 
of tills time of year. In Newton it is 
lone without extensive ballyhoo, which 
reflects credit upon our citizens. Pos- 
sibly a “drive" or a “push" might 
raise the final total when the rollcall 
has ended but I think that Newton 
people prefer to attend to such mat 
ters themselves. Any reminder be 
yond that issued by the Mayor, which 
is both brief and eloquent, should 
scarcely seem necessary. Notice 
through the mail ought to lie sufficient. 

In large cities of a cosmopolitan 
character the people must lie given 
practical demonstrations of what the 
Red Cross does in time of disaster. 
That is, in places where the noble 
work has not previously been neces- 
sary because of some calamity. In 
Newton the people are familiar with 
what the Red Cross means ami should 
unhesitatingly respond. I say that 
they know what is going on. Possibly 
all do not. Then they should learn. 

If it were war or conflagration or 
fioood or disease that alone demanded 
the activities of the Red Cross New- 
ton people might feel that it was 
merely an appeal to their sympathies. 
But as revealed by Newton Chapter, 
Red Cross, one learns that there are 
many things taught for the benefit of 
all classes of people and all ages. 
The scope of the' endeavor extends di- 
rectly into every home. Those who are 
unaware of the accomplishments and 
have the time should look into de- 
tails to satisfy themselves. Then 
they will unhesitatingly forward one 
dollar to the Red Cross treasury.

Most Scouts Ever in Council 

Today Norumhega Council, the city 
of Newton, has more Scouts than it 
has ever had before in its history! 
Tlie highest point before this date was 
In 1921, when t h . • Council then com- 
prised Newton, Needham and Welles- 
ley. There were then 563 Scouts in 
Norumhega Council. In 1925, 2 years 
prior to the Council re-organizntion, 
on a basis approved by the National 
Council of the Boy Scouts of America, 
Needham and Wellesley withdrew. 
At tlie present time there are about 
350 men in Newton actively inter- 
ested and working for and in the 
Council during the year, at one. time 
or another, in one job or another. At 
the time of the re-organization, there 
were about 75 men. Tlie increase in 
boy and man strength in Newton 
Scouting since the re-organization lias 
been tremendous and almost beyond 
belief! 

In addition, during the last 2Vj 
years there has been a well-rounded 
program developed, comparing very 
favorably with other strong Councils 
in the country which have been in op- 
eration for many years longer. 

Camping 

Over the last week-end Troop l-A 
reported to the Council Headquarters 
that they were planning a trip to 
Monndnock over the week-end and 
requesting tlie necessary permission 
to make such a trip. It was of course 
granted and Troop 4-A’s beach-wagon 
(Ford) started off on its trip on Satur- 
day. While there has been no report 
to date, the Scouts under Mr. Lich- 
tenthaeler, as ever, had a most won- 
derful trip, camping on their old fa- 
vorite site on that mountain. 

Ranger D. K. Ingraham, of the Nob- 
scot Reservation, reports a flood of 
Scouts and officers and tremendous 
amount of activity at the Reservation 
over the Armistice Day week-end. The 
sound of hammering was "heard in tlie 
land” as Troops worked on their cab- 
ins: shouts as the Scouts worked to- 
gether carrying rocks for flre-places, 
indoor and outdoor. Troop 2, Auburn-

While the hunting season is on, the 
natives and neighbors around the Res- 
ervation report that there are the 
smallest number of hunters in the re- 
gion of the Reservation ever known. 
They give credit to the Ranger for 
this very favorable situation. 

Troop 19, Center, Dedicates Cabin 

On Sunday afternoon, November 
10th, Troop 19, Center, dedicated its 
cabin which lies on Squanto Trail, 
near King Philip’s Look-Out. Silas 
Philips, Senior Patrol Leader of the 
Troop, acted as Master of Ceremonies. 
The opening was a flag-raising, fol- 
lowed by the introduction by Si of Mr. 
Charles Wood Bond of the Executive 
Board of the Council and a part-donor 
of the cabin. He spoke and Mr.

PLAY FINAL GAME 

AT BROOKLINE 

The annual Thanksgiving Day foot- 
ball game between the Newton and 
Brookline high school tennis will he 
played the holiday morning on the 
Brookline Field. It had been previ- 
ously announced thnt the game would 
he singed at Nickerson Field. River- 
side. Boston University’s athletic field. 
Two weeks ago when the officials of 
both schools went to the field to plan 
for the printing of tickets for the 
game it was found that the seating 
capacity was limited to about 3050 
and not 5000 as the Boston Univer- 
sity authorities had stated. Four hun- 
dred of these seats are well beyond 
the end of the playing field and are 
prnctically valueless from which to 
witness a football game. It was then 
decided to transfer the game to Brook- 
line for the third consecutive year. It 
will mnrk the falling of the curtain 
on the 1929 football season for both 
schools, neither of which has a very 
good record. But regardless of the 
outcome of their previous games it 
will be a nip and tuck affair and it 
will he a game well worth seeing. 

The championship of the Suburban 
league has been practically won by 
Somerville with four victories in five 
games to its credit. Next Thursday 
the Dickerman coached eleven takes 
on Rindge Tech and should the latter 
win the Somerville team can do no 
worse than wind up in a top place 
tie for the league title. Rindge, handi- 
capped by the loss of Boyle, its star 
back, because of having reached his 
20th birthday the week following the 
Newton game, is the underdog of the 
game. If Rindge loses to Somerville 
it will give Everett a chance to jump 
into second place by defeating Cam- 
bridge Latin. The latter team has 
yet to win a game, not only in the 
league but for the season, but Everett 
will not have an easy time as Cam- 
bridge Latin has been a jinx for Ev- 
erett for some years. Thus the only 
thing at stake in the Newton-P.rookline 
game outside of the satisfaction of 
winning is fourth place. Newton is 
in that position at present but only 
a solitary point above the Wealthy 
Towners. If Brookline wins their po- 
sitions will be reversed. 

The two elevens have records quite 
comparable. Newton lias won but one 
of its eight games, tied two and lost 
five while Brookline has been victori- 
ous once, tied once, and lost six. New- 
ton has scored 32 points, Brookline 25 
as against their opponents 105 and 123 
respectively. The single victory on 
each team’s list is over the same op- 
ponent. Cambridge Latin. The orange 
and black tied Everett and Quincy 
while Brookline held Lynn Classical 
to a scoreless game in its opening 
encounter. Newton has been defeated 
by Malden. Somerville, Medford, 
Rindge and Waltham. Brookline has 
been the victim of Boston English. 
Watertown, Everett, Rindge. Somer- 
ville and Boston College High. The 
common opponents have been the 
other members of the Suburban 
league. Everett scored once for a 7 
to 0 victory over Brookline while 
Newton outplayed the Gildea team by 
far hut failed to put over the win- 
ning punch. Rindge topped the 
Wealthy Towners 19 to 13 and de- 
feated Newton 14 to 7. Somerville 
had little difficulty in scoring 24 
points against the red and blue but 
was held to two late game touch- 
downs by Newton. On the basis of 
comparative scores Newton would 
seem to have a slight edge. 

But games between Newton and 
Brookline cannot be forecast by pre- 
vious records. There have been too 
many cases where mediocre teams 
have outplayed themselves to win 
over a favored outfit. It will he the 
33rd meeting between the two schools 
on the gridiron. Newton lias won 
nineteen, Brookline ten and three 
games have been tied. The Wealthy 
Towners have not been victorious 
since 1920 while Newton has not 
scored a touchdown on their chief 
rivals since 1923. Newton’s winning 
margin the past two years has been 
a field goal by Joe Gilligan’a educated 
toe. 

A glance at the records reveals 
some interesting facts. The first meet- 
ing between the two was in 1894, a 
return game was played the next year. 
Rivalry was not resumed until 1899 
and it has not since been interrupted. 
Brookline won the first two games and 
the one in 1899 before Newton turned 
the tables. But since the turn of the 
century Newton’s victories outnumber 
Brookline’s considerably. The tie 
games were in 1915, 1922, and 1924, 
tin* first being six to six and the oth- 
ers scoreless. Brookline’s victories 
were in 1902, 1905, 1910, 1912. 1916, 
1925. and 192U. Newton has piled up 
a point total of 324 points against 140. 
Newton's biggest years were in 1917, 
'IS and ’19 when they won by scores 
of 44 to 0. 39 to 7, and 34 to 0. Brook- 
line's best year was in 1895 with a 
22 to 0 margin. 

Since Newton started winning 
Brookline lias never won two games 
in a row but once — in 1925 and 1920 
when Roger Gleason, now at Harvard, 
was the outstanding member of the 
squad. Newton's longest winning 
streak extended over five years from 
1917 through 1921. The following year 
was <ui< of the tie games, the next 
Captain Ned Dewing’s team came 
through in the second half to pull out 
a 10 to 13 win, after Brookline had 
taken a lir.-t hart load of 13 to «». and 
the noxt year was another scoreless 
battle. That year, 1924, wus the first 
Henson that Tom Hines was the eoaeh 
of the red and blue ami since lie took 
lip I lie coaching reins no Newton elev 
en lias crossed the Brookline goal. He 
gave up his football duties tills fall to 
devote more of his time to the phv 
steal education department. He ban 
been succeeded by his assistant, Tom 
Fitzgerald who will endeavor to keep 
UP Hines’ record. 

.Many of the players on the Newton 
team will be starting their first and 
lust Brookline game. In fact only 
two of this year’s squad took part in

3oth against the Navy in Philadel- 
phia. Henry Johnson received a mi- 
nor injury to his side in the Cornell 
game last Saturday and did not do 
much work this week. 

Bowdoin Nosed Out 

Bowdoin was nosed out last Satur- 
day by Tufts at the Tufts Oval, 7 to 
6. The Bowdoin line outplayed the 
Jumbos and opened up big holes all 
the afternoon but the Polar Bear of- 
fence registered but once. In live 
plays from the Tufts 40-yard line 
Bowdoin scored, four of the live plays 
were for gains of over ten-yards.

COUNTRY DAY WINS 

CHAMPIONSHIP 


Fighting Its way to a smashing 19-0 
victory over Browne and Nichols at 
Cambridge, last Friday, Country Day’s 
powerful eleven took undisputed pos- 
session of the championship of the 
Private Day School League of Greater 
Boston for 1929. This decisive victory 
over Its ancient rivuls, particularly 
sweet in view of last year’s G-0 defeat, 
brings to a close one of the most out- 
standing seasons In the football his- 
tory of the famous institution on the 
hill. With hut the 7-0 defeat at tho 
hands of the strong Milton Academy 
contingent marring its record, with 
the Private Day School title under its 
belt, and with both the second and 
third varsities undefeated this fall, 
Country Day ran truly boast of an ex- 
ceptional season. Head couch Howard 
R. Wiles, assisted by Malcolm Clarke, 
have worked hard with their charges 
this fall, and the results must be very 
gratifying. 

The game began at 2:30, and Coun- 
try Day took the field at 2:10. Numer- 
ous pictures were taken by newspaper 
photographers. The sun came out 
brightly at game time, and the con- 
ditions would have been ideal, had not 
the Browne and Nichols field been 
muddy from the morning rains, ne- 
cessitating mud cleats. Captain 
George T. Bottomley, Country Day 
quarterback, won the toss and re- 
ceived the kickoff from acting-captain 
Tarlton of B. & N. After three first 
downs. Country Day’s attack stalled 
momentarily, and Gleason punted. B. 
& N. soon kicked back, and then the 
Newton eleven staged an Irresistible 
sixty yard touchdown march on 
straight line bucks with Bottomley, 
Gleason and Eddie Downes carrying 
for gains which averaged six yards 
each. Francis Gleason of Newton, 
triple-threat backfleld ace who scored 
all three touchdowns, took the ball 
over from the three yard-line for the 
first score of the game. Capt. Bottom- 
ley added the point by rushing, mak- 
ing the score 7-0. Late In the second 
period another long march, with throe 
end runs gaining a lot of ground, 
netted a second touchdown. Again 
Gleason was the back to tally, but he 
had to leave the game a moment later 
because of a leg-injury. The point was 
not added. 

In the second period. B. & N. put 
on a much fiercer offensive which 
twice took them quite a long way 
down tho field. A inarch to Coun- 
try Day’s twenty yard-line, was stop- 
ped when the ball was taken away 
on downs, and another rnlly failed to 
bring fruit when a fumble was re- 
covered by Eddie Downes, Newton 
halfback. B. & N. gained at these 
times thru the efforts of Schmidt and 
Tenney around the ends, with Basil 
MacGuire, six-foot-four-inch shot-putt- 
ing colossus running as personal in- 
terferer. This large lad had a way of 
dumping his two hundred-odd pounds, 
at intervals, on about every member 
of the Country Day team, and seemed 
to get a great deal of personal satis- 
faction from it. Had it not been for 
his great defensive play, it is most 
likely that 13. & N. would have had 
two or three more scores tallied 
against it. Country Day could not 
quite develop a scoring punch in the 
third period, hut worked the ball into 
position for another touchdown by 
Gleason late in the last quarter. 
Browne and Nichols launched a fur- 
ious passing attack after this, hut it 
failed to click sufficiently to produce a 
score before the final whistle blew. 

Considering the inclement weather 
which preceded the game a large 
crowd was on hand to witness the 
championship conflict. A very great 
part of those present favored Coun- 
try Day, and so great was their jub- 
ilation at their favorite’s victory, that 
they hastened to tear down one of the 
Browne and Nichols goal-posts. It was 
with difficulty that they could he res- 
trained from demolishing the other 
one. The one torn down was smashed 
to bits, and carried off in pieces as 
souvenirs, by Country Day supporters. 
The team finished the season with 169 
points scored to its opponents’ 131. 
This gives an indication of what it 
scoring-machine has been developed 

Following the game, the whole 
Country Day squad convened at a 
banquet held at Barnstable hall, and 
afterwards went en masse to a mus- 
ical comedy in town. The speakers 
of the evening included head coach 
Wiles, Dr. Faxon, the varsity physi- 
cian, Capt. George Bottomley, Francis 
H. Gleason, Robert Johnston, and Ed- 
win Lyman.

Ward 1 Improvement 


Of New Education 


Newtonville Parents Learn of Mod- 
ern Methods 


Shakespeare’s boy, whining and 
lagging on his Journey to school, was 
a long ways from Newtonville Wed- 
nesday evening as 200 fathers, 300 
mothers, and 33 teachers gathered in 
tho Adams, Claflin, and Horace Munn 
schools. 

"The youngster made me promise 
to come for a few minutes, and I’ve 
been here two hours.” "I never un- 
derstood what you were driving at 
before.” "Why don’t we do this more 
often?” Such were the comments of 
parents who came to “visit school” and 
stayed to study education. Beyond 
illustration after Illustration of regu- 
lar work, there was little to attract; 
but on every hand were examples of 
the differences between the old and 
the new in teaching — and these 
changes were especially striking to 
several who had themselves attended 
school in these same buildings. 

Each parent found on his child’s 
desk samples of the work he had been 
doing this fall and about the walls 
were evidences of the nature and 
quality of accomplishment for that 
room at this time of year. The new 
types of books, especially the new 
texts in Reading and English, were 
displayed. Elsewhere were progress 
charts covering everything from spell- 
ing to sleep, and on the tables were 
maps, models, and “museums” used in 
English, Geography, History, and even 
Arithmetic. Each room had its own 
particular manifestation of Education 
as applied in a modern public school 
system — buying a house and budget- 
ing expenses in Newtonville, a study 
of aviation, feeding and clothing re- 
fugees, tlie post office, stores and 
cafeterias, weighing dolls and football 
squads, and outfitting scouts, and so 
on through twenty or more projects. 

Illustrating how the school Is call- 
ing on the “movies” to interpret tho 
hooks, a section of film on New Eng- 
land Fisheries was shown — an es- 
pecially interesting film as the scena- 
rio was written by Newton teachers 
and the pictures taken along our coast 
and*" the Banks.” 

Miss Bragg acted as interpreter of 
the New, and in a brief talk, packed 
with illustration and enthusiasm, 
unified and crystalized for the parents 
the things they had glimpsed in the 
rooms. And finally, the Education 
Committee of the Woman’s Club 
closed the evening with simple re- 
freshments.

Association Meets 


(Mans Political Hally on December 
Third 


The newly organized Ward 1 Im- 
provement Association met Wednes- 
day evening at Bay State Hall, New- 
ton to adopt by-laws and elect officers. 
The officers chosen are — President, 
Miss Julia M. Enegess, 25 Fayette 
street; Vice President, William O. 
Fanning, 5 Pond avenue; Secretary, 
Miss Margaret McDonald, 78 Gardner 
street; Treasurer, A. Charles Dunn. 
167 Pearl street. 

This association has been organized 
by citizens of Ward 1 who are deter- 
mined to conduct a vigorous, persis- 
tent campaign to bring about much 
needed and long deferred improve- 
ments in that section. The first major 
effort of the association will be to 
have Laundry Brook covered at Boyd 
Park and along Jackson road. This 
brook has been covered along the re- 
mainder of its course and is a source 
of danger to children as well as a 
health menace where it remains open 
running through a thickly settled 
neighborhood and through a public 
playground. The Boyd Park play- 
ground, the second oldest in the city, 
in the midst of a congested section, 
has failed to provide anything like 
proper recreation facilities for the 
hundreds of children who live near- 
by; the open brook limiting the use 
of the playground and causing many 
mothers to prevent their small chil- 
dren from playing there because of 
the danger. One child has been 
drowned in the brook and a number 
of other tots have had narrow escapes. 
In the winter time children are not 
allowed to coast at the park because 
of the brook. Many of the children 
who reside close to Boyd Park Play- 
ground go to Burr Park, two-thirds 
of a mile distant to play. 

The brook along Jackson road pre- 
sents an unsightly appearance. Last 
summer for six weeks it was polluted 
by sewage which entered from a break 
in the sewer a couple of hundred 
yards from where the brook emerges 
from a conduit at Jackson road. 

One of the arguments which has 
been offered against the covering of 
the brook is the matter of the ex- 
pense involved. The people of the 
vicinity contend that less needed im- 
provements have been made in other 
parts of the city which involved con- 
siderably greater expense. They can- 
not see why their section, one of the 
oldest in the city, should be discrimin- 
ated against, especially when the 
health of the community and proper 
recreation facilities for hundreds of 
children is concerned. 

In addition to this improvement, 
the new association will bend its end- 
eavors to bring about other improve- 
ments in the ward such as better side- 
walks and street lighting. 

One of the grievances discussed at 
the meeting Wednesday night is the 
failure of the city to provide proper 
police protection for the small chil 
dren attending the Lincoln School at 
Pearl and Thornton streets. This is 
a dangerous intersection and no offi- 
cer is stationed there when the little 
tots are going to or coming from 
school. Another place where it is 
asserted a policeman should be on 
traffic duty to protect school children 
is on Watertown street opposite Pearl 
where pupils from three schools cross 
this main thoroughfare. 

A membership committee will be 
appointed and it is hoped that within 
a comparatively short time new mem- 
bers from all sections of the Ward 
will have been brought Into the new 
organization.

Mr. Denio felt convinced of the 
wisdom of having sufficient life in 
surance to cover the inheritance and 
income taxes levied on an estate with- 
out having to sell securities at a sac- 
rifice to pay them when due.

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THANKSGIVING 

Three hundred and eight years ago our New England an- 
cestors gave Thanks that their first crops had been fruitful. 
Every year thereafter it became a custom for the various col- 
onies* to set aside one day for this purpose. General Washing- 
ton designated Thursday, Nov. 26th, 1789 as Thanksgiving Day 
in his Proclamation of that year. Until the Civil War it was 
merely a state affair. In 1864 President Lincoln issued a proc- 
lamation appointing the fourth Thursday in November there- 
after as a national Thanksgiving Day. This rule almost ceased 
to exist after his assassination but the chief executives of the 
nation who succeeded Abraham Lincoln renewed it. If the 
Puritans, with all the hardships and the handicaps that filled 
their lives, were moved to give thanks, how much more have 
we in this present day for which to be thankful. While a turkey 
dinner and “all the fixin’s” is the usual feature of Thanksgiving 
Day, let us pause a moment and think of the real meaning be- 
hind the day. 


A LONG AWAITED IMPROVEMENT 

The replacement of trolley cars with terminals at Newton 
Corner by busses removed much of the danger and slowing up 
of automobile traffic in that section. The covering of the old 
tracks from the traffic tower to a point opposite the bank build- 
ing and the removal of the tracks from that point westerly to 
Channing street is another step in a long-awaited improvement. 
Although much temporary inconvenience has been caused it 
will be worth it in the end. It is planned to resurface only the 
portion of the street where the tracks were. This will mean that 
sooner or later parking privileges will again have to be re- 
stricted, traffic diverted, and more inconvenience caused, while 
the sides of the street are being repaired. It is reasonable to 
assume that the cost of doing it all now would be somewhat 
less than it will eventually cost. 


THE ELIOT MEMORIAL 

A letter to the editor in another column calls attention to a 
sad state of conditions existing at the Eliot Memorial. It is 
deplorable that the Garden City of the state should neglect one 
of its most historical memorials. Newton has much to be proud 
of, but unless these conditions are remedied before the Ter- 
centenary celebration, which will undoubtedly bring many vis- 
itors from other cities and states to this spot, a very poor im- 
pression will be made. While it is not too late to correct the 
situation, provision should be made to keep this and similar 
places in proper condition at all times. 


ORGANIZING THE VOTERS 

The formation of an organization to be known as the Newton 
Public Officers Election Committee is a step in the right di- 
rection. Every citizen should be registered, should vote and 
should know the qualifications of the various candidates for 
office. The main objectives of the organization are to seek 
qualified candidates for office, induce the residents of the city 
to get registered and to vote — in short, to increase the interest 
of the average citizen in city elections. In the past few years 
the population of Newton has neared, and perhaps surpassed 
the 60,000 mark. The number of registered voters is slightly 
over 30,000. Many are still not registered voters although 
eligible. Many of those that are registered do not vote. An 
increased interest in city election and city affairs by the people 
will aid the city as a whole. 


“WELL DONE” 

The late John A. Fenno, wtfiose death this week it is our sad 
duty to record, had a long, useful, and honorable life, both in 
business circles and in community service. Mr. Fenno was one 
of those far-sighted members of our city government of thirty- 
five to forty years ago who brought about the installation of our 
sewerage system, the laying out of Commonwealth avenue, and 
the abolition of grade crossings on the main line of the Boston 
& Albany. It is to such men as Mr. Fenno that the city owes 
its present high standard of municipal service. He richly de- 
serves the scriptural encomium of “Well Done.” 


RIVALRY 

The football season is approaching the end of the 1929 sea- 
son. The big games of the season are on and the rivalry is 
intense. Much has been said on the overemphasis given to the 
gridiron sport. Like everything else it can be carried to ex- 
tremes. On the other hand the value that comes to a young 
athlete by participation in team and individual sports is great.

BUSINESSMEN MEET 


The November meeting of the New- 
ton Business Associates was held last 
evening at the Hunnewell Club. Mr. 
Frank H. Damon, head of Damon Hall 
School for Girls of Newton, was the 
guest and speaker. His subject was the 
celebration of the Tercentenary in 
Newton. 

He suggested that the businessmen 
of Newton Corner could raise funds 
for this purpose by issuing a booklet 
entitled “Newton from 1630-1930.’’ 
The first portion to be devoted to the 
history of the city and the remainder 
to Newton of the present day. In this 
latter section would be included all 
the facts, figures and statistics of a 
long list of subjects, including the fire, 
police, other departments, etc. These 
booklets could bo sold by any one of 
several campaigns at twenty-five cents 
each and $2000 could be raised. An- 
other way to raise money would be 
to put on an entertainment. 

As to spending it Mr. Damon had 
many suggestions. A tablet on the 
site of the first white man's hut in 
Newton could be erected for a few 
hundred dollars. The erection of mile- 
stone markers along the route that 
marked the first spotted trail through 
Newton was another. A monster pa- 
rade with prizes for the best float de- 
picting historic facts of Newton, an- 
other prize for the best decorated pri- 
vate automobile, speeches by the Gov- 
ernor, Mayor and other officials, bands 
and so on. A fourth suggestion was 
the staging of a Community Pageant 
with a 1000 people taking part. It is 
easier, he said, to handle 1000 in an 
affair of this kind than it is a hundred 
as less attention must be paid to de- 
tails when a massed effect is desired. 

At the close of his remarks it was 
voted that the part the organization 
would play in the Tercentenary cele- 
bration he left to the recommendation 
of the executive committee. It was 
the consensus of opinion that Mr. Da- 
mon’s offer of aid should be accepted. 

A business session was held at 
which the minutes of the previous 
meeting were accepted. The report 
of the executive committee meetings 
at which it was decided to change the 
dues to $3.00 annually for each mem- 
ber with tickets to the monthly din- 
ners at $1.25 each for members in 
good standing and $1.50 for guests 
and members whose dues were not 
paid was also accepted. Mention was 
made of the political rally to be held 
on December 4th which is mentioned 
elsewhere in this issue. Considerable 
discussion was held on the question 
of seeking a change in the parking 
restrictions at Newton Corner to a 
limit of an hour. It was voted that 
the Associates go on record as en- 
dorsing the petition now being cir- 
culated to that effect and to notify 
the Board of Aldermen of the action. 
Suggestions were made as to provid- 
ing a parking place on the sites now 
occupied by the old fire station and 
moving picture house. 

The annual window dressing con- 
test for the Christmas holidays was 
discussed and it was voted to offer 
three cups instead of cash prizes as 
in the past. 

A nominating committee with Wil- 
liam Pike as chairman was named to 
present a slate of officers to be elected 
at the January meeting.

Monster Cake Baked to 

Order of Polish King 

A remarkable performance by n bak- 
ery In 1730 Is exhibited by an old 
drawing of that time. It was the 
baking, for the king of Poland, of an 
immense cake or loaf, by the master 
baker Zncharlus of Dresden, in nn 
oven nt Zeithaln. It required 1,800 
quarts of wheat flour, one and a half 
barrels of yenst, 320 quarts of milk. 3.* 
000 eggs and three pounds of nutmegs. 
The cake, which was about 30 feet 
long and 10 feet wide, was kneaded 
on a huge sliding draw plate, which 
was rolled Into the oven by chains. 
The oven, which was of tremendous 
size for those times, was heated from 
underneath and had 12 chimneys. 

When tlie cake was baked It was 
rolled out of the oven, loaded onto n 
long wagon and hauled hy eight horses 
from tlie bakery at Zelthnin to the 
headquarters of the review at Rnde- 
wltz. The special knife used for cut- 
ting It was 20 feet long. 


Cow’s Ability to Jump 

Heralded as Discovery 

A discovery was recently made by a 
regular contributor to n famous Lon- 
don dally pajer. A discovery that Is 
really old news to every farmer.

IN October this country sold to other 
* countries merchandise amounting to 
five hundred and thirty million dollnrs, 
a record for the year, and for eight 
years, excepting two months In 1928. 

In October we bought from foreign- 
ers three hundred and ninety- two mil- 
lions worth of goods. 

Business is good, money is cheap. 

Then, what Is the matter with us? 
Two things— a period of reckless gam- 
bling and a wave of hysteria. 

President Hoover suggests that war 
should be made more humane, that 
the blockade, which uses starvation as 
a weapon In war, striking at women 
and children, be stopped. 

The League of Nations dislikes this 
idea. It says that If you stop blockad- 
ing and starving you take away the 
league’s most valuable weapon. 

The big idea was to boycott and 
blockade any uation that went to war 
without permission. 

Other countries are puzzled by ex- 
traordinary accumulations of gold Id 
the Bank of France. The French have 
more gold than any country in the 
world excopt this country and are 
rapidly approaching us In gold re- 
serves. 

There Is nothing puzzling about It. 
The French are marvelously thrifty. 
Their government Is Intelligent and 
determined. What they want they 
mean to have, and they usually get It. 

Venizelos, Prime Minister and ablest 
man in Greece, knows what airplanes 
will mean when war comes. 

He will establish a separate Air 
Ministry, and run it himself. 

President Hoover, able engineer, 
ought to have a separate Air Ministry, 
as one of three branches of a national 
defense system, and be his own Air 
Minister. Nobody could do the work 
better. A sub-secretary could look 
after details. 


Just now, as you know, the Red 
Cross Is making a drive for more 
members and more money. The Presi- 
dent urges all to join. 

Some busy gentlemen in Wall Street 
felt uneasy recently when a huge Red 
Cross flag was seen floating over the 
Stock Exchange. It recalled, pain- 
fully. battle, war, sudden death. 

However, prices went up, so the flag 
was a good omen. 


The governments of Turkey and 
Persia protest against "misrepresenta- 
tions by American rug and carpet 
manufacturers, marketing products un- 
der Oriental names.” 

No American merchant of conse- 
quence misrepresents goods. 

Americans are manufacturing rugs 
and carpets, superb in color and wear- 
ing qualities, that will take the place 
of Oriental rugs in time. 

Ask James Simpson of Chicago for 
details. 

Once, the Romans drank only Greek 
wines, thinking their own inferior. 

-Later, French aristocrats accepted 
only Italian wines, although their own 
were admirable. 

This country’s wealthy would drink 
only French claret and champagne, al- 
though we made good wines here, 
until prohibition came along and sent 
the country back to the whiskey of 
Jefferson’s day, only worse. 

Before long, Americans will realize 
that their own rugs and carpets are as 
good as any in the world. 

Charles E. Hughes made a good 
speech recently, demanding more gen- 
erous endowment of women’s educa- 
tion. 

Seven leading women’s colleges 
have not one tenth the endowment of 
the seven leading men’s colleges. 

That is extremely foolish, the 
mothers of the human race are at 
least ten times as Important as the 
fathers. 

What women learn, they remember, 
and tell to their children. What men 
learn, they forget in business, and 
don’t tell anybody. 

The Senate, refusing to adjourn on 
Novomber 23, by a vote of flfty-one to 
thirty-four, will go on working at the 
tariff. 

European countries, afraid of higher 
duties, had rejoiced to hear of the ad 
journment, and a more or less feeble 
move to boycott Uncle Sam was aban- 
doned.

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CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE 


Arthur P. De Camp, C.S.B., Authorized Christian Science Lec- 
turer, Speaks to Large Audience at First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, Newtonville. 


Arthur P. Do Camp, C. S. B. of St. 
Iaoula, Missouri, a member of The 
Christian Science Board of Lecture- 
ship, delivered a lecture entitled 
“Christian Science: Its Accord with 
the Lord’s Prayer”; Tuesday evening. 
Nov. 19. in First Church of Christ 
Scientist, corner of Walnut and Otis 
streets, Newtonville. 

The lecturer was introduced by 
Mrs. Bva Stickney Johnson, Second 
Roader of the Newton Church who 
said: 

In this age, Christian Science is re- 
peating and fulfilling Jesus’ words, 
“Come unto me, all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” 

Through the textbook of Christian 
Science. “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures,” by Mary Baker 
Eddy, we are taught how to pray as 
Jesus prayed, how to keep our gaze 
fixed steadily on the perfect model, 
how to see the nothingness of a self 
apart from God, that the perfect 
Christ Mind may be revealed and be 
expressed by each of us, shedding its 
joy upon all mankind, casting out sin, 
healing the sick and establishing 
God’s kingdom on earth. 

As this is the thanksgiving season 
of the year, it is quite natural to be 
retrospective and measure progress, 
but Christian Scientists are thankful 
all the time for the spirit of "Godli- 
ness with contentment” (as Paul 
says) which they have received 
through adapting the fundamental 
truths of Christian Science to every 
phase of human activity. Only 
through a change in consciousness 
can we expect a change in human 
affairs. 

All my life, I have enjoyed the bene- 
fits of Christian Science and at times, 
rigid tests have been given it. 

It is because we desire to share 
with others this true understanding of 
God which brings these blessings, 
that this lecture is given here to- 
night. 

The lecturer this evening is a mem- 
bor of the Board of Lectureship of 
The Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Massa- 
chusetts. 

It is now my pleasure to present 
to you Mr. Arthur P. De Camp of St. 
Louis, Missouri, who will address us 
on the subject, “Christian Science: 
Its Accord with the Lord’s Prayer.” 

The lecturer spoke as follows: 

When Jesus of Nazareth, whom we 
know as Christ Jesus, put into words 
the wonderful statement of living 
truth which begins, "Our Father which 
art in heaven,” he gave utterance to 
the reality of being, and in the same 
statement gave the instruction which 
we need to put this real sense of 
life into daily and hourly use. In 
other words, the Lord’s Prayer 
tpaches us individually how to be 
Christians. The impression prevails 
quite widely that one may be human- 
ly born a Christian. But the process 
is not so simple as that. And who 
that has felt the joy of the battle, the 
Joy of overcoming material sense and 
self through spiritual understanding, 
would care to be born a Christian? 
A Christian is born not of the flesh 
hut of the Spirit. Christian Science 
makes it very clear tliut to be a 
Christian, and to keep on being a 
Christian, is in the nature of a stu- 
pendous achievement. To be a Chris- 
tian, — does it not mean continually 
to seek to know more of the great 
truth of spiritual being — the Christ, 
Truth — and continually to strive to 
live that Christ, Truth? Genuine 
Christianity is no more at peace with 
worldly-mindedness to-day than it was 
nineteen centuries ago. On page 16 of 
the Christian Science textbook, 
“Science and Health witli Key to the 
Scriptures," written by Mary Baker 
Bddy. the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science, we read, “Only 
as wo rise above all material sen- 
suousness and sin, can we reach the 
heaven-born aspiration and spiritual 
consciousness, which is indicated In 
the Lord’s Prayor and which instan- 
taneously heals the sick.” On the same 
page Mrs. Bddy writes, “Hero lot mo 
give what I understand to be the 
spiritual sense of the Lord’s Prayor." 
Line by line the prayor is given; each 
line being followed by the author’s 
interpretation. 

OUR HEAVENLY FATHER 

"Our Father which art in heaven.” 
What is heaven? The word “heaven" 
can only refer to the things of the 
Spirit. It is the “Hoerot place of the 
most High,” secret to material senso, 
but it is not a secret to spiritual con- 
sciousness, which is heuven. Unselfed 


love, which knows no fear and no 
hatred, dwells in heaven. Heaven is 
the divine presence — omnipresence — 
all-presence. It is not a far-off locality 
n which a comparatively few are des- 
tined to spend eternity. It is the in- 
finity of good, of Life, of Love. The 
Hebrew and Greek words translated 
heavens, and heaven, in our English 
Bible, never did mean a locality. Ac- 
cording to the scholars the literal 
translation of the Hebrew is "heaved 
up things,” and of the Greek, “sky. 
These nfotaphors plainly were in- 
tended to convey the sense of exalted 
thought or spiritual consciousness. 
The Founder of Christianity could not 
have been thinking’ of a far-off 
material place when he declared, "The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand”; "the 
kingdom of God is within you.” 
Heaven is the one Mind — the Mind 
which belongs to each and to all. 
Mrs. Eddy writes on page 467 of the 
textbook: “It should be thoroughly un- 
derstood that all men have one Mind, 
one God and Father, one Life, Truth 
and Love. Mankind will become per- 
fect in proportion as this fact becomes 
apparent, war will cease and the true 
brotherhood of man will be estab- 
lished.” Our Father — one Mind — these 
are the same. Mind, when spelled 
with a capital letter, is one of the 
great names for God used in Chris 
tian Science. "All Is infinite Mind and 
its infinite manifestation.” This is 
the fundamental statement of Chris 
tian Science. The entire structure of 
Christian Science is erected on this 
foundation, and it is “an house not 
mnde with hands, eternal in the 
heavens." The sentence "All is in- 
finite Mind and its infinite manifesta- 
tion” is found on page 468 of the text 
book. The things of the Spirit, the 
things of Truth — the one Mind— are 
necessarily harmonious. Only the 
fnlse beliefs of material sense are dis- 
cordant-discordant because errone- 
ous. Mrs. Eddy gives her spiritual 
sense of the first line of the Lord’s 
Prayer in the wonderful words (p. 16) 

“ Our Father-Mother God, all-harmo- 
nious ,” Since Father is a good word 
to convey a sense of the power and 
the wisdom of the one Mind called 
God, and of His abundant provision 
for the needs of ail His children, the 
word Mother adds to the concept the 
thought of Love’s tender care and 
certain understanding .of our needs. 
Mrs. Eddy writes on page 332 of the 
textbook, "Father-Mother is the name 
for Deity, which indicates His tender 
relationship to His spiritual creation.” 
The exalted thought of Isaiah finds 
like expression. “For thus saith the 
Lord,” lie writes, "As one whom his 
mother comforteth, so will I comfort 
you.” The thought has widely prevailed 
that we may get to heaven when we 
die, but the Christian must learn to 
dwell in heaven, to make spiritual, 
harmonious consciousness his home. 
It is not a home which one occasion- 
ally visits, but where one must contin- 
ually live. The one Mind, or heavenly 
consciousness, is eternal Life, and 
eternal life is eternal now. One need 
not wait until after what is called 
death ensues before enjoying eternal 
life. This Mind, this Life, is synony- 
mous with divine Love. One’s know- 
ledge of Truth is in proportion to 
liis demonstration of Love, and we 
only learn to live as we learn to love. 

ETERN ALITY OF EVIL AN 
IMPOSSIBILITY 

With many of us, when there was 
formed in our thought the picture of 
a vague, far-off locality called heaven, 
there was also formed a picture, per- 
haps not so vugue, of a hell of eternal 
torment, and many of us have had the 
fear that wo might be condemned to 
spend eternity there. This picture of 
an eternity or infinity of good repre- 
sented by God and heaven, and, side 
by side with it, an eternity or infinity 
of evil represented by the devil and 
hull. Christian Science shows to be an 
utter impossibility. It teaches the 
infinity of good, of Spirit. Good alone 
1ms entity, substance, Principle, en- 
during being. Evil has no principle, 
no entity, no substance. It is never 
anything but a false belief which must 
eventually, hero or hereafter, yield to 
the recognition of the allness of God — 
the one Mind, Spirit. Truth. Infinity 
must be good in order to bo infinite. 
The remark was once made to a 
Christian Scientist, "You Christian 
Scientists believe thero is no hell." 
'riie individual who replied declared, 
"I know there is a hell — I’ve been 
there.” Most of us know something of 
the hell of self-will, of fear, of envy, 
of anger, of hatred, of lust. Christian 
Science teaches everlasting punish- 
ment in the souse that sin is pun- 
ished as long as it lasts. Hut it also 
teaches that all sin and all suffering 
for sin must eventually disappear 
from human consciousness — it is 
never any part of divine consciousness 
— and human consciousness yields to 
tile divine. Thu beliuf in a place of 
eternal torture seems to lie disap- 
pearing from the teaching of many of 
the churches. Ordained ministers are 
declaring that they can no longer ac- 
cept such a doctrine, finding it in- 
consistent witli their recognition of 
thu unity of God. That phrase can 
mean nothing less than the ailness of 
God. 


AFFECTIONATE REMEMBRANCE 

OF OLDER DENOMINATIONS 

Notwithstanding the change which 
has taken place in my religious con- 
victions through the study of Chris- 
tian Science, I loved my old church, 
and still love it, and would not have 
anyone conclude that I now feel that 
we did not hnve any religion in that 
old church. Notwithstanding some of 
the theological teachings, to which I 
believe many of the members gave 
but little attention, we had a great 
deal of comforting and inspiring 
religion. Christian Scientists who 
have come out from the older 
churches are grateful for their uplift- 
ing influences, and we are glad to 
note increasing evidences that, since 
Mrs. Eddy began to teach Christian 
Science, the leaven of its scientific 
method of logical deduction from the 
one infinite spiritual premise is hav 
ing a marked influence on the theo 
logical teachings of many of the older 
churches. 

DISCOVERER AND FOUNDER 

Mary Baker Eddy was an earnest 
student of the Scriptures from early 
childhood, and her long human life 
was one of absolute devotion to God. 
She loved God, not only with heart 
and soul, that is to say, with the 
spiritual affections and intuitions, but 
also with the mind, according to the 
injunction of Moses. Mrs. Eddy was 
one of those who must have a reason 
for their hope. She loved Truth 
with intelligence, and because of this 
was enabled in God’s good time to 
give to humanity the Science of di- 
vine Mind. Though misunderstood 
and misrepresented, and even vilified, 
she stood steadfast at her post, know- 
ing she was the chosen messenger of 
Truth to this age. Her untiring la- 
bors for our race will find greater and 
greater appreciation as time goes on. 
There is not a paragraph in her great 
work, the Christian Science textbook, 
which has not healed someone of 
some phase of fear, of sin, of sick 
ness, of doubt, of some kind of human 
woe. It is the healing which follows 
the study of the Scriptures in the 
light of Mrs. Eddy’s marvelous writ- 
ings which has established her spir 
itual leadership in the hearts and 
minds of an ever-increasing multi 
tude, and which convinces Christian 
Scientists that the author of their 
textbook has been taught of God 
Only goodness could have founded a 
movement which is reinstating prim 
itive Christianity. • 

FOUNDED ON THE BIBLE 

Mrs. Eddy writes on page 126 of the 
textbook: “The Bible lias been my 
only authority. I have had no other 
guide in ‘the straight and narrow 
way’ of Truth.” Christian Scientists 
love their Bibles, they read and study 
them. They study them very much 
more than they did when they were 
Baptists or Methodists or Episcopa 
Hans or Presbyterians. The Bible to 
them is a living book; they find in it 
day by day that which lifts them out 
of discouragement and fear and heals 
both sin and sickness. 


HALLOWING GODS NAME 

"Our Father which art in heaven 
Hallowed be Thy name.” We learn 
to hallow the name of God in propor- 
tion as we learn to know God aright. 
To know God as infinite Mind, in- 
finite Spirit, infinite Truth. Life, and 
Love, divine Principle, the origin and 
substance of all that exists, hallows 
the name of God. We learn to know 
God as Love in proportion as we learn 
to love. It is wonderful for the in- 
dividual Christian to accept the state- 
ment that our infinite God is Love, 
but he knows this only as divine Love 
becomes his God, his “ Adorable One" 

the phrase used by Mrs. Eddy to 
give her spiritual sense of the line 
"Hallowed be Thy name.” 

DEMONSTRATION 

The proof or demonstration of the 
right knowledge of Truth is the next 
progressive thought unfolded in the 
Lord’s Prayer. "Thy kingdom come, 
Thy will be done in earth, as it is in 
heaven.” Mrs. Eddy’s spiritual sense 
of this line is, "Thy kingdom is come; 
Thou art ever-present. Enable us to 
know, — as in heaven so on earth.- 
God is omnipotent, supreme ” (Sci- 
ionce and Health, p. 16). Demonstra- 
tion is bringing the harmony of 
heaven to enrth. This is accom- 
plished through prayer,— the prayer 
that acknowledges God’s allness, — 
through meditation, through right 
reasoning. It is wholly a mental or 
spiritual process. If we thought we 
understood Truth or reulity, and 
•ould in no way prove our under- 
standing, we ourselves, if ml the world 
generally, would gravely doubt the 
soundness of our position. If Jesus 
had in no way bettered hitman lives, 
he never would have had a hearing. 
If liis apostles had not done the same, 
t lie early Christian Church would not 
have been established. If Christian 
Science had never reformed the sin- 
, and healed the sick, it would 
have made no headway. 

Jesus declared that the knowledge 
of Truth makes free. It was what he 
knew which enabled him to heal sick- 
ness as well as sin, and to overcome 
the belief called death. The demand 
on his followers ill all time is to emu- 
late liis example. The truth about 
od. and uhout man, whom the 
Scriptures declare to lie the imago 
and likeness of God, held in human 
msclousness, destroys human error, 
and is made manifest in better health 
and better morals. It is the mission 
of Christian Science to revive in this 
age the healing method used by Jesus 
and his followers in thu early cen- 
turies of the Christ iun era. This 


method is fully explained in the 
Christian Science textbook. 

To illustrate simply: One may 
have been more or less troubled all 
his life about traits of character, or 
recognized evil tendencies in himself 
which he believes have been inherit- 
ed, or hnve been fastened on him by 
past experiences, causing himself and 
others much unhappiness. Coming to 
Christian Science he begins to learn 
that all evil is unreal, because good 
only is real, and that there is no 
limit to the possibilities of proving 
the reality of good and the unreality 
of evil. He begins to reason, from the 
standpoint of his real, spiritual na- 
ture, nnd learns that in truth man 
"has not a single quality underived 
from Deity,” as Mrs. Eddy tells us 
on page 475 of Science and Health 
As he assimilates more and more of 
this truth, recognizing that good is 
power and that evil is not power, and 
that he is governed only by the law 
of God, the law of good, he is greatly 
strengthened when finding that ho 
can overcome and cast out the traits 
and tendencies he has believed were 
part of his nature. “He that over- 
comoth shall inherit all things; and I 
will be his God, and he shall be my 
son,” saith the Revelator. Likewise, 
one who feels that he is not so well 
endowed with intelligence as others, 
or with the capacity to achieve, and 
that he has never been much of a suc- 
cess in any undertaking, is able to 
overcome self-depreciation, when 
learning to depend upon the source 
of all wisdom and true Mind-power. 
He that is fearful, through the recog- 
nition of man’s unity with divine 
Love, that perfect Love which cast- 
eth out fear, can find relief from that 
bondage. One who is sorely tempted 
to hate can overcome that tempta- 
tion when learning and applying the 
truth that divine Love is truly man’s 
substance and entity. Sickness is 
overcome through precisely this same 
line of reasoning. On page 493 of 
Science and Health we read: “Mind 
must be found superior to all the be- 
liefs of the five corporeal senses, and 
able to destroy all ills. Sickness is a 
belief, which must be annihilated by 
the divine Mind. Disease is an ex- 
perience of so-called mortal mind. It 
is fear made manifest on the body. 
Christian Science takes away this 
physical sense of discord, just as it 
removes any other sense of moral or 
mental inhurmony." And on pago 
411 Mrs. Eddy writes: "The procur- 
ing cause and foundation of all sick 
ness is fear, ignorance, or sin.” 


AIDING OTHERS 

Sometimes an inquirer may see 
how he can improve his own mental 
and physical condition by acquiring 
a wider and deeper knowledge of 
what God is and of what man is. hold- 
ing to this consciousness as being the 
truth of his own existence, and deny- 
ing the reality of that which physi- 
cal sense asserts is true, but he won- 
ders how one can help another by 
his true thought. It is because of the 
unity of all real being, because we 
all have the same Father-Mother Love 
as our source, origin, and governing 
law, that one can aid and heal anoth- 
er by the recognition of Truth in the 
other’s behalf. This explanation may 
seem to some to be abtruse, but the 
truth of spiritual healing, as we learn 
it in Christian Science, is so simple 
that little children readily absorb its 
elements and use the truth, not only in 
helping themselves but others as well. 

I recall hearing of a mother who 
had become somewhat interested in 
Christian Science, and had sent her 
little daughter to the Christian Sci- 
ence Sunday School. On one occa- 
sion the mother found herself feeling 
quite ill and said, “One of my sick 
headaches is coming on.” She had for 
a long time used the possessive pro- 
noun in connection with this sense 
of illness. She told the little daugh- 
ter of the condition nnd asked her to 
be very quiet. Whereupon the child, 
who In her Sunday school work had 
been gaining, in a simple way, a 
practical sense of the teachings of 
Christian Science of which the moth- 
er was not aware, said. “Mother, 
don’t you want me to help you?” 
The mother replied, "Yes, dear. Moth- 
er would love to have you do so." 
But the mother did not take the 
child's thought seriously, and was 
fully expecting to go through the 
usual ordeal. She lay down, and, to 
her great surprise, found the sense 
of illness fading away, and in a few 
moments was entirely relieved. She 
knew that nothing in her own mental 
activity had brought about the 
change, and knew that the child’) 
thought must be responsible for it. 
Finding her, she inquired with great 
earnestness, "Tell me what you said.” 
The child reflected for a moment and 
plied: “Mother. I didn’t say any- 
thing. I just listened.” Nothing 
ould be more profound than this an- 
swer. although the child's thought, 
was probably very simple. To enter- 
ain a child-like sense of ever-pres- 
ent divine Love which is always say- 
ing, "Fear not, I am with thee,” is to 
outer into the very heart of prayer 
the prayer that heals from sin and 
sickness. Truth is ever declaring it- 
self to be all power, all presence, all 
true consciousness, to the heart and 
mind prepared to listen. 

DAILY BREAD 

Gl/e us tliis day our daily bread.” 
He who said, "Blessed are they which 
do hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness," could not have been referring 
primarily to material food. Human 
knowledge of truth must be constant- 
ly fed from the groat sources of true 
knowledge thut it may live and grow. 


Everyone remembers hearing of the 
time before there were Inventions for 
giving us fire quickly, of a fire-pot 
being maintained which must be con- 
stantly fed with combustibles to keep 
the precious fire alive. Likewise, to 
retain the warmth and glow of the 
spiritual understanding which heals 
sickness as well as sin, spiritual 
nourishment is continually needed. 
Christian Scientists find it necessary 
daily to read and study the Scriptures 
and "Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures” and other literature 
based thereon. This line of the 
Lord’s Prayer is greatly illumined by 
Mrs. Eddy’s spiritual sense of its 
meaning (Science and Health, p. 17): 
“ Give us grace for to-day; feed the 
famished affection” “ Give us grace 
for to-day .” What is grace? "The 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you all. Amen" is the very last verse, 
in the last chapter, in the last book 
of the Bible. It is as if all the yearn- 
ing love for humanity which, during 
twenty centuries brought forth the 
amazing compilation which we know 
ns our Bible, was concentrated in one 
last loving benediction, one last in- 
spiring word to those who are striv- 
ing to be Christians. “I am the liv- 
ing bread which came down from 
heaven," declared Jesus the Christ. 
The Christian must continually feed 
upon this bread of heaven. He must 
absorb and assimilate the Christ-idea 
— the spiritual idea of life, which 
Jesus demonstrated in all its fullness. 
In his human life he epitomized the 
“fruit of the Spirit." We must learn 
to partake of his peace, his joy, of 
his consummate sense of power 
through unity with the divine Mind. 
On the night before the crucifixion, 
face to face with the great responsi- 
bility of that hour, he said, "My peace 
I give unto you,” and the anguish of 
the cross could not quench his love. 
The one purpose of his career was to 
reveal God to humanity. "I am among 
you as he that serveth," he said. His 
life was a life of continuous spiritual 
joy. 


JOY AND GRATITUDE 


It is of great advantage to the 
Christian to cultivate a sense of spirit- 
ual joy. and to learn to rejoice al- 
ways and to be always grateful. Some 
of us who are striving to live the 
Christian life do not quite understand 
about rejoicing and gratitude. We 
hear much of gratitude for blessings 
received — perhaps if a demonstra- 
tion has been made over some sense 
of sickness, or sin, or anguish, or 
lack — and that Is good, as far as it 
goes, but to learn to rejoice and be 
grateful when material sense says 
there is nothing to rejoice over or 
to be grateful for, is of far greater 
importance. The Apostle Paul en- 
joins us to rejoice in tribulation, and 
he gave us a wonderful example of 
how this rule may be followed, and 
of the wonderful results to be obtained 
by following it. when he and his com- 
panion Silas, in the Philippian dun 
geon, feet in the stocks, backs cut up 
by the lash or the rod. awakened the 
other prisoners at midnight by sing- 
ing hymns of praise to God. Paul 
knew too much to repine, to be sorry 
for himself, or to doubt for a moment 
that divine Love would deliver him, 
You know the story of the deliverance. 
It afforded just another opportunity 
to Paul to preach Christ and to prove 
that "Love never faileth.” 

Here is another illustration of the 
necessity of gratitude. Two young 
men who were students of Christian 
Science were talking together. The 
younger of them had returned from 
liis vacation with what seemed to 
be a badly infected arm. He had 
been having help in Christian Science, 
and was himself an earnest student, 
but the condition of the arm did not 
seem to improve. The older brother 
earnestly inquired. “Are you grateful 
for this problem?” The younger re- 
plied that lie knew one could make 
no progress in Christian Science with- 
out gratitude, and enumerated vari- 
ous blessings for which he was grate- 
ful. such as our church services and 
our literature. The older brother, 
with greater emphasis, repeated his 
question. “Are you grateful for this 
problem f" “Do you mean.” inquired 
the younger, "that I should be grate- 
ful for this sore arm?” The older 
brother then illustrated his point. 
"Let us suppose that you were still 
in school, in a geometry class, let us 
sny. and that the teacher had put 
upon the blackboard a problem which 
to you seemed to be quite intricate 
The teacher then stated that the prob 
lem was one which possibly went a 
little further than the work the class 
had had, but felt sure that, consider- 
ing the ground which had been cov- 
ered. some in the class would be able 
to solve the problem, and, looking 
around, would ask you to come for- 
ward and demonstrate it. Would you 
feel proud at being so selected?” "I 
certainly should feel proud.” said the 
youngster. "Oh,” he continued, "l 
begin to see the point. Grateful for 
the problem! Grateful for the oppor- 
tunity to prove that 1 really know 
something of the law of God — the law 
of good, which is ever active." A com- 
plete healing very shortly followed 
this change of thought. Gratitude for 
our problems, no matter how intricate 
or how difficult they may seem to bo. 
looking upon them only as opportuni- 
ties to prove our absolute confidence 
in Love's protection and guidance, 
opens the door to demonstration, 
which fear, self-pity, and inertia have 
closed. 

UNSELFED LOVE NEEDED 

"Feed the famished affections ." 
Did anyone, since the time of Jesus, 


ever say so much in four words? When 
human thought, desiring spiritual nu 
triment, recognizes itself as a starve- 
ling for spiritual love, it is In a posi- 
tion to gain more of that love. Peo- 
ple sometimes speak of themselves as 
being "Just starved for love," meaning 
that they desire mor*e love to be 
shown them on the part of others. 
The phrase "famished affections" 
does not refer to that sort of starva- 
tion. Human lives are famished by 
the want of loving, the lack of mani- 
festing unselfed love toward others. 
What is it that stands in the way of 
our getting more love into our hearts 
and lives? Is it anything other than 
a sense of self? And what is this 
condition of thought which is called 
self? The origin of the word as given 
in the dictionaries is most interesting. 
It seems that in its origin it was a 
word of three syllables, a combination 
of the Latin se and the Gothic word 
laiba, and the word originally was 
seliba. And what does the word laiba 
mean? A remnant! So the whole 
word was — myself a remnant, a sense 
of being cut off from the whole piece, 
all that remains. Since "Our Father” 
is the origin and source of all that is 
created and all creation reflects Him, 
that which is outside of that infinity 
must be nothing. No matter how 
much so-called psychology would exalt 
self, a false sense of self always re- 
mains nothing. The most successful 
individual the world has ever known 
said, "I can of mine own self do no- 
thing.” St. Paul wrote. "If a man 
chink himself to be something, when 
he is nothing, he deceiveth himself.” 
Mrs. Eddy characterizes self-will, self- 
love. self-justification as ^he “adamant 
of error" (Science and Health, p. 
242). This false sense of self must be 
utterly discarded in order to gain a 
true sense of love. 

TRUE FORGIVENESS 


Thirty centuries ago the Psalmist 
sang, “How good and how pleasant it 
is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity!” These words, coming down 
to us from the peaceful Syrian hills, 
find human life much more complex 
than when they were uttered. We 
need more and more to learn that all 
men are our brethren, and that in 
reality we all have the one Mind, 
one Father-Mother, to instruct and 
guide us. A line from “Pilgrim’s 
Progress" may be helpfully recalled. 
"He that is humble ever shall have 
God to be his guide." To learn how 
to work and serve together in unity 
in every walk of life is one of human- 
ity's great problems. A line of nine 
words from the Lord's Pn^yer, "For- 
give us our debts, as we forgive our 
debtors," in the light of Mrs. Eddy's 
still more brief interpretation, " Love 
is reflected in lo re.” furnishes the 
solution of the problem of happv and 
useful living with our fellows. When 
we keep constantly in mind what we 
ourselves owe, according to the an- 
cient rule, "Love thy neighbor as thy- 
self,” and devote ourselves to the 
work of paying this great debt, we 
not only will have little or no time 
to consider what others may seem to 
owe us in the way of loving consid- 
eration. but we completely lose sight 
of such alleged indebtedness. But if. 
on the other hand, one lets the thought 
possess him that another, possibly 
one near and most dear — husband, 
wife, child, or it may be neighbor or 
business associate or an entire 
stranger, or even a fellcAv church 
member — is greatly in his debt be- 
cause of something done or left un- 
done. and has taken offense at the act. 
or the slight, or the word, or the look, 
he now feels that the offending one 
is in his debt: that he owes something 
in the way of contrition or explana- 
tion and is not paying what he owes. 
When and how shall such a debtor be 
forgiven? The impression prevails 
quite widely that, when the one who 
seems to be so much at fault realizes 
that ho has bet n at fault, and comes 
and confesses and asks for forgive- 
ness. that then is the proper time to 
say, "I forgive you.” This pardoning 
statement is sometimes accompanied 
by the word or thought, "I will forgive 
but I cannot forget." Such is not for- 
giveness. In the first place the offend- 
ing one may not be at all conscious 
of having given offense, or the one 
who has taken offense may have 
listened to the voice of gossip, or the 
voice of prejudice or of pride or of 
his own self-will, or may have imag- 
ined himself to have been slighted. 
But even if the attitude of the alleged 
debtor is one of distinct animosity, 
when and how shall I forgive my 
brother? If l wait for him to see his 
fault and apologize or ask for for- 
giveness, the time may never come 
when I can forgive him. I have in 
the meantime made a debtor of him, 
and do not feel kindly toward him. 
If I carry around with me a sense of 
otfishness, it is likely to grow into 
resentment. If that is the course I 
have pursued, 1 have put myself in 
debt to him. and it is I who need 
forgiveness. I owe him love and am 
not paying my debt. To refuse to 
take offense is the first step in for- 
giving. What does it mean to forgive? 
The primary meaning of the word 
"give” is to "impart or trunsfer to 
another something good;" rarely do 
wo think of giving that which is not 
good, and no oue ever thinks of an 
evil gift. To forgive is to give not- 
withstanding or without regurd to the 
apparent attitude of anothar. what 
shall 1 give to my brother who seems 
to be offending? First of all, l must 
give him the benefit of the doubt. 

I may have misjudged his attitude. 

1 must refuse to take offeuse no mat- 


ter what may appear to be his atti- 
tude toward me. I must not for one 
moment part with love in my thought 
of him. That is forgiveness. Truly, 
"Love is reflected in love." Forgive, 
that wo may be forgiven.” An illum- 
inating Incident is related of Abraham 
Lincoln. He was writing at his desk 
when an orderly by whom he had sent 
a letter to the Secretary of War re- 
turned, and stood at attention. Barely 
looking up, the President inquired, 
"What did Stanton say?” The or- 
derly saluted, “Mr. PresidenL” he re- 
plied. “he tore up your letter and said 
you were a fool." Mr. Lincoln went 
on and finished his writing. Then 
rising slowly, and looking down at 
the young man, half humorously, half 
gravely, "Did Stanton say that?” he 
asked. "Yes, Mr. President, he did,” 
was the reply. "Well,” said the Presi- 
dent. “Stanton’s usually right, Stan- 
ton’s usually right. I guess I must be 
a fool.” There was a man who was 
too big to take offense. His respon- 
sibilities were too great to let resent- 
ment fill his thought even for a mo- 
ment. Our responsibilities are also 
great. No matter how inconspicuous 
one may be. he, as a Christian, has 
part of the great responsibility of 
establishing Christianity in the earth, 
and with this thought each one will 
see for himself that he is too big to 
take offense or permit himself to be 
resentful. 

DELIVERANCE 

"And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil" is the clos- 
ing sentence of the Lord’s Praver, ac- 
cording to the Gospel of Luke. Mrs. 
Eddy’s interpretation of this line is, 
"And God leadeth us not into tempta- 
tion. but delivereth us from sin. dis- 
ease,^ and death." The word "tempta- 
tion” here is used in the sense of prov- 
ing. trying, or testing. Mrs. Eddy, in 
Science and Health ip. 22). declared, 
"Love is not hasty to deliver us from 
temptation, for Love means that we 
shall be tried and purified." The 
child, working out his problems in 
multiplication, is being tested moment 
by moment by the principle of mathe- 
matics. Likewise our understanding 
of Christianity, or of Christian Sci- 
ence. is being tested. We are con- 
tinually face to face with the Prin- 
ciple of being, divine Love, to determ- 
ine whether our knowledge of Chris- 
tianity, or of Christian Science, will 
stand the test. There are those who 
believe that Christian Science has 
come into the world as a temptation 
to lure earnest Christian people away 
from God, from Christ Jesus, and from 
the Bible. Nothing could be farther 
from the real fact. Christian Science 
is true evangelical Christianity. It is 
making the practical truths of the 
Holy Scriptures better known. leading 
men. women, and children to a “closer 
walk with God.” This preaching and 
practice of redemption through Christ, 
the truth of spiritual being, has 
brought deliverance from all the ills 
of the flesh to a great multitude in 
every part of the globe. It is enabling 
Christians to obey the commands and 
follow the example of Christ Jesus 
faithfully and humbly. Its Discoverer 
and Founder is the evangelist of this 
period, whose teaching will live. To 
the apprehension of the Christian 
world it grows steadily in authority 
and power. Many years ago Mrs. 
Eddy wrote. “I love the orthodox 
church: and. in time, that church will 
love Christian Science" i Miscella- 
neous Writings, p. 111). Christian Sci- 
entists are grateful for the signs 
which indicate that the time of the ful- 
fillment of that prophecy is drawing 
nearer. 

Christian Science reiterates the 
promises of the Bible with great con- 
fidence. because of the daily proofs 
that the power of Christianity to de- 
liver mankind from discord of every 
kind, from sin. disease, and death, has 
in no way diminished during the cen- 
turies. It offers comfort and joy to 
the sorrowing and distressed: it saith 
to the weary and heavy laden. Come, 
and find rest: to those in the bond- 
age of fear, "Nothing shall by any 
means hurt you:” to the sick. Truth 
heals to-day as in olden time. 

In the words of John Bowring's 
hymn (Christian Science Hymnal, No. 
15): 

Upon the Gospel's sacred page 
The gathered beams of ages shine. 
And. as it hastens, every age 

But makes its brightness more di- 
vine. 

Ou mightier wing, in loftier flight. 
From year to year does knowledge 
soar : 

And, as it soars, the Gospel light 
Becomes effulgeut more aud more. 

More glorious still, as centuries roll. 
New regions blest, new powers un- 
furled. 

So Truth reveals the perfect whole, 
Its radiance shall o’erflow the world.

Almost 800 Scouts in Newton Now 

At the present time there are 770 
registered Scouts in Norumbega Coun- 
cil, which number is 207 higher than it 
has ever been in its history, even 
when the Council included Needham 
and Wellesley. Newton rates very 
high in the nation in the ratio of boys 
in Scouting to the number of boys of 
Scout age in the city. The ratio is 
over 40%, whereas the national figure 
averages around 25%. 

Training Courses 

On Wednesday afternoon last, in 
Newton Center, the Red Cross First 
Aid Course, under Miss Norcross, of 
the Newton Chapter of the Red Cross, 
started with ten Scouts enrolled. 
This Course is open to all First Class 
Scouts; those who complete it satis- 
factorily will be given the Red Cross 
Junior First Aid Certificate and the 
Scout First Aid Merit Badge. 

The Leaders’ Advanced Training 
Course was held at the Nobscot Re- 
servation last week-end with ten men 
enrolled. They took up cooking, com- 
pass work, handling over night hikes 
and so on. Mr. Liehtenthaeler told 
the group of his experiences in week- 
end and over-night hiking during the 
nearly eleven years he has been 
Scoutmaster to Troop 4. Highlands. 
The men sat around the fire-place, 
watching the flames flicker and leap 
and crackle as he told of his interest- 
ing experiences. Mr. George H. Cros- 
bie of Troop 5, Center, took the group 
on a Nature Hike and told them of 
trees, shrubs, insects, lichens and 
mosses as only George Crosbie can. 
The men attending the Course were 
Messrs. E. C. Hilliard, A1 Fraser and 
F VnnWormer, of Troop 2, Auburn- 
dale; F. E. Liehtenthaeler,* Troop 4 A, 
Highlands; George Crosbie, Troop 5. 
Center; Oswald Camman, Troop 7, 
West Newton; Lawton Swett and R. 
B. Pierce, Troop 18, Center; Assistant 
Deputy Commissioner Charles H. Cen- 
ter; Examiner C. F. Liscomb. The 
whole course wus conducted on the 
Patrol basis. 

A training Course for Troop Scribes, 
or secretaries, was held at the Coun- 
cil Headquarters on Thursday after- 
noon, November 21st. for teaching the 
handling and keeping of records. 

Seascout Ship 13 Under Way 

Ship 13, Seascout Division, under 
Acting Skipper Gerald Hudson and 
Mate Julius Kohler, held its second 
indoor mooting last Friday eveuing. 
Plans have been made for the sea- 
son's work. Mr. Kohler will carry on 
a rifle team and Mr. H. K. Wead, of 
the Ship Committee and School Otlicer 
of the Ship, will carry on swimming 
work. Those will be alternated each 
Tuesday evening. Shooting will be at 
the State Armory, in cooperation 
with the Company Officers there and 


swimming at the Newton Y, which is 
co-operating, as usual. The cutter 
will be hauled up on the bank of the 
Charles River very soon and made 
ready for the Winter. 

Civic Service Program 

During the last week, all Troops of 
the Council worked with the Red 
Cross and helped in the Annual Roll 
Call by giving out 12,000 folders tell- 
ing of the Red Cross work and asking 
citizens to enroll for the coming year. 
The Red Cross reports a tremendous 
enrollment to date. 

Troops of the Council are giving, 
as last year, Thanksgiving dinners to 
a number of families, working with 
the Newton Welfare Bureau, in order 
to get deserving cases and to prevent 
duplication. 

Eagle Circle Meeting 

The Eagle Circle, composed of the 
Eagle Scouts of the Council, held a 
meeting at the home of the Chief 
Eagle, Harry Colony, of Troop 5, 
Center, on November 20th. They dis- 
cussed plans for the December 13th 
Court of Honor which they will con- 
duct and for the Council Patrol Lead- 
ers' Conference, which they will also 
conduct. The Circle now has 27 mem- 
bers, the latest being Arilold Nichols, 
who is again to be active in Norumbe- 
ga Council, as an Assistant Scoutmas- 
ter to Mr. Woodbridge, of Troop 3, 
Nonantum. 

Troop 4B to Cape Cod 

Over the last week-end Scoutmaster 
Dana Sylvester of Troop 4B, Newton 
Highlands, took his Boy Officers, num- 
bering 13, to Cape Cod for a camping 
trip. They report an excellent time, 
with admirable weather. 

New Colors to Highlands Troops 

Earlier this fall old Troop 4. High- 
lands, which has been ’going over 15 
years, with Mr. F. E. Liehtenthaeler 
as Scoutmaster for nearly 11 years 
of that time, was split into two 
troops, with the approval of the 
Council administration. This was

The re- 
sult has been that more boys are 
getting Scouting in the Highlands 
than ever before, for both Troops are 
up to the 32 mark, with more boys 
wanting to come in. The officers there 
are discussing a third Troop! 

Mr. Liehtenthaeler remained as 
Scoutmaster, taking Troop 4 A and Mr 
Dana Sylvester, formerly his Chief 
Assistant, became the Scoutmaster of 
Troop 4B. 

On Monday eveuing last, Mr. G. D. 
Murey, Chairman of the Highlands 
Scout Committee, presented each 
Troop with its new stands of colors, 
each stand comprising a big Troop 
flag, lettered and numbered and with a 
parade size American flag, both com- 
plete with poles, emblems, belts and 
covers.

Of course bundles can be better 
handled if received in plenty of time 
and most of us would naturally hang 
back until the last gun before getting 
down to the parcel post window if we 
were not reminded of the futility of 
procrastination. So it’s just as well, 
I suppose, to have this talk started 
more than a month before Christmas. 
I have no objection and on the other 
hand approve. 

To sort of balance things I’d like to 
offer a little advice to the Post Office 
Department if only it will be taken in 
the same spirit as we receive their 
suggestions. What concerns me 
among other things Is the way the 
cards on street letter boxes are 
marked. I know that the lettering Is 
supposed to advise at what hours 
mails are collected. How nearly the 
collector comes to these hours does 
not concern me, although I have seen 
him picking-up. as they call It, at 
hours somewhat at variance with the 
sign. 

My grouch has to do with the sup- 
posed information that Is offered by 
the printing or the ink marks on the 
cards. I have not had opportunity to 
make a tour of the street letter boxes 
but the few I have encountered have 
proved far from perfect. On some of 
them the whole business has been al- 
most obliterated by the ravages of 
rain and snow or fog. Possibly the 
weather has not been entirely re- 
sponsible and it may be that a person 
or a group of people have leaned 
against the box until the figures have 
been rubbed ofT. Perhaps there Is 
still another cause of which I am not 
informed. But at any rate I hav 
seen boxes where you couldn’t de- 
cipher any of the printing, others 
where it was a sort or half and half 
and almost none where the informa- 
tion was entirely legible. 

If you seek to learn at what hour 
the next collection is made you don’t 
want to find half the figures there. 
The illumination is another thing, but 
that, of course, 1 h no fault of the Post 
Office Department. They cannot be 
expected to place letter boxes under 
street lights or provide a flashlight 
for those who deposit mail in street 
boxes and are neur-sighted. But they 
can keep the cards replenished and 
give us information that is not only 
fresh hut on plainly marked cards 
that do not cause us to strain our eyes 
or turn away disgusted and ignorant 
of tin; hour of the impending collec-

10th Day — Breakfast, 2 boiled eggs; 
lunch, cabbage; dinner, ham and 
spinach. (Gained two pounds but 
everybody says not to worry about 
this as it is undoubtedly hard mus- 
cular tissue resulting from my run 
around the block every morning.) 

15th Day — Breakfast, cereal, toast, 
two boiled eggs, coffee; lunch, frank- 
furts and sauerkraut, 1 bottle near 
beer; dinner, 2 pork chops, potatoes, 
string beans, coffee. (Seem to he gain- 
ing but do not suffer so much from 
hunger as at start.) 

18th Day — Breakfast, oatmeal, 3

I assume that most of us are too 
busy or we would find time to attend 
public hearings that engage the atten- 
tion of special commissions created 
by the Legislature to investigate this 
or that important subject. Surely 
there must be some reasonable ex- 
cuse for the slim attendance at not 
only these hearings but those before 
the Public Utilities Commission on 
electric light and gas light schedules. 
It may be that the people for the most 
part are satisfied with tilings as they 
are. Just what it is I have not yet 
fully determined but I know the gen- 
eral public does not turn out to be 
heard or to listen. 

Here was the matter of an invest 
igatiou by a special commission of the 
alleged activities of power interests 
in .Massachusetts. When that special 
commission was created by the 1929 
General Court there was plenty of 
newspaper discussion. Various power 
companies were bitterly criticised and 
vigorously defended. There was a de- 
mand that something he done. Legis 
lation of a drastic nature was propos- 
ed among other things but this was 
finally put aside and an investigation 
voted. That what was undertaken, or 
has been, and the special commission 
which has the task before it has en- 
gaged able counsel. 

Plenty of notice was given of the 
first public hearing and it looked as 
if no stone had been left unturned to 
clear the patli of the representatives 
of the people in securing the views of 
the taxpayers of Massachusetts. Any- 
body with any ideas would have been 
welcome. Not only that but the spe- 
cial commission hoped to hear from 


men and women from vnrious parts of 
tho State. And how many people at- 
tended? Only thirty-one! Of these 
not more then 10 desired to spenk, al- 
though the chairman declared that 
the commission was eager for state- 
ments on either sldo of tho question. 

That wns only ono instance of tho 
public’s failure to display interest. At 
the hearing before the Public Utili- 
ties Commission on the investigation 
of the electric light company that 
serves Boston and suburbs only n 
handful appeared. Tho Hame wns 
true of the hearing on the new rates 
of tho gas company of Boston and 
vicinity. 

As I view It there are those who file 
protests and who must be given a 
henring just as every bill thnt Is pre- 
sented to the Legislature must be re- 
ferred to a committee and a public 
hearing held. Whether these Inter- 
ested parties present only their per- 
sonal views and are not supported or 
whether they have supporters who 
have not the time to take part in the 
official proceedings is open to discus- 
sion. Whatever the answer, it canDot 
be said that free speech is denied In 
Massachusetts. Certainly its tradi- 
tions are still upheld. Where, how- 
ever, la the voice of the people?

George Bancroft went abroad and 
took his Ph.D. in history. President 
Polk made him Secretary of the Navy, 
uud liis historic studies were inter- 
rupted by diplomatic services hut in 
spite of this he wrote 12 volumes of 
the history of the United States. 

Mrs. Billings then told of William 
II. Prescott, who, although partially 
blind, engaged in writing and took 
Spain for Ills historical study, his 
history of Phillip II being one of his 
greatest works.

He told 
of the organization of tills force in 
1865, uml showed pictures of tho force 
in its infancy, on through the years 
to t ho present time. He gave ills 
hearers a better Idea of the way the 
State Police are focused at a given 
point to protect ut fires, floods, mob, j 


violence, etc., being especially active 
where there is no local force, or only 
a small patrol. He also showed the 
work of the police In contending with 
the rum-running problems. The hour 
of the lecture came to a close all too 
soon for the members and guests-- 
among whom were many men. Won- 
derfully clear pictures added to the 
Interest of this instructive address.

THE ELLIOT MEMORIAL 


To the Editor of The Graphic: 

I visited the Eliot Memorial on Sun- 
day, for the first time in several 
years, and was deeply pained to find 
the conditions that exist. To speak 
plainly, the monument has been neg- 
lected and abused in a way that is a 
disgrace to Newton. A hole as large 
as a man's hand has been broken 
through the tablet. In spite of a

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warning sign rubbish, including a big 
tin pan, was much in evidence. The 
bounds of the reservation are not 
clearly defined, so that I could not 
tell whether the uncut grass v 
within or without the ground, but suf- 
fice to say that the place has the neg- 
lected, unkempt air of a back yard 
in a tenement district. 

It is too late to say anything of the 
bad taste which was shown when the 
broken knobs on the railing were re- 
placed with cement affairs which 
neither match nor harmonize with 
the stone of the structure: but I 
noticed that one of these objects was 
already chipped as though they were 
being used as targets by hoodlums. 

It is deplorable that this simple 
monument, erected fifty years ago 
through the public spirit of citizens, 
should he treated in this fashion. 
John Eliot's mission to the Indians, 
begun in Newton, was the one his- 
toric event of general significance 
which ever occurred in our city limits. 
Its importance is recognized in the 
design on our city seal. Eliot’s con- 
verted Indians saved the lives of many 
colonists in the struggle that came 
soon after the time ot his mission, 
if indeed they did not Have the colony 
itself from destruction. It would 
have been a real grief to those who 
planned and secured the monument 
if they could have seen Its present 
state. Is the historic sentiment 
utterly lacking today that this simple 
memorial cannot be properly pre- 
served? 

The tercentenary year is at hand 
and Newton will no doubt give it 
fitting observance. The heroism and 
sacrifices of our men and women in 
the World War are still to he com- 
memorated. Of course we shall not 
forget these duties. But Newton is 
surely rich enough and sufficiently ap 
preciative of its debt to the past to 
do all this and still pay proper honor 
to the memory of John Eliot. "

70-YD. TOUCHDOWN 
RUN SAVES SHUTOUT 


John McCarthy’s 70-yard touchdown 
run in the final period of the Newton- 
Waltham game last Saturday at the 
Waltham Field saved the orange and 
black eleven from a shutout at the 
hands of Coach Leary’s powerful team 
that scored a touchdown in every 
period. The final score was Waltham 
26 — Newton 6. Much fumbling marred 
the Newton offense and three out of 
the five fumbles gave the Watch City 
eleven chances to score. But fortun- 
ately they could capitalize but one of 
the three, or the score would have 
been higher than it was. Three of 
Waltham’s touchdowns came follow- 
ing kickoffs. In the first, third and 
fourth periods, the latter following 
McCarthy’s run Captain Smith and his 
mates marched to the Newton goal. 

Waltham’s first score came before the 
game was two minutes old. Dashes 
by Pendergast and Krol of from six to 
sixteen yards soon put the ball in the 
shadow of the goal. A holding pen- 
alty set back but a successful pass 
made up the lost distance. Then 
Pendergast showed some of the 
ability that has made him so 
prominent this fall by going through 
for the score. In the second pe- 
riod a recovered fumble on the New- 
ton 23-yard line gave Waltham the 
chance to score again. The kickoff 
opening the second half gave Krol a 
chance to shine. Pendergast had been 
taken out early in the second quarter 
because of an injury to his nose, 
which later proved to lie of minor im- 
portance, and Krol had been doing the 
hulk of the carrying. On the fourth 
play after the kickoff which he had 
run back to midfield Krol broke 
through the Newton line and a 44-yard 
touchdown run. Early in the fourth 
period McCarthy became the Newton 
hero Leaf was hack to pass and Mc- 
Carthy rushed in to block it. Leaf had 
started to throw and could not side- 
step. It seemed as though the Wal- 
tham back allowed McCarthy to take 
it right out of his hand. Before Leaf 
had recovered from his surprise Mc- 
Carthy was twenty yards down the 
field and no one had a ghost of a 
chance to get him. Newton kicked off 
and Waltham marched to its final 
score. 

First Period 

Captain Smith of Waltham won the 
toss and elected to receive the kick- 
off. Elrod’s kick was short and Smith 

ran it back six yards to his 46 yard 1 and ran it back to midfield, 
line. Both teams were overanxious and I could not penetrate the Waltham for- 
offside on t lie first play. Krol got I ward line and on third down Furden’s 
through tackle for 16 yards with Elrod I fumble was recovered by a Waltham 
pulling him down. Pendergast got ] linesman on the Waltham 45-yard line, 
six yards each in two rushes at the Waltham’s offense stalled and Gerrie 
Newton tackles. He got through I kicked to Layton. Smith sailed into 


ton 23-yard line. On tho first play a 
double criss-cross from Layton to Nor- 
ton to Elrod gavo the latter a chance 
for a good gain. He got away on a 27- 
yard jaunt to midfield whore Ponder- 
gust tackled him. Furdon took tho 
Hall outside for no gain and then hit 
left tacklo for six yards. Elrod was 
smothered by Smith behind the lino 
of scrimmage and Newton was forced 
to kick. Elrod's kick was over tho 
goalline for one of the host punts 
of the day. Putting the ball In play 
on their 20-yard line Waltham started 
again. On the third play Pendergast 
got through tackle with good inter- 
ference and was off for the Newton 
goalline 72 yards away. Krol gavo a 
Newton secondary the knee in taking 
him out near mid-field and the foul 
was detected by an official. The ball 
was brought hack and Waltham penal- 
ized 15 yards to their own 32-yard 
line. Pendergast’s touchdown run 
was nullified and it was only a net 
gain of four yards but a first down. 
Krol scampered sixteen yards for 
another first down. A five-yard pen- 
alty for excessive time in putting the 
hall in play and small yardage on two 
rushes forced Waltham to kick. Lay- 
ton ran hack Gerrie’s punt five yards 
and would have gotten considerably 
more had he not slipped, allowing the 
Waltham ends to nail him. 

Second Period 
Furden smashed the tackle for four 
yards and Elrod got five more In two 
attempts. Furden made it first down 
with another four yard plunge. On 
the next play Newton was holding and 
penalized 15-yards. Layton made two 
yards but on the next play Furden 
fumbled and Anderson of Waltham 
recovered on the Newton 26-yard line.

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Only 3,000 porsons wore killed lust 
month In tho Unltod States by auto- 
mobile nccldents. Possibly when the 
totnl por month of automobile To- 
talities reaches 10,000 the Federal Gov- 
ernment will Rive this form of carnago 
some slight consideration, even though 
such vitnl matters as the tariff and 
prohibition enforcement monopolize 
most of the time of our Congressmen. 
Just so long as automobiles are manu- 
factured capable of going 60. 70 and 
so miles nn hour, Just so long ns reck- 
Iosp, selfish persons are permitted to 
operate such automobiles at express 
train speed on public highways, Just 
so long as violators of traffic laws are 
not brought into courts by police offi- 
cers, just so long as respectable, "law 
abiding" citizens bring iniluence to 
bear on policemen, politicians, law 
enforcement officials and Jurymen to 
save offenders from getting penalized, 
Just so long will tho slaughter con- 
tinue. 


More laws can be made to regulate 
automobile traffic, safety campaiguH 
can be conducted, newspapers can de- 
vote columns of space denouncing the 
ruthless killings, but the rapid in- 
crease in the number of victims of 
tho "God of Speed" will go on while 
uutomobiles continue to be operated 
by those who like to "step on the gas." 

The statute law of Massachusetts 
still orders that an automobile shall 
not be driven by a street intersection 
faster than eight miles an hour. 
Traffic officers bawl out motorists un- 
less they hit a pace of 30 miles an 
hour past the busiest street intersec- 
tions in crowded cities such as 
Boston. This is but one example 
where laws either are impracticable 
or are not being enforced. 


Some laws which can be enforced 
and should be enforced but which re- 
ceive little attention are those which 
relate to headlights, number plates 
and other equipment. Cars are al- 
lowed to be operated on our streets 
with headlights improperly focused or 
not illuminated; with number plates 
so covered with dust and grime as to 
be illegible; with defective brakes. 

If 3,000 persons were killed in one 
month in explosions, tires, train or 
boat wrecks, or if 3,000 persons died 
in one month because of some epi- 
demic, this country would be quite 
excited. Wholesale killings by auto- 
mobiles seem to be regarded, on the 
whole, with little concern. 


The tracks of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton street railway on Washington 
street at Newton Corner are being 
removed. "Teddy" Denioy, the vet- 
eran track foreman of the M. & B. 
is in charge of this work. For over 
30 years Mr. Denioy had been super- 
vising the laying of tracks for this 
company and for the past couple of 
years he has been busily engaged in 
tearing up the tracks. It will not be 
long before the last line of the M. 
& B. on which electric cars are op- 
erated, the route from Lake street 
to Norumbega Park, will be serviced 
by busses. 


Complaints have been made about 
a chain which stretches across the 
entrance to Boyd Park on the Jack- 
son road side. This cliaiu sags to 
within several inches of the ground 
and persons entering the park after 
dark from the Jackson road side can- 
not see it. A number of persons have 
fallen over It and one mam received 
a broken arm as a result. It is con 
tonded that a fence with a gate should 
replace the dangerous chain. 


A new organization has been 
formed in this city to be known as the 
"Newton Public Officers Election 
Committee.” Henry M. Bliss of 
Chestnut Hill road. Chestnut Hill, Is 
chairman and Robert A. Wliidden of 
114 Temple street, West Newton, 
treasurer. The new organization will 
endeavor to select competent, able 
and experienced citizens as public 
officers in this city and it will attempt 
to induce citizens to register, vote 
at elections and take more interest in 
city affairs. 


TAKE GREATER INTEREST IN 
HOME 


Dorothy Lee, Hempsted, popular 
novelist and lecturer, In a talk before 
a group of New York Society women 
interested in the study of "Trends In 
Women’s Affairs” announc?d that 
after ten years of experimenting with 
their new-found leisure and opportun- 
ity In business, women aro gradually 
returning to a greater interest than 
over In the home and community. 

Mrs. Hempsted, through her many 
years of association with women’s 
movements, and the opportunity af- 
forded by her lecture work in various 
parts of the country is exceedingly 
well informed on the subject of wo- 
men’s affairs. She Is a strong advo- 
cate of the theory that changes, 
whether in style, custom or human 
conduct, are never abrupt, but the re- 
sult of a gradual process of develop- 
ment. Mrs. Hempsted said In part: 

"Beginning with the war period, 
women In increasing numbers entered 
business. And what Is more, they 
made good. For a time serious think- 
ers despaired of tho future of the 
American home. However, duriuc 
the past few years thore has come a 
growing realization among women 
that eveu success in business does 
not hold for them the happiness of 
home life. But it is not the homo 
life of a decade ago to which they are 
returning, for they aro bringing with 
them a broader view of the basic 
problems affecting home atmosphere. 
They have taken a keener interest in 
community life and civic improve- 
ment. They read more and aro well 
informed on such matters. The editor 
of a community paper in California 
recently informed me that his women 
subscribers had increased over two 
hundred per cent in the past year. To 
me this augurs for the future woman’s 
greater iniluence in civic life, cleaner 
politics and fewer legislative mis 
takes." 
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The Mather Class 


"The Necessity for Belief," in the 
series of lectures on the reconstruc- 
tion of religion, was tho topic under 
discussion at the regular meeting of 
tho Mather Class last Sunday morn- 
ing nt the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club House. 

Before beginning the lecture, Prof. 
Mather took up some questions of 
special importance thnt were left over 
from last week. Since uranium spon 
taneously decomposes at a constant 
rate, why is there any uranium left 
In the world? In attempting to solve 
this puzzle. It is claimed that any 
givon quantity of uranium will shrink 
one-half in 600,000,000 years. Then 
the half that is left will shrink a half 
in another 600,000,000 years. The 
earth is not old enough for all the 
uranium to work itself down to noth- 
ing. Uranium decomposes into lead 
helium gas, and Gamma rays. By 
observing the relative quantities of 
lead and uranium in a given locality, 
an effort is sometimes made to guess 
the age of the earth. Some rocks are 
alleged to be 1% million years old. 

All this leads to the question why 
there should ever have been any 
uranium at all on the earth, if tne 
earth is so very young. It must have 
been constructed of materials from 
older planets, and, as long as the 
uranium has been decomposing since 
the very beginning, there should have 
been none at all left by the time the 
earth came to be put together. Prof. 
Mather made what effort he could to 
climb over this difficulty by allowing 
ihat perhaps there might somewhere 
he a creative force able to do a little 
reconstructing when things got too 
far gone. There’s some comfort in 
that. The universe is not running 
down like a great machine that was 
wound up long ago and set going and 
is now unwinding. Rather it is highly 
probable, but still only a theory, that 
my given instant of time is like a 
point on a wheel going round and 
round. There is a breaking down and 
i building up. Maybe the newly dis- 
covered cosmic ray is mixed up some- 
how with the reconstruction of matter. 

Turning to the subject for the day, 
"The Necessity for Belief," Prof. 
Mather said that religious ideas must 
be based on belief. Experience is 
the Anal court of certainty. 

Somtimes people have been in- 
clined, for the moment, to turn away 
from belief. They say that conduct 
counts more than belief. It is not 
what you believe but what you do and 
how you behave. This theory does 
not go far enough. Beliefs are the 
determining factors. Belief influences 
•onduct. As a man thinketh, so is he. 
Belief is the wellspring of action. 

Again, people get away from belief 
by saying that religion is a matter of 
faith, but faith is really a compound 
of belief and action. Reason is belief 
and something added. You cannot 
prove that the world is what it ap- 
pears to be. You know that you can 
say, "I am,” and that is about all. 

Certain things are real, but you 
cannot measure the realities with 
which religion deals. They are In- 
tangible and imponderable. Some 
people think they are not real. Gen- 
uineness, however, does not depend 
on solidity. A counterfeit coin may 
be as solid and as heavy as a genuine 
one A false friend may be a real 
person to his butcher and barber. He 
may weigh as much as a genuine 
friend. That’s not the test of real 
friendship. It is the friendship of 
the false friend that is not real. The 
connoisseur of art can detect the 
spurious Rembrandt although the 
paint and canvas may be as good as a 
genuine Rembrandt. The test of the 
painting is not the paint or the pig- 
ment or the weight of the cloth. The 
fake is perfectly real as a physical 
object but it Is unreal as a work of 
art. 

The physical object lias a meaning. 
Life has different meanings by reason 
of different influences. These influ- 
ences have reality. They are part of 
our human nature. Belief says that 
intangible values are real. Science 
says that physical objects are real. 
Faith combines belief and action. 

Faith starts on Its quest without a 
map, like Paul the Apostle, ad- 
venturous and resourceful to meet 
circumstances as they arise. 

When Abraham set out for the 
promised land, he didn’t know where 
he was going to sleep or where he 
was to pasture his herds, yet he did 
not hesitate to start without this 
knowledge. He had vision, but what- 
ever vision he had did not furnish de- 
tailed information nbout camp sites 
or pasture lands. He did have a 
vision of a goal, which afforded a 
prospect of certain things of great 
value. Therefore ho went in that di- 
rection. It was an intelligent ad- 
venture. He used his own skill and 
experience to find the way. He was 
a master of desert lore. 

The real function of religion is to 
pick the goals, determine values, ami 
appraise purposes and results. You 
must lirst see a vision. Then you 
must act. Science trains us to profit 
by experience, it provides the means 
to reach the goal. Science does not 


plan the goal nor present the vision. 
Belief alone provides the vision. 

Next Sunday there will be a 
Thanksgiving offering of vegetables, 
canned goods, and anything else that 
is good to eat. 

The Mather Class Library now lias 
several books. Members contribute 
books and get them hack at the end 
of the year. During the year the 
Librarian, Norman Alexander Hall, 
attends to their circulation. 

Next Sunday Prof. Mather will be 
away. In his place Dr. George 
Cressey will speak on "Christianity 
In China.” This will be a part of the 
series on "Christianity Abroad." Dr. 
Cressey is Professor of Geology in 
Shanghai College, China, and has had 
many unusual opportunities to make 
journeys far back into the interior of 
China. This will be a fine chance for 
the Mather Class to hear first hand 
information direct from this interest- 
ing country. 

Prof. Mather will be back the Sun- 
lay after next and will lecture on 
‘How the Hebrew Bible stopped 
growing.” This lecture will consti- 
tute one of the series on "Biblical 
Scholarship."

ABOUT TOWN

It was the privilege* of the writer to 
meet the Into “Tny Pay” O'Connor 
eleven years ago. The express from 
Liverpool to London had made its first 
stop at Crewe. Just as the trnin was 
about to start n tall, elderly man en- 
tered our coach, then apologized, say- 
ing. “Apparently I have entered the 
wrong coach, i belong in the coach 
behind this.” He commented that he 
realized from our uniforms thnt Yve 
were Americans and he informed us 
of his identity. He was urged to tra- 
vel in our coach and he consented. 
From Crewe to Rugby "Tny Pay*' trav- 
elled with us and talked illmninatingly 
on the strained condition which then 
prevailed between England and Ire- 
land. Before he alighted at Rugby 
to re-enter the conch in which he be- 
longed. he invited us to meet him the 
following morning that he might es- 
cort our group through the Houses of 
Parliament and Westminster Abbey. 
He explained that Parliament was not 
in session. Needless to say, the invi- 
tation was gladly accepted. 

Promptly at 9 the following morn- 
ing we reached the main entrance to 
the famous building on the hanks of 
the Thames and found Mr. O’Connor 
awaiting us. He was formally attired 
in frock court and silk hat, and accom- 
panied by one of the official guardians 
of the structure he escorted us to the 
House of Lords and the House of Com- 
mons. He pointed out the chairs which 
were occupied by celebrities in both 
places, and the chairs which had been 
occupied in past years by famous Eng- 
lish and Irish statesmen such as Disra- 
eli, Gladstone, Parnell. Redmond, Bal- 
four, Chamberlin and others. Interest- 
ing anecdotes of these personages were 
told us by our host. Before leaving 
the buildings "Tay Pay’’ guided us 
to that exquisite Gothic gem, Saint 
Stephen’s Chapel. 

Thence he escorted us to Westmins- 
ter Abbey where he showed us the 
many interesting features of that fam- 
ous church and the tombs of noted 
persons whose remains repose there. 
The brilliancy, the courtesy of our un- 
usual guide made a deep impression 
on us, and we appreciated our good 
fortune in having met him on the 
train. 


Recent Weddings 


The interference with traffic 
Washington street at Newton Corner, 
caused by the removal of the car 
tracks and the work on the street has 
prevented automobiles being parked 
from Channing street east. This fact, 
addition to the increased business 
being done by the Paramount Theatre 
is causing more cars to be parked at 
the parking space on Washington 
street and is creating a condition day 
times that has been existent evenings 
for sometime. This is — the habit of 
some autoists to park their cars di- 
rectly behind cars parked next to the 
curb, blocking the cars which are 
parked in accordance with the city 
ordinance. This practice is absolute- 
in violation of the law and should 
not be allowed to continue. An auto- 
ist parking his or her car on a public 
highway has the right to be able to 
move that car whenever desired. It is 
the duty of the Newton Police Depart- 
ment to keep the parking space on 
Washington street open so that oper- 
ators of cars parked on any part of 
will not find their automobiles 
hedged in by other cars. Since the 
electric cars have been discontinued 
by tli" Middlesex & Boston Street 
Railway, parking spaces are available 
all along the south side of Washing- 
ton street from Centre avenue west- 
erly. There is no good reason why 
double and triple parking shall be per- 
mitted when such parking transgress- 
es on the rights of those who park 
next to the curb, as the city ordinance 
states. Even though late comers may 
have to walk 100 or 150 yards fur- 
ther along Washington street to the 
parking spaces of their cars, earlier 
parkers should he able to move their 
automobiles when they so desire.

Knocks Unnamed City Officials 

Platform Includes Two Platoons in Fire Department; More 
Care for War Widows, and Service Dept. 


Former Alderman George M. Heath- 
cote of Nesliobe road, Waban, has 
issued bis first public statement in 
regard to the coming election on Dec. 
10th at which time he will bo one of 
four candidates for Mayor. In his 
statement he explained his reasons 
for becoming a candidate and states 
bis platform. 

"Friends and voters of the City of 
Newton have urged me to become a 
candidate for Mayor. I have waited 
hoping that a candidate would come 
forth actuated and prompted by the 
same ideals that I fought for dur- 
ing the nine years that I served at 
City Hall as an alderman. 

“There I had fought off single hand- 
ed the forces that sought constantly to 
engulf Mayor Childs and when I left 
he said to me personally ‘that he 
would have to watch his step more 
carefully than ever before.’ That is 
the best endorsement anyone could 
give me. 

"My candidacy is a direct and in- 
equivocal challenge to a few who be- 
lieve the mayor’s chair can be auc- 
tioned off to the highest bidder. I 
firmly and Bincerely believe that there 
are enough honest, God-fearing and 
law-abiding people of Newton who 
will vote to keep Newton so that a 
man can be elected there who has had 
the necessary training and experi- 
ence in municipal affairs, is possessed 
of courage to take a definite stand for 
what ho believes is right and has a 
controlling desire to serve all the 
citizens all the time. It is to these 
people I appeal for support in the 
most critical period the city of New- 
ton has ever seen. 

“Other pressing questions are as- 
sessments which are known to be very 
high in Newton. Millions and mil- 
lions of dollars in re-assessments have 
been added the last few years to keep 
the tax rate down. Water rates are 
high. Taxes must come down but I 
believe that with the utmost scrutiny 
in spending city money and making 
sure the city gets a dollar’s worth 
of value for every dollar spent that 
our taxes and assessments can both 
be reduced and money still remain 
to treat our city employees as fairly 
as neighboring cities and towns and 
rebuild the miles of worn out and 
patched city streets. 

"The most important part of any 
business or city is the human ele- 
ment. Unless our City employees are 
well paid and cared for they will 
never give the city the best that is 
in them. 

“I do not believe in the theory that 
‘you would not pay a man $2.25 a 
day if you could get him for $2.00.’ 
I firmly believe in the old bible the- 
ory propounded so many years ago 


that the laborer is worthy of his 
hire. 

‘‘It is also good business to have 
good living conditions for our fire- 
men. Only three cities in the state 
have not adopted the humane two- 
platoon system, — Newton, Gloucester 
and Marlborough. 

“The Newton Legion was the only 
body in the state to vote against 
war bonus for its veterans. Are we 
to be the only city in the State with- 
out the two-platoon? I do not believe 
that 'because there are plenty of 
men on the reserve list that if the 
firemen do not like living apart from 
their families that there are plenty 
of others that take their places.’ 

"If elected mayor I should respect 
the opinion of the City Solicitor and 
not secretly carry around in my 
pocket for ten months a copy of a 
letter from the City Solicitor to the 
School Committee ruling that the 
Hoard of Aldermen had nothing to do 
about increasing school teachers’ sal- 
aries, and at the same time do all 
in my power to prevent a $100 in- 
crease for the poorest paid teachers, 
going into effect. 

"In our family there are six chil- 
dren and five are in the public 
schools. The baby eventually will go 
there. Having taught in the Cam- 
bridge public schools myself and my 
wife having taught in Wellesley, I 
believe this experience would give me 
a more sympathetic understanding of 
our school needs than a man whose 
children travel in a Packard auto to 
a private school in Weston. 

"If elected Mayor of Newton it would 
be my desire that every citizen in 
Newton get a square deal with special 
privileges for none. The Mayor’s of- 
fice would be open one evening every 
week where any citizen or city em- 
ployee would have the opportunity 
to tell his story and get his case heard 
without losing a day’s pay. 

"It would be my wish that with over 
a thousand City Employees, the city 
would have a Service Department to 
look after the health and welfare 
of its employees. The cost would be 
but a trifle and the returns more than 
justify its existence. I know of no 
city where it is done, but why not be 
a pioneer when big corporations have 
adopted that method for looking after 
the’r eln" 

“Every cent of Newton taxes should 
as far as possible be spent in New- 
ton. Large sewer and construction 
jobs should not go to private contrac- 
tors who import alien labor but should 
rather be used to stabilize labor for 
our own employees, who live in New- 
ton, many of them owning their homes 
(Continued on Pago 4)

The Newton and Brookline high 
school teams battled to a scoreless tie 
yesterday morning on the Brookline 
field which was a sea of mud from me 
rain and snow just previous to game 
time. It was the fourth tie in the 
thirty-three yenrs the two teams have 
met and tho third scoreless battle in 
eight years. While the ornnge and 
black had much tho better of tho 
game with their ancient rivals, mak- 
ing ten first downs to two. Neither 
tenm had an actual scoring oppor- 
tunity. In fact the offensive team 
never had the ball Inside their oppon 
ents’ 15-yard stripe. Both teams had 
occasion to kick from behind their 
goal line hut the big break that both 
teams awaited failed to materialize. 

Perry Elrod was the most con- 
sistent ground gainer of the local 
eleven, closely followed bv Henry 
Furden, who was playing his last grid- 
iron contest for Newton. Elrod got 
away several times for gains of over 
15 yards but the slippery going handi- 
capped him more than once when he 
had a chance to get free. Captain 
Hootsteln of Brookline was the out- 
standing backfield player for the 
Wealthy Towners. In the line Lin- 
berg and McCarthy saved Newton 
from being pushed back more than 
once while the other players In the 
forward line got In one or more 
j tackles each that stopped the Brook- 
line attack. For Brookline, Naylor, 
the centre and Woleck at left end 
gave the Newton team much trouble, 
j Both sides kicked frequently and El- 
rod of Newton had much the better of 
J. Woodward of Brookline. Several 
: of the Newton punter’s kicks were 
good for more than 50 yards while his 
best traveled fifty yards in the air and 
rolled twenty yards over the Brook- 
line goal. 

In the final period Newton forward 
passed its way successfully to the 
Brookline 17-yard line but here the 
attack stalled. With third dowu and 
two yards to go it might have been 
better judgment for Quarterback 
Strombom to have sent Furden 
through the line for a first down, hut 
instead he called another forward 
pass which was incompleted. As It 
was the second incompleted forward 
in the four downs it set Newton back 
five yards and the chance was lost. 
Furden had been hitting the line in 
great fashion throughout the game, 
many times pushing the whole Brook- 
line line back for three or four yards 
with his own momentum. 

The story of the game in detail 
follows: 

First Period 

Elrod kicked off to the Brookline 
20-yard line where Woodward took it 
and ran it hack ten yards. Two plays 
at the tackles netted eight yards and 
Hootstein plunged for three yards 
and a first down. On the next two 
plays Hootstein gained but four 
yards and Woodward kicked to Lay- 
ton on the Newton 15-yard stripe. 
Layton ran it back twenty yards be- 
fore being stopped. Elrod got two 
yards at left tackle and then Furden 
bucked the line for five yards, push- 
ing the Brookline forwards right 
back. Another rush by Furden with 
Elrod hack in position to kick was 
good for five yards and a first down. 
Elrod made three yards at right 
tackle hut Shorten couldn’t get start- 
ed in the mud on a criss cross so El- 
rod kicked to Woodward on the Brook- 
line 25-yard mark. Hootstein gained 
two yards on two attempts and Wood- 
ward kicked to Layton on the Newton 
35-yard line. Layton dropped the slip- 
pery ball but fell on it. Elrod gained 
four yards on a tackle play from punt 
formation and Furden two on a line 
buck. Elrod was stopped for no gain 
and then kicked to the Brookline 40- 
yard line where McCarthy and Schip- 
per dropped Woodward in his tracks. 
Hootstein made five yards in two trys 
at the tackles and Woodward kicked 
outside at the Newton 30. Elrod got 
three through tackle and Layton three 
more on a spinner play. Furden’s 
plunge was two yards shy of a first 
down so Elrod kicked to the Brook- 
line 40, where Linberg and McCarthy 
nailed Woodward after the latter had 
fumbled and then picked up the ball. 

, Hootstein gained a yard to end the 
period with the ball in Brookline’s 
possession on their 41-yard line. 

Second Period 

Shorten stopped Hootstein with 
two-yard gain on an end run and 
Frechette spilled the next play behind 
the line of scrimmage. Woodward 
kicked to the Newton 20-yard line 
where Woleck downed the ball. On 
a double criss-cross from Layton to 
Shorten to Elrod the latter got away 
for eighteen yards and a first down 
Shorten made a yard to the Newton 
40-yard line. Elrod then kicked the 
ball landing about on the Brookline 
20-yard line and rolling over the goal. 
The hall wua put in play on the 20- 
yard line and on the third down 
Woodward kicked to Layton near mid- 
field. Layton lost the wet hall and 
Brookline recovered It on their 45- 
yard mark. Two plays gained but five 
yards and Woodward again kicked, 
the ball being downed by the Brook- 
line ends on the Newton 23-yard line. 
Elrod kicked outside on tho Brookline 
»43 itui the ball was called back and 
Newton penalized 5 yards for offside 
play. Furden guiued a yard on u line

play and again Elrod kicked. Mc- 
Carthy nailed Woodward in ids tracks 
near midfield. But Brookline was 
holding on the piny and the ball was 
brought hack and the home team 
penalized fifteen yards, making It a 
first down for Newton on the Newton 
33-yard line. Elrod made live yards 
on a tackle play from punt formation 
and eight more on a double criss- 
cross for another first down. Layton 
made a yard on a spinner play nnd 
then gave way to Strombom. Furden 
made three on a line buck and Elrod 
kicked to the Brookline 10-yard line 
where McCarthy downed the ball, 
two-yard gain and recovered tumble 
for n loss of similar distance forced 
Woodward to kick from behind his 
goal to midfield where Woleck downed 
die ball.

Three ended in a tie. Country Day 
also leads in points scored by almost 
a hundred, having accumulated 257 to 
its Cambridge rival's 163. 

To George Bottomley of Back Bay 
goes the signal honor of having cap- 
tained the greatest team ever to re- 
present Country Day. Bottomley 
showed that he was the finest quarter 
hack, and above all, the finest lead- 
er, that ever lead a Country Day team. 
Not only did his team takp the coveted 
Private Day School title, hut won 
every game but one, this with the 
strong Milton Academy outfit, on 
stiff schedule. The team broke all 
scoriug records since the start of the 
school, when they tallied 169 points to 
their opponents’ 13. Incidentally, the 
second and third varsity teams at 
Country Day both added to the suc- 
cess of the season by remaining un- 
defeated, all fall.

RECORDS BROKEN 

All October production records in 
the history of the Chevrolet Motor 
I Company were broken last month with 
an output of 85,915 cars and trucks, 
it was announced at the central offices 
in Detroit, Wednesday. 

Compared with the output of 65,052 
units for October of last year, the 
1929 October manufacturing volume 
shows a gain of more than 20,000 
units. It indicates an increase of 
more than 900 cars and trucks a day 
over the showing for the correspond- 
ing mouth of a year ago. 

Chevrolet's record October per- 
formance brings output up to 1.275,- 
778 units as of November first. This 
is more cars thau Chevrolet has ever 
built iu an eutire year and is nearly 
five times the uuuiber of any other 
six cyliuder car built in an entire 
year. 

Due to the continued high UemauU. 
Chevrolet plants ure working on the 
biggest November schedule on record. 
An indication of the volume of busi- 
ness that Chevrolet Is doing nation 
ally is seen in the report for the last 
ten days of October which shows a 
gain of 49 per ceut over the corres- 
ponding period of last year. The fig- 
ures for the period are 36,640 for the 
last ten days ot this October as com 
pared with 24.539 for the correspond- 
ing period of 1928. 
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THE PREFERENTIAL METHOD 

At the city election December 10 the preferential method of 
voting will be followed for all offices for which there are more 
than three candidates. Newton is the only city in the State that 
has this method of voting. The City of Gloucester had it for a 
few years but later changed to another method. An attempt 
was made in Newton to abolish it but it was defeated largely 
through the friends of Mayor Childs who evidently thought it 
was an attempt to defeat him politically. 

It might be well to explain how the different cities in the 
state nominate and elect their city officials. 

Following the adoption of the direct primary about 1911 for 
the nomination of party candidates for state offices most of the 
cities of the state carried the plan into their city primary and 
at the succeeding election the candidates bore the party desig- 
nation of Republican or Democrat and at the present time a 
number of cities still adhere to that method. Many cities how- 
ever, disliked the introduction of partisan politics and a knock- 
out primary, so called, has been adopted. This primary allows 
as many candidates as wish to be voted for at a primary elec- 
tion with only the two highest candidates allowed to have their 
names printed on the official ballot at the succeeding election. 
Boston has still another method of allowing all candidates to be 
voted for at the regular election with no previous primary. 

Newton had the party primary for some years but it was 
noticed that regardless of the outcome of the primary the de- 
feated candidates ran at the regular election as independents. 
Under these circumstances it seemed a waste of money to hold 
a primary. After some study of the preferential system as 
carried out in numerous Western cities and in many municipali- 
ties in New Jersey the legislature allowed Newton to adopt this 
method by referendum vote. 

In effect under this system the voter has the option of exer- 
cising first and second choices among the list of candidates, 
thereby combining the primary and regular elections at one 
time. 

This method allows the majority party to divide its vote be- 
tween two or more candidates without allowing the minority to 
win the election through a split in the vote of the majority. To 
illustrate, take a city of 7000 voters of which the majority party 
controls 4000 and the minority 3000. With one candidate for 
office, the majority party would win by 1000 votes. If there 
were two candidates of the majority, each having about half 
the total vote, it will be seen that the minority candidate with 
3000 votes would win the election. The preferential plan, by 
allowing the voters of the majority party to exercise a first and 
a second choice, thereby controls the outcome of the election. 
This is done through a provision of the law that if the leading 
candidate does not have a clear majority of all the votes cast 
for that office the first and second choices for all candidates 
shall be added together and the candidate having a plurality 
of such combined votes is elected. 

While the theory of this method of election seems without a 
flaw as a matter of practical politics the voters of Newton have 
rarely exercised the privilege of a second or third choice. It 
is of course possible that in the event of a close vote between 
the two leading candidates the second choice votes received by 
the second candidate in the first choice votes may put him in 
first place of the combined total vote. It is possible but hardly 
probable that this condition should come to pass. 

What Newton ought to have is some method by which the 
voters of one portion of the city could be informed for whom 
they should vote in other parts of the city and which seems only 
possible by return to the party primary. 


FOR A BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION

None of the other candi- 
dates have such a fine business record as Mr. Weeks and we 
believe that his candidacy will make a strong appeal to the 
tax payers of Newton.

Inefficient Heating 
Plant At High Schoo 

School Committee Discusses Smoke 
N u isa nee There 


The School Committee met on Mon- 
day night of this week. 

Two important matters of discus- 
sion took up most of the session of 
the School Committee on Monday 
night. The first was in regards to 
complaints from the residents and 
the State Department of Public Util- 
ities that the heating plant at the 
High school created a smoke nuisance 
in the neighborhood. The other was 
the virtual withdrawal of the teach- 
ers of the public schools from the Mid- 
dlesex County Teachers’ Convention. 

On the recommendation of Secre- 
tary George Kellar who is in charge 
of the operation of school buildings, 
the committee voted to ask the Mayor 
to appoint disinterested heating ex- 
perts to make a study of conditions 
at the high school heating plant and 
to suggest ways and means of im- 
proving it so as to abate the nuisance 
and to effect a possible saving of fuel. 
Mr. Kellar explained that the height 
of the chimney at present Is not suf- 
ficient to properly dispose of the 
smoke from the furnaces. The chim- 
ney was built to care for 360 horse 
power and that another boiler had 
been added since then increasing the 
horse power to 600 without increasing 
the chimney to take care of it. He 
further stated that in his opinion the 
purchase of four automatic stokers 
at a total cost of about $10,000 and the 
enlargement of the chimney would 
not only do away with the smoke nuis- 
ance but would result in a yearly sav- 
ing of $2,000 in fuel. 

Committeeman Joseph F. Lockett 
said that the problem of most con- 
cern was eliminating the smoke nuis- 
ance which was "injurious to the peo- 
.ple.’’ George Tracy, Ward 2 commit- 
teeman. informed the other members 
that ho had seen huge volumes of 
smoke issuing from the chimney. Mr. 
Kellar informed the meeting that an 
inspector from the State Department 
of Public Utilities had investigated the 
situation on complaint of residents 
nearby and informed the secretary 
that the authorities should take steps 
to provide relief. Emphasizing the 
need of Improvements in the heating 
plant, Mr. Kellar said that at present 
only 50 per cent efficiency Is obtain- 
ed from the fuel burned. 

The committee voted to keep the 
schools in session on the day of the 
Middlesex County Teachers Conven- 
tion next year which virtually effects 
the withdrawal of the teachers In the 
local public schools from that body. 
The action of the committee followed 
the receipt of a communication from 
the Newton Men’s Educational Club, 
an organization composed of male 
teachers, stating that at its meeting 
of November 12 it had voted to put 
the following resolution before the 
School Committee: 

“It is the unanimous vote of the 
flewton Men’s Educational Club that 
the Newton schools have outgrown 
the need of a county convention.” 

Superintendent of Schools U. G. 
Wheeler explained that most of the 
teachers of Newton felt that attend- 
ance at the annual county convention 
is not as essential in the Metropolitan 
district as it is in the more remote 
sections In view of the fact that tho 
colleges in and around Boston offer 
many opportunities to teachers for 
professional advancement. 

y embers of the committee approved 
the views of the teachers and called 
attention to the fact that the com- 
mittee had consistently disapproved 
of the practice of closing the schools 
for the convention. Last year the com- 
mittee had requested the Associa- 
tion to hold Its meeting on Saturdays 
so that there would be no need of 
closing schools It wus then voted to 
instruct the superintendent to make 
no provision for the cosing of the 
schools on the day of the convention 
when he prepares the calendar for 
next year. 

A compromise between the commit- 
tee and the playground department in 
the matter of the fence to he erected 
on the Hull street side of Claflln 
Field was effected. The committee 
had desired a fence six feet high 
while the playground department 
wanted It lower. The committee vole 1 
to ret otnmend u fence, four feel I hree 
inches in height hut raised above the 
ground so thut its top will he live 
feet from the ground. 

Requests for Sabbatical leave for 
lD.tU-31 were received from the fol- 
lowing touchers: Miriam (J. Bartlett. 
Rice School ; Jeannle B. Konrlck and 
Raymond A Green, Newton High 
School. 

The budget for next year, prepared 
by Supt. Wheeler was considered and 
will !»«• submitted to the Mayor.

Rickshaw Drawing Not 

Heavy Physical Labor 

Adolph Busier, director of the ph.v 
slologicnl institute of flip Sun Yut Sen 
university In Canton, Uhlnn. recently 
nmde some Interesting observntlons 
on Hie rate of work performed hv a 
coolie drawing n rickshaw. Tills form 
of running is peculiar in that the force 
exerted Is practically all forward 
The arms are held hy t lie shafts of 
the vehicle, and since the vehicle’s 
center of gravity is over the axle the 
coolie does not have to exert any up 
ward force. The work he does Is con- 
sequently the same ns If he were pull 
Ing a weight by n cord running over 
a pulley. 

It was found that the rickshaw 
coolie ran from four to six miles an 
hour, consuming during fust locomo- 
tion about one-tenth of n horse power 
—the same, that Is, ns If he were 
drawing five and a half pounds one 
foot In each second. This Is over and 
above the amount of work the coolie 
would do while running at the same 
pace without pulling the loaded ve- 
hicle. The expenditure of energy Is 
much less than that of the oarsmen 
In a university boat race. 


Italians Lay Claim to 

First Spectacle Maker 

It is a little over three hundred 
years ago since the Worshipful Com- 
puny of Spectacle Makers received Its 
charter from Diaries I and the tercen- 
tenary Is soon to he commemorated. 
Rut Is it quite correct to speak ot It 
as being Hie tercentenary of spec- 
tacles? Among the lesser sights of 
Florence Is a house which hears n 
tablet affixed “to honor the memory of 
Snlvlno Degli Armntl. Inventor of 
spectacles in the Thirteenth century.” 
Strangely enough, although our own 
spectacle makers’ guild hnd Its char- 
ter in 1020, we find I’epys. nearly for- 
ty years afterward, complaining of 
Ids eyesight, lie adds: “1 am mighty 
hot upon trying r lie late experiment 
of paper tubes.” If the Italian claim 
is authentic. It seems inconceivable 
thnt the boon of spectacles should 
have taken another three centuries 
to reach us.— Montreal Family Her- 
ald.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

In August 1923 the Newton Hospital 
first (iffered a course to student 
dietitians. It began with a four 
months’ course which was extended to 
six months in November 1927. In 
June 1929. with the opening of the 
new building, it was deemed advis- 
able to admit t wo students. Sixteen 
young women have completed the 
course and are filling positions of re- 
sponsibility as teachers, executives, 
and homemakers. Miss Winnifred 
L. Maxcey, a graduate of the Newton 
High School and of the Boston Y. W. 
C. A. School of Domestic Science, will 
complete tiie six months’ course on 
Saturday, November 30th. Miss Elea- 
nor B. Smith. B. 3., of Moncton, N. 
B., a graduate of Mount Allison Uni- 
versity, Sackville. began her course 
on November 25th. 

The New’ton Hospital staff held its 
monthly meeting at the Hospital on 
Monday, November 25, 1929. The 

subject was Lobar Pneumonia. Tiie 
discussion was led hy Dr. Frank R. 
Stubbs who had reviewed the lust 
200 cases in tiie hospital. 

Of the fourteen accident cases 
treated during the week just half 
were the results of automobile acci- 
dents. Four of these were men, one 
with a fractured nose and an injury 
to his shoulder, one with a laceration 
of his face and abdominal injuries, 
one with a lacerated nose and cheek, 
and one with a lacerated foreheud. 
One was u boy with a lacerated scalp, 
one u girl with lacerations on the 
forehead, cheek and upper lip, und 
one u woman with lacerations of her 
forehead and cheek. One girl was 
treated for laceration of her little 
finger caused when site caught it in 
Hie door of a car, and one for a lacera- 
tion of her buck caused when she fell 
downstairs. Two boys were treated, 
one for a fractured leg received while 
coasting, and one for uu Infected 
hand- Two women were admitted, 
one with a slight concussion received 
when she fell while allgliting from a 
street cur, und one for gas asphyxia- 
tion. One mun was admitted suffer- 
ing from a fractured leg cuused when 
a heavy rock fell on him.

One of the most generally used ar- 
ticles In tiie rural homes of Rhodesia 
Is the petrol tin. Petrol nnd coni oil 
are sold In most parts of Africa In 
tins containing four gallons apiece. 
These tins are the settler’s best 
friends, for he puts them to n hun- 
dred uses. In Rhodesia, tins are sawn 
asunder with n can opener, beaten Hat 
nnd used as rain proof roofs for small 
sheds nnd lean-tos. With a little 
manipulation n settler will mnke gut- 
tering nnd some spouting may he 
made from them to carry precious rain 
water from roof to water tank. 

With holes punched In tiie sides nnd 
a few blazing logs within the tin, the 
settler has an excellent brazier hy 
which he may smoke his pipe and 
read li is month-old home news on hit- 
ter July nigiits. Me fits a tin Into a 
loose cage of mosquito wire netting 
and fills the space between with char- 
coal which he keeps wet. Behold ills 
dairy safe, where his butter will not 
turn to oil nor tils Jug of milk sour In 
rlu* torrid November days. From a 
tin he makes n camp oven for the 
Sunday roast.

While 
this paper was not sold on the streets 
for one penny, it was quoted at the 
extremely low rate of $4 per annum 
I't nimbly the first dally that was ac- 
tually sold for one cent was Hie Cent 
of Philadelphia, published in Hie same 
year as Hie Daily Evening Transcript 
in Boston. In New York city Hie Idea 
was first conceived by Dr. Horatio Du 
vid Shepard.

WOMAN SERIOUSLY INJURED BY

The Mather Class 


Miss Elizabeth Henry of 19 Meander 
street, Boston was struck und seri- 
ously injured about 8 o’clock Satur- 
day night while crossing Adams 
street, near Washington street, New- 
ton, opposite the Catholic church. The 
driver of the car which struck the 
woman did not stop, but a woman who 
witnessed the accident observed the 
registration number on the car and 
gave it to the Newton police. Miss 
Henry wus taken In the police am- 
balance to the Newton Hospital where 
her name was pluced on the danger 
list. She has been unconscious most 
of the time since the accident. She 
has internal injuries, a fractured 
pelvis and a possible fructure of the 
skull.

In- 
spector King and Spoelal Olllcer 
Foeley of the Nowton police on Sun- 
day morning arrested Thomas F. Mc-

after an accident without muking his 
identity known. The police examined 
McGinn's car in Its garage and found 
a dent in the left mudguard. McGinn 
denied any knowledge of the accident. 
Ho appeared in tho Newton court on 
Monday and was hold under bonds 
for trial on December 30. Hu Is a 
sales manager by occupation and u 
prominent member of the Bultuout 
Springs Country Club. 


"Christianity Abroad,” with snecial 
emphasis on China, occupied the at- 
tention of the Mather Class at its 
regular weekly meeting last Sunday 
morning at the Newton Centre Wo- 
men’s Club House. 

In the absence of Prof. Mather, Dr. 
George Cressey. Professor of Geology 
in Shanghai College, was the lecturer. 
Dr. Cressey has traveled extensively 
in China, and, from his broad knowl- 
edge of the country, was able to give 
a most interesting and informative 
talk. 

China is a very diverse country. 
We know something of diversity In 
America. New England is quite un- 
like the deserts of Arizona and the 
everglades of Florida. But In China 
there are special differences. The 
United States is essentially an East 
and West country. China is a North 
and South country. That gives it a 
greater variety of climatic conditions 
than we have. This affects rainfall, 
tvne of vegetation, and human ad- 
justments. Topographically. China is 
very different. Much of the United 
States is relatively flat and arable. 
China is more hilly, like our Ap- 
palachian mountain region. This is 
hard on the Chinese, who are pre- 
dominantly agricultural, 80% of the 
people are rarmers. Their economic 
structure depends on agriculture. 
China has 320,000 square miles of 
arable land. The United States lias 
590,000. We have twice what they 
have and we have great areas not yet 
reclaimed, whereas they have little 
unused land. We can expand and they 
cannot. Their population is four times 
ours. Our average farm is 57 acres 
of productive land. Theirs is 3^ 
acres. Thus an American family on a 
farm has 17 times as much arable 
land as a family in China. 

Chinese civilization is in process of 
evolution, which is going on so fast, 
it amounts to a revolution. Under- 
lying every problem, even the intro- 
duction of Christianity, is the eco- j 
nomic situation, and that hns to be 
taken into account. Popular educa- 
tion encounters a serious difficulty. 
Most families cannot spare the chil- 
dren from tho farm long enough to 
let them go to school. The contest 
for food is too keen. The child labor 
is needed. The family cannot see how 
it can support itself while the chil- 
dren are away at school. Therefore, 
the first necessity is to find the money 
to support the family, and the next to 
get the funds to operate the schools. 
All this is a pretty big handicap. No 
wonder progress is slow. 

China is singularly isolated by tho 
most perfect of natural barriers. 
There are the jungles to the South, 
tho snow-covered mountains to the 
West, the dry deserts on the North, 
and the broadest of oceans on the 
East. There is little commerce with 
the rest of the world. The most sig- 
nificant Importation was Buddhism 
from India. It was not difficult to 
transport. 

From the multitude of temples you 
would think the Chinese were a re- 
ligious people, hut they are not inter- 
ested in our kind of personal religion. 
To them religion Is a formality. They 
petition for rain lu time of drouth. 
They respect ancestors. They have 
many ceremonies, but the personul 
aspect is lacking. Christianity is an 
intellectual affair. It is not highly 
emotional, ami does not Indulge espe- 
cially in ceremony and formalities. 
We define religion so differently from 
the Chinese that they do not always 
recognize Christianity as religtou. 

Wo look after the well-being of the 
people. Our idea Is to bring in hos- 
pitals, ull sorts of schools from the

playgrounds, and industrial oppor- 
tunities, as well as churches. We try 
| to cover the whole range of life. 

Formerly we sent out our mission- 
' aries. The very name means some 
I one sent. Now we find China invit- 
, ing us to come, and it Is not all on 
i account of religion. China invites ex- 
; perts in many lines to come out there 
j and co-operate, assist, and advise. 

The Chinese themselves are organ- 
; izing. In Shanghai alone twelve 
Baptist churches have organized into 1 
a convention or association. There j 
I is an education society for the schools, | 
and a medical association to run the 
six hospitals. Baptist committees for 
Evangelistic work assist the weaker 
churches and publish tracts. All this 
is done by the Chinese for the Chinese. 
The missionary is now the link be- 
tween organized Christianity in the 
United States and organized Chris- 
tianity in China. The need for foreign 
advisers will diminish, hut not rapidly. 
In Dr. Cressey's case, the college in- 
vited him to return. He was not sent 
out by a New York Board and forced 
on the Chinese whether they wished 
it or not. By this invitation method 
it is possible to obtain real co-opera- 
tion. 

* Christianity has been presented to 
China for a century, with little result 
until the 20th centiiry, especially the 
last ten years, when rapid progress 
has been made. Christianity has been 
growing in the number of converts 
and in the fundamental contributions 
which it has been making to Chinese 
thought. Prominent Chinese, includ- 
ing six ministers of the Government, 
nre Christians, as well as large num- 
bers of business men and students. 
The students naturally perceive little 
significance in our various denomina- 
tions, and, very happily, a number of 
denominations have combined in a 
Church of Christ in China. 

The Y. M. C. A. is of more spiritual 
significance in China than here. It 
helps present Christianity to the in- 
tellectual part of the community. 

The students are. in part, respon- 
sible for the anti-Chrlstion propa- 
ganda. This was a by-product of the 
anti-foreign agitation, which was 
merely intended as a slogan to unify 
the nation, when the Nationalists were 
endeavoring to establish a solid, 
central government With the sub- 
sidence of military necessity, enmity 
against the foreigners and against 
Christians is diminishing. This is 
being hastened by the influx of the 
foreign experts. 

The students are not interested in 
the formalities of Christian theology. 
They do care about the home, the 
standard of living, wages paid factory 
workers, and the Christian program 
for International relations. These are 
practical problems of living, and that 
is what they want, a Christian pro- 
gram for life. 

Dr. Cressey wound up with an in- 
teresting description of the nomadic 
tribes of Mongolia, who are constantly 
moving about in that vast interior 
basin, so much of which is desert 
wasteland.

What with an excise tax, gasoline 
tax. registration fees and this and 
that, together with repairs, garage 
charges, etc., it is good to see automo- 
bile owners given a break once in a 
while. It might be referred to as a 
sort of Christmas present — this new 
road along the Charles river — and 
surely it is a practical one. 

Newton drivers, especially those 
who travel to and from Boston reg- 
ularly, tell me that the Soldiers Field 
road as it is called is a great boon as 
far as they are concerned. I heard last 
week Wednesday at the office of the 
Metropolitan District Commission that 
the road was to be opened the follow- 
ing day and so when a friend of mine 
the next morning offered to drive me 
to Boston I was able to return the 
favor with a good tip. The latter 
consisted of enlightening him ns to 
the opening of the new river road. 
Naturally he wanted to try it. 

We crossed the river at Faneuil and 
swung along by the Watertown Arse 
nal and then over the street that leads 
to Brighton and then took the left 
turn and skirted the river over that 
always popular stretch by the driving 
club’s race track. Proceeding on that 
side of the river we struck the new 
road and passing under Cottage Farm 
bridge hit Bay State road and then 
Beacon street straight into town. It 
was good to avoid Governor square 
and the heavy traffic on the Cam- 
bridge side of the Charles. 

Ever since that ride I have been 
endeavoring to learn how many were 
availing themselves of the latest 
stretch of boulevard and as far as 
can find out it is taking a lot of 
through traffic off Commonwealth 
avenue. The rush-hour congestion in 
the late afternoon at Cottage Farm has 
been reduced materially. 

It is good to know that the Metro- 
politan District Commission aband- 
oned the idea of a narrow reservation 
in the middle of the new road. This 
was at first planned as a place to in- 
stall lighting poles, but before the 
finishing touches were put on the re- 
servation was removed and now there 
is no obstruction between curbings. 
The idea of these reservations, such 
ns Cambridge has adopted on Massa- 
chusetts av. doesn’t seem to work so 
well. Wide roads that are free and 
clear are needed. The Soldiers Field 
Hoad looks like an excellent begin- 
ning. If our planning division is giv- 
en a chance it will, I am sure, pro- 
duce a lot more benefits. 


Frequently somebody says, “I get a 
great kick out of Soandso on the ra- 
dio", mentioning the name of a well 
known announcer or the man who in- 
troduces this or that program.

If I wasn’t enthusiastic about my 
work I don’t think I’d be the least en- 
tertaining if it is true what the ra- 
dio audience write in their letters to 
the studio." 

"Do you get a kick yourself out of 
the knowledge that thousands and 
thousands, if not millions, are hearing 
your voice?”, I asked. 

"Never once think of it", he re- 
plied. "I'm all for what I'm doing at 
the moment. If it’s a ball game of 
some kind I talk as I would to a friend 
that might be sitting next to me. If 
the ocasion calls for a wise-crack I 
wuke it because the actual happening 
has Btruck me as funny. It is all per- 
fectly natural, nothing staged. Far 
be it from me to try to talk down to 
listeners. That’s an absorb latitude. 
Just be yourself and they’ll enjoy you 
if they like you and if they don’t like 
you why they can shut you off. You 
mustn't think yourself a great man 
when you get before the ‘iniko’ or 
your audience will get on to that and 
you'll have few if uuy friends. 

"You were speaking of what kick I 
got. Well, that biggest kick was when 
a wounded veteran told me thut he 
und hia puls in the hospital used to 
luugh at some of my stuff at certain 
baseball and football games. When I 
stopped to think that these poor chups 
were really delighted and amused by

The question of removing emerg- 
ency kits from railroad cars is now 
before the Massachusetts Public Util- 
ities Department. The railroads that 
operate in Massachusetts have peti- 
tioned the department to release them 
from the obligation of placing these 
kits in cars as the rules of the de- 
partment now requires. They contend 
that there is little use from them. One 
attorney said that not in three yeurs 
had there been a report of the use of 
any of the appliances. 

The whole thing seems to take me 
back to the days when as u boy I used 
to look up on the side wall of the 
passenger coach and see neatly paint- 
ed axes and und short crowbars •rest- 
ing in their leather strups. They 
seemed to lie more u part of tho car 
than something thut wus to be taken 
down und used for pructicul purposes. 
Then there were buckets, too, or fire- 
pulls, I believe they ure culled. I sup- 


pose I ought to be glad to be able to 
say that I never saw one of those 
things put to use, that I hud never 
been present at an occasion that de- 
manded these tools. 

What the railroads want, as I un- 
derstand, is to be relieved of the oblig- 
ation of carrying first aid or emerg- 
ency kits. To me it was surprising 
to learn that such a request should he 
made. But there must be a good rea- 
son. First aid kits, as I get it, are 
sometimes carried off by people who 
havo no right to them but who have 
a propensity for taking things thut 
don’t belong to them. I can’t Imagine 
anybody stealing such an outfit for 
any worthy purpose. I suppose they 
may soil them or some such thing, 
unything to obtuln some money. 

I am certain thut railroads are alert 
in providing for the protection of 
pussongers. It is good business, one 
might suy, und so tho economic if not 
the Immunituriuu side bus grout 
weight. Tho proceedings before the 
Statu commission have not yet closed j 
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More people are to be heard and pos- 
sibly more evidence presented as to 
the use of these kits. I, for one, shall 
ho much interested to read the com- 
mission’s final decision for I have al- 
ways wondered just how much good 
those kits did or to what oxtont their 
need has been proved. 

As I lie city campaign progresses we 
nre bound to hoar talk about the can- 
didates. 1 mean that where there are 
contests there are sure to be stories 
intended to Injure one man or tho 
other. It would be wonderful and 
glorious if a political controversy could 
he conducted without mulice, but did 
you ever see one or know of such a 
r, ‘lng? Unfortunately that Utopian 
slate lias yet to he reached even in a 
well-governed community like our 
own.

There is and there should bo no room 
for such things in Newton. Still, you 
cun’t always ho certain that somebody 
won’t upset the peace of a community 
by a little trickery.

It might at first seem 
to accomplish its purposo but when 
eventually uncovered it bocomeB a 
boomerang. No, sir, don’t listen to 
disparaging tales concerning polltlcul 
candidates, but if you are compelled 
to listen don’t believe them.
